| JUNSEL were called to the bar on the ſecond reading of 
me Datchet Canal Bill, when Mr. Darell was heard againſt 
the Bill on the part of the Grand: Junction Canal Company, 
Who ſtated that they had made a bargain with the citizens of 
London for a valuable conſideration, when their project was 


under diſcuſſion in Parliament; and that if the Bill then before 


their Lordſhips paſſed, the Grand Junction Canal Company 
ought to be exonerated from their bargain, as the Datchet 
Canal would materially. injure and diminiſh the advantages 
reſulting at preſent from their Canal. 
Mr. Plumer, who attended on behalf of the city of London | 
in ſupportof the Bill, contended that all that his Learned Friend 
had argued upon was fit matter of conſideration for the Com- 
mittee, when the Bill ſhould be before the Committee; and 
there, if the objection preſſed by his Learned Friend ſhould be ; 
found weighty enough, it might be cured by the introduction 
of a clauſe for that purpoſe but that it did not apply at all to 
the principle of 'the Bill, and therefore required no anſwer, 
when the ſecond reading of the Bill was before the Houſe, 
Mr. Plumer urged the great public benefits that would refult 
from the Patchet Canal if allowed to be carried into execution, 
and laid great ſtreſs on the various petitions in favour of it 
that had been preſented, whereas not a ſingle 2 againſt 
2M gs been heard of. 15 


+; 5, OM The Datcher Canal Bill i is what is 8 termed a private « Bill, and 
not uſually noticed by Reporters; but as the debate, like that on the Bill for 
the prolougation of Marſhal Conway” s Patent, contained ſome general ar- 
guments on the particular ſubject of an inſtruftive nature, it was thought 
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As ſoon as Counſel were directed to withdraw, the Marquis 
of Buckingham ſtrenuouſly oppoſed the Bill, and aſſigned the 
reaſons which had induced him to move that the Bill be read 
a ſecond time that day three months. The Marquis compli- | 
mented the Counſel on having wiſely and properly confined 
themſelves to the preciſe points in queſtion, and reaſoned with 
great perſpicuity and force, but reſted his main objection on 


the manifeſt injuſtice of the Bill, the operation of which would 


materially injure a conſiderable number of individuals, by 
cutting through their gardens and grounds. He ſtated ſome 
of the cafes to amount to that extent of injury that they would 
deprive their reſidences of all degree of deſireableneſs and com- 
fort. In one inſtance he had heard that the Canal would paſs 


within twenty-five yards of a Gentleman's houſe. He ſaid 


undoubtedly great benefits had reſulted to the country from its 


inland navigations by the means of Canals, which had greatly 
_ increaſed the internal trade and commerce of the kingdom, 


but he reminded their Lordſhips that it was a Parliamentary rule 
not to ſanction the project of a canal, which promiſed great 
advantages in ſpeculation, if it were obviouſly injurious to the 
property of private individuals, and. equally adverſe to their 
opinions, their wiſhes, and their intereſts. The Marquis 
mentioned the injury that the project would do the Thames, 
on the banks of which he had paſſed ſeveral of the early years 
of his life (at Eton School) between Datchet and Ifleworth; and 


ſaid that as to the argument reſpecting the number of petitions 


preſented in favour of the Datchet Canal from a variety of 
trading towns, they all knew how eaſy it was to obtain thoſe © 
petitions 3 but if they were examined, their Lordſhips would 
ice: that ſeveral of the towns ſrom which petitions had 
come could have little or no. intereſt or connexion with 
the canal in queſtion. For inſtance, what could the town of 
Cardiff, ſituated at ſuch a diſtance, have to do with Datchet 
Canal? After ſtating his objections at conſiderable length, the 
Marquis concluded with repeating, that he moved that the ſe- 
cond reading of the Bill be adjourned to that day three months. 

The Earl of Coventry ſaid, there was a part of the caſe of 
the city of London to which he muſt object, viz. the injury 
that the operation of the canal would eſfect on thoſe indivi- 
duals, whoſe gardens and grounds would be cut through, 
becatiſe their Lordfhips all knew, that it was an invariable rule 
with Parliament never to make private "injuſtice the baſis of 
public convenience. To the other part of the caſe of the 


friends and parties to the Bill, his Lordſhip owned himſelf

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1 The Earl of Radnor profeſſed himſelf a friend to the Bilk 


and very forcibly diſplayed the great advantages that would 
_ reſult from it to the Public. He reminded their Lordſhips 
that it was not an avaricious aim to get immenſe wealth that had 
led the projectors to aſk the ſanction of the Legiſlature to the 
propoſed undertaking. By the Bill their profits were reſtrained 
to a dividend of ten per cent. and all the ſurplus tolls were to be 
_ appropriated to the diſcharge of the preſent debt on the Thames, 
and the preſervation and improvement of the navigation in fu- 
ture. The navigation of the river would therefore rather be im- 
proved than impeded, and the more eſpecially as the whole water 
of the canal would be delivered into the Thames at Iſleworth. 
His Lordſhip ſpoke of the various other circumſtances that 
would attend the navigation of the canal in reſpect to the 
commerce of the country,-not only internally and confined to 
England, but as it extended to Ireland, and all other kingdoms 
and countries, whoſe convenience it ſuited to carry on a mari- 
time-intercourſe with the weſtern counties of England, and 
which were ſituated on the coaſt. He ſpoke of the ſhortening. 
of time that it would make in the carriage of goods from thoſe 
parts to London, as well from its diminithing the length of the 
_ preſent navigation, as from the acceleration of paſſage that 
muſt neceſſarily attend it. Nor would it, he ſaid, be without 
its advantages to the ſoil of the country through which it was 
intended to be cut, that being for the moſt part common and 
waſte: lands, muſt of courſe Peel its beneficial effects in an 
eminent degree. With regard to its being at all Iikely to pre- 
judice the intereſts of the ſmall towns on the river from Staines 
to Iſleworth, from the apprehended danger of its interfering 
with the water carriage already long ſince eſtabliſhed and carried 
on with thoſe towns, the apprehenſion was altogether idle 
and groundleſs, as it was matter of notoriety that each of 
| thoſe. towns ſituated on or near the banks of the Thames had 
a2 double ſecurity, their own peculiar barges and boats, and 
the circumſtance of its not being worth the while of thoſe who 
meant to be, and probably would be the perſons who would 
navigate the Datchet Canal, to take goods of ſhort carriage, 
and ſtop either to deliver them or take up others by the way, 
at the ſmall towns as they paſſed, becauſe their great object 
muſt be to load with goods deſtined to be carried on board their 
barges to and fro, the whole length of their intended naviga- 
tion. His Lordſhip declared that it was not neceſſary to ſay a 
word reſpecting the Baſingſtoke Canal Company, as they 
had not thought it worth their while to appear by counſel at 
their bar; and with regard to the arguments urged in favour 
ot the Grand Junction Canal Company, they certainly did not

apply to the ſecond reading of the Bill. Great ſtreſs, he ob- 
ſerved, had been laid on their bargain with the city of London : 
Perſuaded as he had been that the agreement for that bargain 
was fair and liberal, he had prepared for the original of it being 
at hand; and if any of their Lordſhips wiſhed to ſee it, a perſon 
was in the Houſe ready to produce it at their bar. The Grand 
J unction Canal Company found it their intereſt to enter into that

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De Duke of Clarence roſe to ſtate in as few words as poſ- 
1 his objections to the Bill. His Royal Highneſs ſaid, their 
ord{hips might recbllect that a former Bill had been brought 
into Parliament for cutting a canal from Windſor to Iſleworth, 
and that it met with great reſiſtance, on account of the effect its 
operation would, have on the town of Windſor; the conſe. 
quence was, the Bill was loſt. By the preſent Bill their Lord» 
{hips would ſee, that the projectors had taken away the objec - 
tion relied on in the former caſe, by making the commencement 
of their cut from Datchet, juſt one mile nearer to London; but 
the preſent Bill was liable to all the other objections that had 
been urged againſt the Windſor Canal Bill, and fo ably ſtated 
by the Noble Marquis-who opened the debate. Certamly the 
propoſed canal could not be carred into effect without manifeſt 
injuſtice to many private individuals, through whoſe grounds 
and gardens fituated on the. coaſt of the Thames it was in- 
tended to paſs; and it would produce another conſequence not 
unworthy of their Lordſhips conſideration, as it was of a pub» _ 
lic nature: What he meant was, the injury it would do to the 
navigation of the Thames between Datchet and Staines, and _ 
Staines and Iſle worth. The navigation of that part of the 
Thames, his Royal Highneſs ſaid, was well known to be much 
incommoded by the growth of ſtiff weeds, which from the 
ſhallowneſs of the water ſhot up in the ſummer, and in Oc- 
tober, when the rains fell, they rotted towards their roots, and 
the towing of barges through them contributed effectually to 
remove them, By the means of the new canal opening a 
ſhorter paſſage from Datchet to Iſleworth, the navigation of 
barges through the part of the river to which he had alluded 
would in a great meaſure be diverted, and confequently di- 
miniſhed. 'The Duke ſaid, he had, like the Noble Marquis, a 
ſtrong predilection for that noble river the Thames, on pretty. 
nearly the ſame account having ſpent much of his time in

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early life on its banks; and indeed, another perſon for whom 
he entertained the higheſt reſpect and efteem, the Prince of 
Wales, felt as he did on the oceaſion, and wiſhed the Bill to 
be thrown out. Nor did he wonder at it, ſince his brother had 
good reaſon to entertain that feeling, and had given him his 


proxy to uſe as he thought proper; but as he rather wiſhed the 


fate of the Bill to be decided by its own merits, than any per- 
ſonal intereſts, he aſſured their Lordſhips he did not mean to 
uſe his brother's proxy on the occaſion, oo 
The Earl of Caernaruos in a very ſtrong ſpeech ſupported 
the Bill, 'and reinforced the arguments of the Earl of Radnor 
by additional arguments of his own. The Earl ridiculed the 
idea of its being of greater eee utility to continue the na- 
vigation of the Thames, confeſſedly ſo bad and fo clogged with 
weeds, that to keep it at all fit for the paſſage of 5 and 
barges, it required the conſtant clearance occaſioned by veſſels 
of burden being dragged over the crowds of weeds which. 
filled it, than of countenancing a canal which would be free 
from all ſuch inconvenience, and would return every drop of 


water it either prevented from falling into the Thames, or ac- 


quired by means peculiar to itſelf, into the Thames, at Iſle- 
Worth, as well as accelerate the conveyance of goods by ſhort- 
ening the paſſage in the degree of fourteen miles ſaved out of 
twenty-cight. The Earl dwelt on the circumſtance of the 
| canal's being more likely to prove advantageous to the navi- 
_ gation of the Thames, than detrimental, as by the Bill the 
proprietors would be reſtricted to a dividend of ten per cent. 
profit, and the ſurplus produce of the tolis would be appro- 
riated to the improvement of the navigation of the Thames 
: Lakme Staines and Iſleworth. He mentioned a letter from 
Mr. Finch, a miller, who would undertake to deliver a given 
- quantity of water into the Thames, through, the medium of 
the Datchet Canal, for a moderate price. (His Lor#fhip was 
interrupted by the Marquis of Buckingham and 'other Lords, 
who ſaid Finch had fold his water to the Datchet Canal Com- 
pany, provided the Bill ſhould paſs.) His Lordfhip added 
many further arguments in favour of the Bill. 
__ The Earl of "Mara argued forcibly againſt the Bill, and in re- 
ply to the moſt material parts of the Earl of Caernarvon's fpeech. 
The letter which the Noble Earl had mentioned, his Lordſhip 
| ſaid, could not be much relied on, as it came from a miller 
known to have ſold his water to the proprietors of the canal for 
ten thoufand pounds. The Noble Earl had alfo not fairly ſtated 
the argument of the Noble Duke near him relative to the uſe 


of the barges navigating the part of the Thames between 


Datchet and Ifleworth, by preventing the growth of br war

navigations in the county in which he lived, and he had 
known inſtances where, in order to recompenſe the injury, 
canal proprietors conveyed large quantities of water overland 
in troughs, and by other means, at a very conſiderable ex-

De Bifſhep of Rachefler oppoſed the Bill very ſtrenuouſly. 
He began with declaring himſelf to have been much ſtruck 
with the grounds on which the Noble and Learned Lord on 
the woolfack had reſted his objection to the Bill, viz. on the 


manifeſt. injuſtice of it. He ſaid he was himſelf imprefled 


with the ſame ſentiment; and when he had been applied to by. 
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dhe agent to obtain the conſent of a reſpectable body, of which 


he had the honour to be the head, who poſſeſſed eſtates con- 


nected with the parts of the country the canal was intended 
do paſs through, he had directly anſwered the agent by ſaying, 
that if the chapter of Weſtminſter ſhould ever be willing to

ſhip expatiated on the mortification and diſappointment that all 
thoſe individuals who had houfes, villas; and grounds on the 


delicious banks of that noble river the Thames, would ex- 
perience, when, if the canal were carried into eſfæct, they would 
find themſelves on the ſudden tranſported as it were by a ma- 


gician's wand to the fide of a common ſewer or a dry ditch; 


for ſuch in appearance and in fact would that part of the 
Thames become that now ran between Datchet and Iſleworth. 
He ſaid, he was ſomewhat aſtoniſhed at the anſwer. that had 
been given by the Noble Earl who ſpoke. laſt to the objection 
tlrat the intended canal would materially injure the Thames by 
running ſo near it, and depriving it of the water that would 


__ otherwiſe fall into it. The Noble Earl had ſaid, that the ſame. 
__ objection would apply to all other canals, as every one ran 
near ſome river or other. But did the Noble Earl recollect that

all rivers were not navigable rivers? and that was the circum- 


ſtance which gave the argument the whole force it poſſeſſed. 


The Biſhop ſaid, much ſtreſs had been laid in the courſe of the 


debate reſpecting the payment of the ſurplus of the tolls after

London, in order to its being appropriated to the improvement 
of that part of the 'Thames, the.navigation of which would be in 
a great degree deſetted, if not wholly abandoned, in conſe-

was willing to take it for granted that the city of London 
would ftritly comply with the terms of the Act, that they 
would not fail to appropriate the ſurplus to the improvement 
of the navigation of the Thames between Datchet and Iſle- 
worth, or rather that they would not conſume the money in 
adding to their feaſts—in plain Engliſh, that they would not eat 
the tolls; ſtill he could not think that was any compenſation 
for taking away the water from the Thames, nor would the 


returning it at Iſleworth make any, amendment, as the ſhallow- 
neſs complained of in the river was. principally in that part of 


it between Datchet and Iſleworth, and not between Iſle worth 
and London. His Lordſhip adverted to the petitions which 
had been preſented in favour of the Bill, and ſo much relied 
on at the bar, and ſaid, he had taken the trouble to look into 
them. Two of them came from towns of which he knew 


ſome- 
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ſomething, though they were at a conſiderable diflance from 
each other; the one was Wootton Baſſet, the other Car- 
marthen. He was at a loſs to imagine what connexion the 
former could have with the intended Datchet Canal, or in what 
manner its intereſt was concerned in it. The latter, Car- 
marthen, was a town he had ſpent ſome years of his life in, and 
therefore he was naturally anxious to ſee who of his old ac- 
quaintance had ſigned the petition in favour of the preſent Bill. 
Upon looking to the names ſubſcribed to the petition he found 
two or three phyſicians, ſeveral apothecaries, and a liſt of peo- 
ple, who he believed were not materially intereſted in any 
trade carried oh between Carmarthen and London. But their 
Lordſhips were no ſtrangers to the manner in which ſuch pe- 
titions were obtained, nor the little reliance that was to be 
laced on them. Having put this in a forcible point of view, 
the Biſhop added other arguments, and concluded with declar- 
ing, that he ſhould vote for the motion of the Noble Marquis.

The Prince received his eſtabliſnment without any view to 
ſuch a claim. His debts had been paid in 1787, and a large 
ſum given for the repairs of Carlton-houſe, which Parliament 
never would have given if ſuch claims were thought of. The 
revenues of that Dutchy during the minority had, with other 
funds, been applied to the purpoſes of the civil liſt ; as ſuch 
they had been recognized 2 Parliament; and the only queſ- 
tion with reſpect to the Public was, Whether they ſhould 
make proviſion to pay the debt by inſtalments in the event of 
the demiſe of the Prince, or make the whole amount of the 
proceeds chargeable at once upon the country, with a view to 
the immediate liquidation of fo much of the debt:

tion of Pruſſia. What hopes were there of ſucceſs, even if 
the Emperor's co-operation were certain? The ſeaſon was 
far advanced, and the preparations not ſo formidable by the 
allies as laſt year: If we conſidered that our paſt efforts, when 
every nerve was ſtrained, ; were marked only by failure and 
_ miſerable defeat, what could be expected from diminiſhed ex- 
ertions but more fatal diſgraces? Suppoſe the Emperor's army 
full, according to his bargain, furniſhed with military ſtores, - 
and every other preparation for war; we muſt on the other 


hand conſider what was to be expected from General Piche- 


gru, at the head of a conquering and glorious army, ſuperior 
in numbers, on the Rhine, the Sambre, and the Moſelle -an 
army which not only was ſufficient laſt year to combat all the 
allies, but would have invaded England, if the ſeaſon had not 


been remarkably bad for proviſions. The French armies were . - $ 


no ſupplied by ſeveral boats of proviſions ſent up the Rhine 
by the King of Pruſſia. How could Luxemburg be relieved 2 
it was 75 miles from the Rhine, and every inch the Emperor 
advanced in the intermediate country, he muſt fortify and gar- 
riſon; if this army was once defeated, there would be an end 
to all his hopes. Suppoſe the Emperor's Generals tell him 


that they cannot make offenſive war, muſt it not ſtrike a gloom 


into every Gentleman, that we guarantee 4, Goo, oool. to carry 
on a protracted and defenſive war, the very worſt for a com- 
mercial country? He thought it vain to attempt the conqueſt 
of twenty-four millions of people, and that with a view to 
deſtroy their republic; it would be better to make peace. Let 
us look at the preſent ſtate of France, torn with inteſtine di- 
viſions; this has been occaſioned by our not preſſing them; he 
was convinced that on a proper view it would appear that 
all the diſtractions in that country had been in proportion to 

the relaxation of our efforts. He was ſorry to ſee ſo thin a 
— Houſe on this important buſineſs. He had oppoſed the mo- 


tion to diſcharge the call, but miniſters ſupported it; they 


_ courted thin houſes and obſcurity, that their meaſures might

General Smith ſaid a few words in oppoſition to the Bill.

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Are ced application of a ſmall ſum, to get 6000 ſeamen (now 
in the priſons of France) reſtored to their country. He 
thought that the Chancellor of- the Exchequer required a good 


deal of the correction of adverſity, for that he had hitherto to | 


much ſucceſs with the majority of Parliament. 
Ar. Lechmere ſaid, it appeared to him that we were car- 


rying on an abominable -and deſtructive war; that the fitua- 


tion of this country was truly lamentable, for that the whole 
expence would fall on the heads of the people. He ſaw alſo 
great danger to the conſtitution, to which he had the warmeft 


and moſt ſincere attachment. He thought that this loan was 
2 groſs impoſition on the people of this country. We had 
_ ſubſidized the King of Pruſſia, who immediately afterwards 
declared it was not in his power to bring troops into the field 


_ againſt the French. He could however find troops ſufficient 


for the robbery of Poland, although he had none to aſſiſt us. 
Between him and that harpy the Empreſs of Ruſſia, they de- 


throned the King of Poland, and divided the kingdom be- 
tween them.—To this ſhameful and crying injuſtice we lent 


our aſſiſtance, by allowing the King of Pruffia twelve hundred 
thouſand pounds. That honourable Prince, the King of Pruf- 
Ga, had plundered the people of Poland, picked the pocket of 


poor John Bull, and made a treaty with the French ; and now 


it was modeſtly propoſed that the Emperor ſhould have four 
millions fix hundred thouſand pounds of our money to enable 


him to follow the ſteps of the King of Pruſſia, and that too 
without our having any power to prevent him, or even being 


acquainted with his intention. Sardinia was ſubſidized to pro- 


ett itſelf, and Auſtria is to be guaranteed in a loan, without 
our knowing the ene. intention, or demanding from him 
any engagements. This 

to a meaſure which would ſo much add to the burdens of the

his being the caſe, he could not conſent 


poor, who are already ſo dreadfully loaded with taxes. He 


begged leave to aſk'thoſe who were beſt acquainted with the 


law of nations, whether tho object of this war would fall in 
with the rules of that law by which a war was declared juſt 


and neceſſary.

ſhould not have a regular government. Seven hundred years

French ſhould eſtabliſh any good conſtitution. France was a 
great and powerful nation, rich in internal reſource, and ad. 
mirably ſituated for trade; the advantages ſhe had by nature 


over England were only to be kept down by the oppreſſion of 
her government. France was the natural enemy of Great 
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Britain, and would cruſh us if they coa!d-eſtabliſh a ſave» 
riorityz he did not with for ſuch ſuperiority, and therefore he 
would not "wy to ſettle their government. He proceeded to 5 
ſhew the cauſe of the ſuperiority which this little iſland had 
enjoyed for 100 years over France, and he ſaid it was in our 
_ conſtitution 5; but in purſuing this war we were likely to de- 
ſtroy it, by making it impoſſible for the poor to bear their bur- 
dens, for ſo it muſt ſoon be if we granted theſe vaſt ſubſidies 
to German Princes for nothing, He confeſſed he was ſtrongly 
prejudiced againſt France; he thought it the natural enemy of 
Great Britain: But the way for us to oppoſe it was not by pays 
ing theſe monſtrous ſums of money for foreign alliances, by 
which we were robbed daily, but by concentrating our force 


within our wooden walls. By this policy we might bid de- 


| Hance to the whole world. This was the true policy of this 
country; and as the meaſure propoſed was the reverſe of it, he 
found it impoſſible for him to conſent to the ſecond reading of -

Mr. Fox declined entering into general arguments upon the 
ſubject then, becauſe it had been ſo frequently diſcufſed. It 
Had been faid, and he believed truly, that the French were at 
preſent in much diſtreſs, and therefore it was argued that we. 
ſhould ſtand aloof in order that they might divide among 
_ themſelves. This might be good policy, and he had no ob- 


15 jection to it, but in doing ſo he did not wiſh-that we ſhould be 


- at the expence of thirty millions a year; he had rather ſee us 


ol a peace eſtabliſhment; if ſtanding aloof was our policy It 


| had been aſked, what. reaſon had we for defiring to make 
peace with France at this time, and what had Holland and Pruſ- 
ſia gained by making peace? To this he would anſwer, that the 
queſtion was not ſo much to us what Holland and Pruſha had 
gained, but if we are to contend. with France, what had 
France gained by that peace? And with regard to the proba- 
bility that internal diſſenſions will deſtroy the preſent govern- 
ment of France, he had argued, and experience had confirmed 
him, that the more they were oppoſed, the more they were 
likely to unite; and therefore if it was our object to avail our- 
ſelves of the diſſenſions in France, the meaſure now propoſed, 
to employ force againſt them, was at variance with the end we 
ad in view. With regard to the inclination of the Emperor, 


he ſhould be glad to know how an hiſtorian, for inſtance, *' 
would be able hereaſter to diſtinguiſh the ſecurity which Great 
Britain had for truſting to the Emperor more than to the King 
of Pruſſia. On the firſt day of this ſeſſion, and often fince, 
He had aſked, whether, if his Royal Highneſs the Duke of

of this war? There were many Britiſh officers now returned, 
who had witneſſed the conduct of Auſtria in this war, and he

ſeen abundant reaſon to be convinced of the contrary, and now

With . en to the 


conduct of Auſtria demonſtrating an unwillingneſs to proceed 


to one point brought forward by the Right Hon. Gentleman 


in the proſecution of the war; he muſt obſerve, that at ſo 


great a diſtance, and under all the circumſtances, it was dif- 


cult to judge of the co-operation of the combined armies. 
Auſtria was deeply intereſted in this conteſt. - It was the in- 


tereſt of Auſtria to proceed. No man would ſay that Auſtria 
had not a great military power; and, the queſtion here was, 
whether, under all the circumſtances, we ſhould not furniſh 


the Emperor with pecuniary aid.

PETITION FROM THE MERCHANTS TRADING 10 THE ISLANDS 
OF GRENADA AND ST. VINCENT'S. 


e Sheffield moved for leave to preſent the petition : He 
obferved that it was unneceſſary to go at length into the par- 
ticulars of the devaſtation which had taken place in the iſlands 
of Grenada and St, Vincent's, but that in another ſtage of 
the buſineſs, proofs would be brought forward of the general 
miſchief which was likely to ariſe from the calamity in queſ- 
tion. When it was firſt propoſed to give relief by Ex- 
chequer bills, he felt great difficulty in reſorting again ſo ſoon 
to that meaſure; but that afterwards, having an opportunity 
of more complete information, he was convinced there was 
great danger of widely-extended bankruptcy, which would 
greatly affect the manufactures and commerce of this coun- 
try, and that unleſs ſuch relief was given as would re-eſtabliſh 
the plantations in the iſlands of Grenada and St. Vincent's, 
the advantage of a produce, equal to a million yearly, would 
be loſt to this country, and alſo the revenue arifing from ſuch 
a produce. He knew ſeveral Ma eminent houſes had

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accepted bills, which, in conſequence. of the failure of re- 
turns from thoſe iſlands, could not be paid; that the amount 
ok thoſe bills was very great; and that the failure of thoſe 

houſes would involve in ruin many great houſes in London, 


HBriſtol, Liverpool, and Glaſgow.

| ſhould be adopted in the preſent caſe. He maintained that 
no blame was imputable to the merchants who made this ap- 
plication, nor would any be found to attach to Government 
if an inquiry was to. be inſtituted 3 certainly and evidently 
none to the merchants, for the calamity which had befallen 
the iſlands was unforeſeen and unavoidable.

No country upon earth but 
ours was capable of ſuch energy. He apprehended none of 
the evils which the Right Hon. Gentleman had predicted; oi 
the contrary, he thought, they would turn out to be like his 
former ones, when he oppoſed the. former Bill.

For his own part, he enter- 
tained a very different opinion; he could not help believing, 
that ſuch a war as this alliance might produce muſt involve 
one half of Europe on one fide or other of it; and he could 
not avoid looking with great anxiety and concern at the con- 
dition of ſo large a part of mankind, if the horrors and ca- 
lamities of war were to be thus extended, and the proſpect 
of peace to be placed at ſo great a diſtance.

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Sir William Pulteney propoſed ſeveral amendments. in the 
Bill, in oppoſition to the ſtanding clauſes, which were re-

General Smith moved a clauſe. for an inquiry into the 
amount of the revenue arifing from the Dutchy of Cornwall 
during the minority of the Prince, with a view of its being 
applicable to the liquidation of his debt. ; 
The Attorney General began with admitting, that he had 


not been quite.accurate in the ſtatement which he had formerly 


given on the ſubject. Lhe Dutchy of Cornwall was a tenure 
neither held by Knights ſervice, nor by foccage ; it was of a 
nature ſo peculiar, - as was difficult fox him to deſcribe. He 
apologized that he could not go minutely into the queſtion, 
as, in the ſtation which he held, it might be neceſſary for him 

to diſcuſs the queſtion profeſhonally, in oppoſition to thoſe 
Who ſupported the right of the Prince. The exact nature 

and extent of this ſpecies of eſtate, he faid, was not legally 
deimed, He therefore could but ſpeak on, general principles, 
and thoſe principles he muſt derive from the uſages which 
were made under former Princes in the diſpoſition of this 
eſtate. From hence, ſeeing that it was neither a tenure in 
Knights ſervice,” nor a tenure in ſoccage, and this he proved 
from the reigns of Edward III. and Henry VIE and Charles 
the Firſt, when this right was called into debate and confi- ' 
deration, he would define it as nothing elſe than as a fund 
appropriated by the original grant of Parliament for the 
maintenance of the Prince of Wales who had very properly 


been repreſented as major a die nativitatis. In ſupport of this 


opinion, he went through the different caſes which had been 


brought forward. The queſtion of the right of the Prince 


he confeſſed to be exceedingly difficult. If this was a fund 
for the ſupport of the Prince of Wales from the period of 
his birth, the King, as his natural guardian, had the diſpoſal 
of that fund during his minority. The difficulty was in- 
creaſed by the long period which had intervened fince. that 
minority, which would render any claim on the part of the 
Princg extremely doubtful in the decifion, if it was at all 
proper to be brought forward. The queſtion that would then 
ariſe would be, whether now in the year 1795, after the lapſe 
of time ſince the minority of the Prince, an account ſhould*+ 
be taken of the ſums of money, which muſt neceſſarily be 
expended in the maintenance of the Prince, by the King, his 
natural guardian; when it was obvious that every duty, in- 
cumbent on a father towards a ſon, had been diſcharged by 
his Majeſty in the education of the Prince; and whether a 
ſuit even at ſuch a diſtance of time could be inſtituted. He, 
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on his part, had no ſcruple in profeſſing, that even as a right, 
it muſt be a queſtion of extreme doubt and difficulty to thoſe, 
who, as ſuch, attempted to ſupport it. 3277-0 RO 
The Chancellor of the Exchequer ſaid, that he wiſhed only 
to ſtate a few practical points relative to the queſtion. If 


there exiſted any claim, it was a claim upon the Public. The 


revenues of the Dutchy of Cornwall had been applied in aid 
of the civil liſt ; as ſuch they had been recognized by Parlia- 
merit, by whom the debts of that civil liſt had been more 


than once paid. But it was next to be conſidered how far 


in point of ſubſtantial juſtice any thing was due from the 


Public to the Prince of Wales. If this was a fund for the 
ſupport of the ſtate and dignity of the Prince of Wales, it 
was certainly intended that the appropriation of this fund 


| thould prevent any expence from falling either upon the civil 
liſt, or the Public. The Public would then have a right to 


| ſet off againſt the amount of the income, during the minority, 
any expence which might have been incurred on account of 


his Royal Highneſs. It was impoſlible to calculate the ex- 


pence during his infancy ; from 1471 to 1783, the expence 


of his education had amounted to 80,0001. with an extraor- 
dinary expence of 3oool. for ſome years; (the education of 


the Duke of York was included, but as the ſame preceptors 
would have been neceflary for the Prince, this, made but a 


trifling addition to the Prince.) In 1783, a ſum of 60,000. 
| Had been granted him to defray the expences of his outſet 


and afterwards, in 1787, his debts had been paid to the 
amount of 219,000]. All theſe ſums taken together amount- 
ed to upwards of Zoo, oool. and would be to be deducted 
from the proceeds of the Dutchy of Cornwall, if theſe ſhould 


be adjudged to be due to him during his minority. He con- 
ceived the preſent diſcuſſion to have no other effect than that 
of ſtirring a difficult and abſtruſe queſtion without any chance 
of practical benefit either to the Prince or the Public. He 
remarked that neither the Prince himſelf, his creditors, or 
Parliament, had at all proceeded upon a ſuppoſition of any 


ſuch ſum being due to him. 4 


Mr. Fox ſaid, he ſaw the buſineſs in a very different light; 
and even if the aſſumptions of the Right Hon. Gentleman 
were right, he thought a very oppoſite concluſion was to be 
drawn from them. What the Hon. and Learned Gentleman 
(the Attorney General) had ſtated of the law, had only con- 
firmed him in his former opinion upon the ſubject. He had 
ſtated that this was a fund granted for the. ſupport of the 


Nate and dignity of the Prince of Wales, but this was not : 
the only fund conceived to bs neceſſary, ſince afterwards the

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: Principality of Wales, and the Earldom of Cheſter, etc 
granted for the ſame purpoſe. He paid the Right Hon. Gen- 
tleman ſome compliments for his dexterity in making out a 


bill of the expences of the education of the Prince of Wales; 


he had thrown thoſe of the Duke of York into the bargain. 
He conceived what had been urged, that the expence would 


fall upon the Public, to be a moſt unſeemly argument, Na- 
— tural feeling ſuggeſted, that the King, like every other father, 


- ought to be chargeable with the education of his own ſon 3 
and, becauſe Parliament had paid a debt of the civil liſt, to 
the amount of 600,000. it was not to be inferred, though 


it Wi probably have been the caſe, that they would, with - 


the ſame eaſe and facility, have paid a debt of 800,000]. 


When the Hon. and Learned Gentlemen laid fo much ſtreſs 


upon the delay that had taken place in urging the claim, he 
thought that he was diſpoſed to plead the ſtatute of limita- 
tions. He conceived it to be of the utmoſt importance to 
aſcertain what was due to the Prince, at a moment when 
they were complaining of his debts, and talking of the 
lon ©: | „ 

be Solicitor General went over nearly the ſame ground of 
legal argument as the Attorney General had done, and com- 
mented on the delicate manner in which the Prince had ſub- 
mitted to the judgment and directions of that Houſe obſerv- 
ing, in reply to the arguments of Mr. Fox, that the Houſe 
had formerly ated upon the conſideration of his Mijeſty's 
applying the revenues of the Dutchy of Cornwall to the civil 
| lift, as was evinced by their proceedings upon it; nor could 


| liberality which they had ſhewn in their conduCt towards 


he think the Prince had any intereſt in the prefent motion. 


He concluded that the Prince's claim, if he had any, ought

the Prince might have to the revenue of the Dutchy during

Mr. Sheridan ſaid, that from the mode of proceeding 
adopted by the Houſe, the Prince's character was implicated 
in the queſtion, inaſmuch as it would decide whether or not 
he could pay his debts, and aſſume the ſplendour befitting his 
| Nation in any reaſonable time. His income he received ori- 
ginally burdened with penſions to the amount of 800ol: a 
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year, and deducting rent and taxes, the whole ſum left him 
by the Bill, even including the ſum juſt voted for the privy 
purſe of the Princeſs, would not exceed 48,0001. a year. To 
this fum he was to be reſtricted for ten years, obliged to diſ- 
miſs gentlemen from his ſervice who perhaps had formed their 
dependence upon him, and unable to appropriate any thing 
to benevolence or charity, which, to a mind like his, mu 
be a great mortification. He ſpoke from his-own knowledge, 
there was no man more inclined. to thoſe generous virtues 
which adora humanity. . To all thoſe, therefore, who re- 
ſpected the feelings and happineſs of his Royal Highneſs, ic 
muſt be of importance to try, whether juſt and honourable . 
means may not be found to prevent ſuch depreſſion of his 
ſpirit, ſuch rettenchments from his income. Gentlemen no 
longer maintained the illegality of his claim, they admitted 
it to be a queſtion of conſiderable doubt; why ſhou:d not this 
doubt be cleared in every view of juſtice and policy? We 
do not officiouſly intrude this buſineſs on the Prince; he has 
applied to us, we have undlertaken the management of his 
affairs, ſubjected him to reſtrictions, and yet we cannot ſhut 
our eyes to the fact that he may be entitled to a hrge pro- 
perty. The Houſe were making themſelves truſtees for his 
Whole property, and in that character they wert bound. in 
honour to inquire what money was due to him, as well as 
What debts he owed. We mult not ſhrink from this buſineſs, 
becauſe eventually it may fall on the people; if the people 
owe it, we ought to pay it. How would it be in private life, 
if a gentleman was to appoint a banker to manage his con- 
cerns; would that banker be honeſt if he would not inveſti. 
gate the gentleman's dealings with himſelf, becauſe he feared” 
he himſelf owed him a large balance? He would conſider 
the charges ſet in oppoſition to theſe arrears: From the 5th 
of January 1770, to the 5th of January 1777, there is 42,2421. 
for education; this was for the Duke of York as well as the 
Prince, yet it is wholly charged to the Prince. The Duke is 
made (to uſe a Parliamentary metaphor) a rider to the Prince, 
to pick up the crumbs of education; the Prince has ſwallow- 
ed three times as much, danced to more tunes, and learned 
more languages: It was certainly ludicrous to enumerate theſe 
diſtinctions. In ſair argument the expences ſhould be equally 
divided, but he would reckon the Prince's part to be 25,000. 
a year; from 1770 to 1777, the revenues of Cornwall were 
- 05,459k which was more than three times the Prince's ex- 
pences : Certainly the Prince's former debts ſhould be paid

Mr. William Grant ſhewed that the Dutchy of Cornwall _ 


materially differed from ſoccage and a tenure in chivalry, and 


was a tenure ſui generis alone. By the ſtatute of Edward III. 
it was granted for “ the ſuſtentation of the Princely eſtate z - 
and hence it was evident that the Royal Heir was peculiarly 
diſtinguiſhed, and during his minority was conſidered as the 
pupil of the nation. In knight ſervice the inhexitor poſſeſſes 


the eſtate immediately on the death of the tenant, and thence- 


forward the award is made; but the death of the tenant muſt 
be firſt ſuppoſed, before there can be any claim. Now, in 
reſpect to the inheritance of the Dutchy, there is no death 
nor ſuppoſition of a death required, for it is, S fide, the 
property of the King until a ſon be born, and then he pre- 
ſerves it at diſcretion, apportioning as much of it as may be 
needful for the education of the Prince. Here, too, the ob- 
ligation of the father differs from all common obligations 
of a ſimilar nature, which appears to be the direct tendency 
of the grant for making the Prince the pupil of the nation; 
for although the King would certainly poſſeſs as much pater- 
nal care for the education of one child as another, and all 
though in chivalry, where a ſon inherits an eſtate in his o ẽ r 
right, the father is obliged to maintain and educate him for 
a certain term of years, yet the Dutchy of Cornwall ſeems 
to be given, eſpecially for this diſtinction, in the eldeſt fon 
of the King.

| He could not yet /obtain an average of three years from 
Madras, for feveral reaſons. During the War, the Nabob of 
Arcot paid a ſubſidy; a new arrangement had been made 

with the Nabob of Tanjore; new regulations had been made 
with reſpect to the revenue; and a ae had been incurred 
for the capture of Pondicherry. _ 

The caules of the deficiency in the actual amount of the 
revenue were, that the Nabob of Arcot had paid the year 
before a lack of rupees before it was due, and had not made 
a ſimilar advance in payment the next.

For this rea- 
ſon it was, that he now wiſhed to allow ſhips built in India 
to bring home the private trade during the war, that the re- 
mittances of the fortunes of the Company's ſervants might 
not go to form a capital for the Swedes and Danes to trade 
upon. It would be bad policy to reduce their trade on ac-

Having thus gone through the accounts and drawn the re- 
ſult, he adverted to his calculations in 1793, to ſhew that, in 
the revenues, ſales, private trade, and general receipts, they 
had been exceeded by the actual produce. This he did work: | 
to remind the Houſe that the eſtimate of 1793 being the baſj 
of a new arrangement, they had a right to call upon him to 
Tay whether, or not, it had failed in every part; becauſe a 
failure in any material point would diſturb the whole. The ſales 
of laſt year, although greater than that of the preceding year, 
were leſs by 300,000l. than they would have been, but for the 
circumſtance of three of the ſhips having been detained in India. 

If he looked to India, he ſaw no circumſtance that did not 
lead to confidence in the increaſing proſperity of the country. 
The increaſing conſumption of ſalt in Bengal was a clear proof | 
of increaſed” population. Since the benefits of a regular and 
fixed mode of collecting the revenues were ſelt, perſons were 
not only paying their aſſeſſment punctually, but paying up their 
old arrears. When a ſyſtem of lay and juſtice was eſtabliſhed, 
which afforded equal protection to the rich and to the poor; 
when the tenure by which men held their property was ren- 
dered permanent inſtead of precarious ; when the natives be- 
gan to feel that they had a deep e in the ſtability of the

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Britiſh government, there was every reaſon to believe that the 
wealth, population, and proſperity of the country would keep. 


progreſſively advancing. The fame hopes might be entertained 
of Madras. Taking the collection of the tribute which the 


Southern Polygars were bound to pay into the hands of the 


Company, was a wiſe meaſure. They would ſoon learn that 
our demands were regulated by our rights, not by our neceſ- 


ſities, and the difficulties in obtaining payment would ceaſe. 


The Northern Circars were not ſo much improved as they 


were capable of being, or as they deſerved to be. The firſt 
ſtep towards improvement was to give ſecurity with reſpect to 
perſons and property, and this perhaps could not be effected - 


| ſo well as by gradually introducing the ſyſtem which had been 
introduced into Bengal. Then would the preſidency of Ma- 


dras not only pay its own expences, but in the courſe of ten 


years furniſh a ſurplus for an inveſtment, without drawing 
upon the treaſury of Bengal. On this, however, he begged to 
be underſtood as founding no eſtimate; he merely mentioned 
1t as one of many reaſons for being perſuaded there was no 
danger of defalcation. The ſame might be ſaid of Bombay, 
where a large eſtate on the Malabar coaſt had been ceded to us 
by Tippoo Sultaun. The revenues, it was true, had fallen 


120, oool. ſhort of the ſum at which they were given in by 


Tippoo; but in the courſe of three years they had been regu- 
larly increaſing, as might naturally be expected under a better 
government, and would ſoon equal, if not exceed, what they 
had been reckoned at. While ſuch were the ſituation and 
proſpects of the Company in India, there was ſurely nothing 
diſcouraging in the ſtate of their affairs at home. In time of 

war, and when the markets of a great part of Europe were 
| ſhut againſt them, their ſales were greater than they had ever 
been before. Could it be apprehended they would be leſs on 
the return of peace, when all the markets of Europe would 
be open, and all the private trade from India brought home in 
the Company's ſhips? He was far from putting the India 
trade upon the footing of an excluſive monopoly; he ſhould 
have no objection to open the trade of India to every nation 
of the world, that choſe to trade thither on the produce of its. 


own induſtry, or its own wealth. We were ſovereigns in In- 


dia as well as merchants, and it was our duty to promote what- 


ever tended to advance the proſperity of the people over whom 
we were ſovereigns; but we ought not to allow other nations 
to trade to India on the capital of Britiſh ſubjects, or on the 


revenues of India, while thoſe revenues were ours. Upon every 
view of the ſubject, there could be no doubt, but that for the 
war, every hope entertained with reſpect to the affairs of the 


Company, 
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Company, and the benefits to be derived through the Company 
to the Public, would have been realized. But for the war, their 
caſh account would have been now oo, oll. 
One circumſtance he muſt mention was, that in the courſe. 
of laſt year, the Company had paid 60,000]. as bounties to ſea- 
men. It was laudable in them to contribute liberally, both as 
they had a trade which required great protection, and as a 
public body ſetting an example to others; but they had no 


right to do this of their own authority, all their money being 


appropriated by the Act of Parliament under which they held 


their charter. He ſhould therefore, in the courſe of the next | 


ſeſſion of Parliament, propoſe an ACt of indemnity. . 
There was another circumſtance which it was his duty to 
mention. He wiſhed the Committee to underſtand that the 
ſurplus revenue in India would not be ſo large in future, be- 
cauſe it was intended to take out an appropriation to the juſt 
claims of the army. The whole ſyſtem for the troops in the 
Company's ſervice was no longer applicable to their ſituation. 
Formerly they had only a few men in military array for the 

defence of their forts and factories. They had now a great 
military eſtabliſhment. We had an army in India, equal 
perhaps to any of the great military powers in Europe, 
and kept conſtantly in pay. It was impoſlible to protect an 
eſtabliſhment of ſuch large commercial concerns as thoſe of 
India without this great military force, and impoſſible. too, 
that the regulations of our own army ſhould, in all reſpects, 
be made applicable to it. At preſent the Company had no 
higher rank in their ſervice than that of Colonel. Many men 
of great military merit were by this circumſtance deprived of 


the high military rank which made part of the hopes of great 
military characters, and which they often looked upon as the 


beſt part of their reward. Among their officers there was at 
preſent only a flow progreſſion of inferior rank. He ſhould 
propoſe, therefore, a certain proportion of general and field 
officers at the different ſettlements in India: The conſequence 
would be, that a conſiderable promotion would immediately 
take place, which muſt be attended with an additional expence, 


to be defrayed out of the revenues of India. He ſtated this, 


becauſe, in his opinion, juſtice required that it ſhould be done. 
Another point to be confidered was this: Suppoſe an officer 
to have been in the India fervice for thirty years, and during 


the flow progreſs of his dreary riſe to have made no fortune, 


although he wiſhed to return home; by the preſent regulation 
he mult either remain for ever an exile from his native land, 
or return-to it without any acknowiedgment of merit by rank, 
and without any addition to his fortune, which, in the _— $ 
8 | 5 | per 80 
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of his ſervices, he had not been permitted to improve. Some 
_ proviſion ſhould be made for the return of ſuch men to their 
_ couptry. H ſhould be made comfortable and honourable to 
_ them. He thought that full pay, with the rank obtained in 
India, would not be too much. This was not all: Gentlemen 
went to the ſervice of the Eaſt India Company, ſtaid in 

India for a while, and the climate did not agree with them; 
if allowed to return to recover their health, what was their 
condition? They loſt all their pay, and every thing for which 
they went to India, and would have no reſource but from the 
feelings and the charity of their friends. If they ſtaid in India, 
they mult for ever ſtruggle with diſeaſe. Therefore he ſhould 
propoſe, that before they removed with a view to return home, 
either for a limited time or for ever, there ſhould be ſome re- 
gulation made in their favour. They ſhould be allowed to 
return, if a medical man thought they ought to return, to 
make an experiment for the recovery of their health, without 
loſs of rank or pay. Another object he had in view was, that 
_ officers ſhould, without any allegation of want of health, be 
allowed to return to their native country, in a fair and reaſon- 
able rotation, to give ſatisfaction and joy to their friends. It 
appeared to him to be wile and politic to make fome allowance 
of this kind; indeed theſe points appeared to embrace great 
and important rights, which it would be impoſſible much 
longer to poſtpone the conſideration of, and therefore he ſhould = 
hope to ſend out inſtructions reſpecting them by ſome of the 
laſt ſhips of the preſent ſeaſon. He ſhould ſuggeſt his plan to 
the Company, and whether they concurred entirely with him 
or not, he was perſuaded, they would ſee that the better way 
would be to do ſomething liberal and handſome. He concluded 
with moving his firſt refolution. 5 
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Ar. Huſſey faid, that he did not ſee in the papers on the 
table a ſtatement of any debt due to Government. 
Mr. Secretary Dundas replied, that the Eaſt India Company _ 
contended that no debt was due. . 5 
Mr. Huſſey ſaid he had always doubted whether the affairs 
of the Company were in ſo flouriſhing a ſituation as they were 
reprefented, both from their want of an increaſe of capital, 
and from the circumſtance of their continually borrowing 
money. In the accounts of the year 1781, which he held 
in his hand, he ſaw that the balance was ſtated to be nearly + 
the ſame as that of the preſent year; the difference was only 
a ſum of 42, oool. leſs with reſpect to the preſent year. In 
1787, the capital was only 2,800,000. ; it had fince received 
an addition of upwards of 4,000,090). He withed, then, to 
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be ſhewn where was the increaſe of proſperity on the part of 
the , 86 e . 
The Chancellor of the Exchequer ſtated, that, at the period 
to which the Hon. Gentleman alluded, the accounts of the 
Company were very much diſputed; they were then involved 
in obſcurity and embarraſſment; it was only ſince the ſyſtem 
of regularity which had within theſe few years been intro- 
duced by his Right Hon. Friend, that they could be relied on 
in point of accuracy. The fair way then, in order to afcer- 
tain their comparative improvement, was to take ſome year ſince 
the commencement of that ſyſtem adopted by his Right Hon. 
Friend, and view it with a reference to the ſubſequent years. 
In 1781 the expences of the war were ſtill going on. It had 
not been practicable till aſter repeated orders ſent to India to 
obtain the proper returns of thoſe expences. It had been found 
neceſſary, that debts ſtated to be due to the Company ſhould 
be ſtruck off; and likewiſe it had been diſcovered, that there 
were millions owing by them, of which nothing had been 
known. If, therefore, for ſome years there had been no ap- 
pearance of improvement in the ſtate of the Company's 
finances, it was not becauſe there was no real improvement, 
but becauſe his Right Hon. Friend had, during thoſe years, 
been engaged in winding up the old accounts. He mentioned 
1786 as the firſt year from which the new ſyſtem began to 
operate. 1 3 „„ 
Mr. Huſſey ſaid, he had referred to the year 1781, not from 
any principle of ſelection, but merely becauſe the accounts of 
that year happened to be in his poſſeſſion.1 nw Op 
General Smith expreſſed his ſatisfaction at the order which 
the Right Hon. Secretary had introduced into his annual ſtate- 
ment of the affairs of the Eaſt India Company. Having in- 
troduced this practice, he wiſhed he would carry it further, 
and appoint a ſeparate day for the diſcuſſion of his ſtatement, 
as in the caſe of the Budget of the Chancellor of the Exche- 
quer, when the Houſe might be prepared to go into the detail 
of the buſineſs, and, if neceſſary, to urge their objections. 80 
far from there being any proſpect of a diminution of the pro- 
_ ſperity of the Company, he thought that the reverſe was likely 
to be the caſe. He ſhould confine himſelf to the laſt head of 
the ſpeech of the Right Hon. Secretary. He was glad to find 
the caſe of the officers in India at laſt likely to be taken up. 
More applications had been made to him on the ſubject than 
he could diſtinctly ſtate. He ſhould now read a letter from 
the Secretary of the India Houſe to one of the oldeſt officers 
in the ſervice of the Company (Colonel Peche). The letter 


„ eaten Col ar oe” 
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was an application to know whether the officers would be paid 
their arrears, and whether ſuch of them as were ſick and 
wounded would be allowed a paſſage. The anſwer ſtated, that 
the Directors could not comply with the requeſt, but that they 

were ready to take into confideration the caſe of any individual 
officer. Men could not be ſo treated without feeling moſt 
ſeverely. But he ſhould preſs the ſubject no further, relying 
on the promiſe of the Right Hon. Gentleman that ſome ſteps 
_ would be taken before. the ſailing of the next ſhips for India. 
He truſted that the fituation of the officers who had come home 
would not be overlooked, and that ſomething would be done 
to reſcue them from the dependence and poverty under which 
they at preſent laboured. Their caſe was ſo diſgraceful to the 
country, that he wondered how it could at all have been ſuf- 
fei. ß 
Mr. D. Scoit deſired the Hon. Gentleman to read over the

Mr. Fax ſaid,. that he did not riſe to object to the principle 


of the Bill; he meant only to ſay a few words with reſpect to 


the Weſt Indies. He contended, that the force ſent to that 
quarter had been inadequate.— When the Right Hon. Gen- 


tleman, on a former occaſion, aſſerted that 20,000: men had 


been ſent, he muſt have looked to the orders which had been 
iſſued for ſending troops, and not to the number which had 
actually been fent. He ſhould not, at that advanced period of 
the ſeſſion, move for an inquiry, becauſe he could not hope 


that the Houſe would be induced to agree to any ſtep which © 


would compel their attendance. If he could be perſuaded 

that the Houſe: would be ſeriouſly difpofed to entertain fuck 

an inquiry, he would pay to it the utmoſt attention in his 
power, with whatever inconvenience it might be attended to 
himſelf. But he would pledge himſelf, that, upon an inveſti- 
gation of facts, it would turn out, that the force which had 
been employed in the Weft Indies was not ſuch a force as was 
_ deemed fuſſicient for the purpoſes of the expedition, either by 
the commanders or by miniſters. The loſs of Guadaloupe had 
been either owing to the want of a ſufficient force, or the 
failure of the. neceſſary reinforcements. And not only was 


there a negle& with reſpect to ſending a ſufficient number of 5 


men, but alſo with reſpect to ſupplying the articles required 
for the uſe of the troops employed in the ſervice. It had been 
urged by a Right Hon. Gentleman that Sir Charles Grey had 
ſaid, that the misfortunes in the Weſt Indies would not have 
happened had it not been for the death of General Dundas. 
Had Sir Charles Grey given ſuch an opinion in writing? had 
he ſtated it for the purpoſe of being repeated? or had he 
not expreſſed it in fuch a manner as might convey a different 
meaning from that which was inferred? He adverted to this 
only in order to ſhew in what a careleſs way ſtatements were 
brought forward, which might carry with them an appearance 
as if they had come from authority. Until ſuch time as the 
HFouſe ſhould agree to go into an inquiry, he had a right to 
ſuppoſe that the blame reſted with miniſters, either for not 
having ſent an adequate force, or not having taken proper mea- 
ſures for the diſtribution of that force. If the Houſe ſhould not 
at that time be diſpoſed to go into an inquiry, he begged at 
leaſt that the object might not be conſidered as abandoned, 
and he hoped that there would be no obſtacle to ſuch an in- 
quiry at a future period, on pretext of the time at which it 


was brought forward. 
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Mr. Secretary Dundas ſaid, that as the Right Pe Ay Gen- 


tleman had himfelf ſuppoſed that the Houſe would not be 


diſpoſed to agree to an inquiry, he ſhould not take up their 
time in arguing about it. He ſhould only repeat what he had 
aſſerted before, that the force originally ſent to the Weſt 


Indies had been ſuch as was ſuppoſed to be adequate to the 


purpoſes of the expedition; that there had been no ſubſequent ' 
neglect in-ſending proper reinforcements, and that the failures 
had proceeded. from circumſtances, which could not have 
been foreſeen or prevented by miniſters, . The recent diſ- 


aſters we had met with, he attributed in the firſt inſtance, 
particularly the loſs of Guadaloupe, to the ſudden and unfor- 


tunate death of the late General Dundas; and in the ſecond, 


to the unexpected arrival of the French, when the Britiſh 
forces were certainly taken by ſurpriſe. So far from the Ex- ; 


ecutive Government being liable to blame, he challenged 
Praiſe for their exertions. He was therefore ready to meet 
the Right Hon. Gentleman upon the grounds of inquiry, 
whenever he ſhould pleaſe to bring them forward.

When Queen Anne 
paſſed the Act of Alienation, it did not effect any improve- 
ments in the eſtates or the revenues, but was merely made to 
prevent any future alienations in fee, and keep the property 
where it ſtood. There could not be a greater extravagance . 
than to ſell the Crown lands at this period, when they would 
not fetch a fourth part of their value. The Act which had 
already paſſed reſpecting them was a provident Act for the 
. Public 3 and with reſpect to the application of the profits of 
them to the preſent Bill, which was a quarterly annuity, he 
Was at an utter loſs to conceive how it could be done. He 
conceived it merely uſeful' to throw out ſuch vague and looſe 
declarations ſor certain purpoſes. 7h hh een 
General Smith wiſhed to hold out to the Public, the claim 
which the Prince had to the revenue of the Dutchy of Corn- 
wall. He ftrongly inſiſted on the inference to be drawn 
from the opinion given by the firſt law officer of the Crown, 
that the right of his Royal Highneſs to the amount of that 
revenue was doubtful. After making up the acconnts, there 
would be a balance of more than 100,000]. and he main- 
tained and aſſerted, that ſuch a balance would more than 
cover the riſk, He approved, however, of the third reading 
of the Bill, to which he promiſed to give his hearty aſſent. 
Mr. Sheridan ſaid, he muſt oppoſe the Bill both in its prin- 
ciple and its proviſion, becauſe it went to burden the Public 
with taxes to the amount of 65,0001, ; this he had ſaid, again 
and again, was the effect of it, and which he muſt now re- 
peat. It was therefore objectionable to him, becauſe he _—_ 
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that the whole charge eught to fall on the Court, on penſions, 
ſinecures, and all the trappings of the Court, and at by the 
arrears of the Dutchy of Cornwall. A Learned Gentleman 
had ſaid, that nothing would be more expenſive and abſurd 
than the fale of the Crown lands at this time, becauſe the 
Crown lands were in a ſtate of improvement. He ſhould be 
glad to know what the improvement was which that Gentle- 
man expected. He doubted very much whether. the com- 
miſſioners who examined the ſtate of the Crown lands, would 
take the produce of the improvement as the reward of their 
labour. But if there was any improvement to be made, there 
could be no doubt but that would have its effect on the price 
which would be giyen for it. As to the queſtion on rhe arrears 
of the Dutchy, he agreed with the Hon. General entirely; 
and they ought to be accounted for to the Prince, and that 
this queſtion could not be ſet at reſt by this Bill. It was an 
_ unfortunate circumſtance for his Royal Highneſs that his ad- 
 viſers thought ſo lightly of his claim. But, if he had his 
former adviſers, who were honourable and learned Gentle- 
men, he had no doubt but that the claim would be made; for 
they were the friends of the Prince, not leſs his friends for 
being alſo the friends of the Public. He defired that the part 
of his. Majeſty's Meſſage to the Houſe, relative to this buſineſs, - 
and which recommends that they would ſettle an eſtabliſhment ' 
on the Prince, be read; which being done, he proceeded to 
ſhew that this meaſure was not an eſtabliſhment on the Prince 
ſuitable to his rank and dignity ; he therefore, for one, ſhould 
not, conſider this ſubject as. cloſed, but open for diſeuſſion at 
any future time: And, he thought that ſinecure places and 
penſions ought to be applied to the diſcharge of the incum- 
brances. He thought alſo that a ſum of money ought to be 
raiſed immediately for the diſcharge of the debts ; for by the 
_ preſent plan the Prince's name would appear indorſed on all 
his bills for eight or nine years together. This was improper 
with regard to the ; creditors alſo, whom ſome Gentlemen 
put together as a. gang of robbers in a lump, but many of 
them, he believed to have fair and juſt claims upon his Royal 
_ Highneſs; theſe creditors were ill- treated by this meaſure; 
they would loſe four or five per cent. for diſcount of the deben- 
tuxes, after their claims ſhould be allowed; ſo that, after all, 
the tradeſmen. would not have the whole of their demands 
ſettled, . There was another point to which he could not help 
_ alluding: Gentlemen had blamed the Prince for making the 
_ eſtabliſhment which he did, before he knew what Parliament 
would think fit to grant him. Mr. Sheridan ſaid, he had rea- 
ſon to think that his n was encouraged in that 
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idea by thoſe in whom he thought he might truſt ; he believed 
that the Prince was ſtrongly aſſured that he ſhould be reſcued 
from his embarraſſments, and made a free man, and further, 
that his income ſhould be at leaſt 100,000). a year, clear of all 
deduction; inſtead of which, all the addition to his income 
was to go in payment of his debts, and that too a burden on 
the Public. Thinking, therefore, that the Public were ill- 
treated, and that the Prince was ill-treated; Mr. Sheridan 
concluded with declaring that he found himſelf bound to 
f droge 
Mr. Roſe deſired a certain part of the Report of the Com- 
miſſioners on the ſtate of the Crown lands to be read; which 
being done, it appeared that the Commiſſioners were of opinion 
the Grown lands are improveable, fo as to become, at the 
expiration of the preſent leaſes, worth 200,000). a year. 
Mr. Anſtruther denied that he had given any opinion on 
the claim of his Royal Highneſs to the arrears of the Dutchy 
of Cornwall. His Royal Highneſs never had directed him to 
do ſo. He ſaid, he had found nothing to juſtify him to adviſe 
the Prince to claim the arrears; and he did not know what 
opinions the Gentlemen whom he ſucceeded might have; but 
if they were convinced of the right, why had they not brought 
the point to diſcuſſion when in poſſeſſion of his office? Fle | 
ſuppoſed their opinions were good, and they ought therefore 
to Rate them; and when they gave him the materials, he 
would reflect upon them, and deliver his opinion of their 
Mr. Sheridan obſerved in anſwer, that his having ſaid in the 
Houſe, on a former day, that he fhould not adviſe his Royal 
Highnefs to make the claim, was ſomething like giving an 
opinion that it was an ill- founded one; for ſurely he could not 
ſuppoſe the learned Gentleman would fail to adviſe the Prince 
to purſue what he was entitled to. He ſaid, that the Hon. 
and Learned Gentleman had before given his decided opinion, 
by inference from the grant of Edward III. and the caſe of 
Charles I. He had alfo boaſted of advantages and opportu- 
nities which they did not poſſeſs, by diving into records, and 
ſhould therefore have been well confirmed in his deciſion. As 
to his demand, why his predeceflors did not adviſe a profecu- 
tion for the recovery of the arrears, he had to obſerve, there 
was a material difference. The Members of that Houſe were 
now acting as truſtees ; and if they were anxious that the

IMPERIAL LOAN BILL, | 2 


The Order of the Day for the third reading of the Impe- 
rial Loan Bill being read, ſilence prevailed in the Houſe for 
ſome time, and no individual Lord ſeemed to know what was 
intended; at length the Duke of Norfolk aſked what ſtage 
the Bill was in; being anſwered the third reading, his Grace 
and Lord Grenville roſe, but the former gave way to the 
miniſter, 

Lord Grenville ſaid, after the ample diſcuſſion which this 
ſubject had recently undergone, and the details he had already 
entered into reſpecting it, he had nothing to add, but haaply 
to move, that the Bill be now read a third time. | 

The Duke of Norfolk ſaid, he had long been unfortunately 
in habits of diſapproving of the conduct of thoſe whom his 
Majeſty had thought proper to appoint his miniſters. He 
was not at all ſurpriſed at finding that they had nothing to 
offer in ſupport of the Bill, though it was of all others the 
Bill, every part of which ought to have ſome ſtrong reaſon 
urged. in ſupport of it. The more he had watched that con- 
duct, and the longer the country had experienced the cala- 


mities and diſgraceful conſequences of it, the leſs was he in- 


clined to give them any countenance or ſupport : On the con- 


_ trary, every tie of duty and conſcience obliged him to expoſe 


their incapacity, and reſiſt their meaſures, which had uni- 
formly tended to the diſaſter and ultimate ruin of the country. 


He did expect that miniſters, particularly the miniſter in 


whoſe department this tranſaction officially was, would have 
thought it his duty to give the Houſe ſome explanation of a 
meaſure which he could not heſitate to call one of the moſt 
dangerous and deſtructive that the worſt of miniſters in the 
worſt of times could have propoſed. Before the Houſe was 
called upon to agree in this meaſure, they ought to know 
what” was the real object of it, and before FEY agreed 7 54 
| uc 
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ſuch a burden on the people as this loan would be, they 


ought to know what were the benefits to be derived from 
it, and whether, if any could ariſe, there was a chance of 
the terms of the treaty being fulfilled. 


His Grace ſaid, it was notorious that one of their German 


connexions had been paid 1, 200, oool. laſt year, and ated in 


ſuch a manner as would have deſerved the coarſe appellation of 


_ ſwindling, if it had been the conduct of a private individual in 
common life. This, he thought, ought to have been a leſſon 
to miniſters, and from the experience of what had paſſed, they 


ought to have known what the people felt, and to have ſeen 


the bad policy of ſuch alliances, and the little dependence 
that was to be had on ſuch courts. What aſſurance had woe 


that the Emperor would not ſerve them a fimilar trick wi 


that which they had experienced from the other German Po- 
tentate? He might, for aught'they knew, pocket one half, 
or ſupport his troops with it; and with the other half, he 
might buy a peace with the French. Having argued ſtrenu- 


ouſly againſt the Bill, his Grace declared he would reſiſt the 
third reading of it, e | | $0 
The Duke of Grafton agreed completely with the Noble 


Duke, but would not detain the Houſe at length then, de- 
| termined, however, after attending to any thing that mi- 
niſters had to ſay in ſupport of this meafure, to reſerve him- 
{elf for ſuch a reply as their arguments might call for. He 
wiſhed to hear the mighty reaſons they had to offer in ſupport 
of it; and inſtead of their having a right to expect objections 
to be ſtated againſt ir, every man mult ſee from the face of 


the Bill, that the onus proband; lay with his Majeſty's miniſters. 


They were bound to juſtify the meaſure, and to anſwer the 
objections that their juſtification might give riſe to. If the 
_ Houſe was to agree to ſuch a meaſure without better reaſons 
than any yet before them, he ſcarcely knew language harſh 

enough to deſcribe their conduEt—guilty, as he upon his 


conſcience would think every man who countenanced it, of 
ſacrificing his duty to the Public, and betraying the truſt re- 


poſed in him. He contended that the experience of what 
had taken place laſt year in the conduct of Pruſſia, ought to 
have put miniſters upon their guard, and the more eſpecially 
as the preſent meaſure was of all others the moſt unpopular 


with people in general of any of the many unpopular mea- 


ſures miniſters had introduced to Parliament. In every com- 


pany he went into, and he believed he kept as rational com- 
pany as any one of their Lordſhips, he heard it reprobated 


as the moſt extravagant and unwiſe meaſure that had lately 
Heen ſuggeſted, If miniſters could aſſign reaſons ſuſſicient 
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to juſtify it, he declared they ſhould have his ſupport; but 


unleſs they did aſſign ſome ſufficient juſtification of it, he 
{hould be againſt the third reading of the Bill. * | 


Lord Grenville ſaid, he had but too frequently been com- 


pelled from his fituation to treſpaſs upon the patience and 


time of their Lordſhips, and that had been the (caſe very 
Jately in reſpect to the preſent meaſure, which had then been 


fully diſcuſſed by him and by thoſe Noble Lords who differed 


from him reſpeCting it. Noble Lords complained that this 
loan was a burden upon the people, without aſking themſelves 
whether it really was ſo or not, In his opinion it neither 
was an immediate burden, nor was it probable that it ever 


would be a burden on this country. As to the Noble Duke's 


aſſertion, that the meaſures and the conduct of miniſters were 
unpopular amongſt the company that he kept, however ra- 


tional the Noble Duke's company, it was a little too much to 


expect, that their opinion ſhould include that of the whole 
people of England; the meaſure might be unpopular with all 


thoſe who, like the two Noble Dukes, diſapproved of the 


war, and therefore he did not wonder that they ſhould be 
againſt every means for carrying it on; but ſurely nobody 
could think that miniſters, who were convinced of the juſtice 


and neceſſity of the war, were to act on the advice of others, 


and to forego what appeared to them proper meaſures, from 
any dread of unpopularity attaching to them from the quarter 


he had juſt alluded to. 


As to the conduct of Pruſſia, which certainly had not ter- 


minated either as his Majeſty's miniſters or the country could 
have wiſhed, that was the firſt time that he had heard that 


becauſe we had been diſappointed in our expectations from one 
ally, we were not to make any other alliances; or that taking 
it another way, becauſe there was a poſſibility of a treaty 


being broken, that was an argument that no treaty ſhould 


ever again be made. To the opinion of the two Noble Dukes, 
and of the company they kept, he had to oppoſe the opinions 
of the majority of that Houſe, the majority of the other 
Houſe of Parliament, and the majority of the people at large, 


who were of the opinion of his Majeſty's miniſters, and 


were for continuing the war with vigour, until a fafe, ho- 
nourable, and permanent peace could be eſtabliſhed, and that 
they were equally ſenſible of the neceſſity and the propriety of 
continental alhances whenever we were involved in a war 
with France—and what alliance could be ſo defirable in a con- 
tinental war (for ſuch the preſent had principally proved hi- 


therto) as an alliance with the moſt powerful ſtate of the Em- 


pire ? From the preſent meaſure, the policy of which was 
* 1 a | = moſt 
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moſt obvious, there was much to be hoped, and little to be 
dreaded. The inclinations, the intereſt, and the ſituation of 
the Emperor, all tended to give ample ſecurity for the faithful 
performance of the conditions of this treaty, and his exertions 
do render it as beneficial as poſſible to this country. Except 
the Houſe of Auſtria were loſt to all ſenſe of ſhame, and 
totally regardleſs of good faith in the eyes of Europe, they 
might as well commit an act of national bankruptcy at once, 
ns Pail in the performance of this treaty, becaufe the national 
credit of Auſtria was ſo deeply involved in the loan, that it 
was inſeparable from it. His Lordſhip put this forcibly, and 
declared, that he had no ſort of objection on his own part to 
diſcuſs every part of the meaſure over and over again : He 
could not bring himſelf to waſte their Lordſhips time ſo un- 
__ neceſſarily as to repeat what he had on a former day entered 
into ſo fully. The only queſtion was, whether the preſent _ 
meaſure was ſufficient to counterbalance the riſque we run 
in ſecuring the Emperor as an ally. He thought it was, - 
and doubted' not but. the Houſe would concur with him in 
opinion. > | ns „ 
The Earl of Lauderdale ſaid, the extraordinary conduct of his 
_ Majeſty's miniſters that day, ſurpriſed him as much as it had 
done his Noble Friends, who expected that before the King's 
ſervants would preſume to call upon the Houſe for their aſſent _ 
to a meaſure of ſuch magnitude, ſome arguments at leaſt would 
have been offered to convince them of its propriety and utility. 
This, however, the Noble Lord had completely avoided, and 
told their Lordſhips in rather an extraordinary manner, that 
after what he had formerly ſaid when the treaty was diſcuſſed, 
there was no neceſſity for his adding a word now. To thoſe who, 
like himſelf, had attended to the Noble Lord's ſpeech of the 
former day, it muſt occur to their recollection, that ſo far from 
going amply into the ſubject then, fo as to make all future ex- 
planation unneceſſary, the Noble Lord had ſtated it as a rea- 
ſon for not doing fo, that the time would come when the loan 
would be diſcuſſed, and then, as was his duty, he would be pre- 
| pared to enter into a full and fair diſcuſſion of every thing that 
could be ſaid on the ſubject. This was the day therefore on 
which he muſt conſider the Noble Lord as ſolemnly pledged to 


give the Houle the fulleſt information he could, inſtead of 


treating them in the way he had done, by referring them to 
his former argument in a ſhort ſpeech, and talking of the ma- 
jority having ſealed by their ſanction thoſe concluſions which 
his eloquence had that day led to. This meaſure, fo far 

from having been conſiſtent with the uſual practice and 
policy of the country in all continental wars, as had been 2 
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gued by the Noble Secretary of State, he muſt aſſert was alto- 
gether novel and unprecedented, and ſuch as neyer had been 
reſorted to by any former miniſter, even the worſt in the worſt 
of times: So truly novel indeed, that the Noble Lord and his 
colleagues might claim the excluſive privilege of it, a mono- 
poly of their own invention. The proviſions of the Bill, his 
Load ſaid, had been very wrongly called wiſe; in his opi- 
nion they were extremely looſe and inadequate to any ſecure 
purpoſes, even if the Bill had been in its principle good and 
unexceptionable. He went into a minute inveſtigation and 
detail of the terms of the loan, and undertook to prove by ac- 
curate calculation, that they were as diſadyantageous to this 
country, as the ſecurity was dubious on the part of the Em- 
peror's fulfilling his portion of the agreement. He maintained 
that the creditors of the Emperor were better off from the 
guards their own ingenuity had ſuggeſted and taught them to 
reſort to, than the Public were from the attention of miniſters. 
Meſſrs. Boyd, Benſield, and Co. ſeemed to know much better 
how to take care of their own intereſt than the miniſters did 
how to attend to the intereſts of the Public, as Meflrs. Boyd, 
Benfield, and Co. had the guarantee of this country for the due 
performance of the conditions of the loan. He adverted to 
another part of the Bill, and remarked the omiſſion of taking 
no ſort of ſecurity for the repayment of the money already ad- 
vanced to the Auſtrian Generals laſt year. In the minds of 
moſt men, when ſuch a negotiation was going forward, it 
would have occurred to make this one of the firſt things to be 
attended to; ſo much had it been neglected, that by the pre- 
ſent Bill the Emperor might take the whole loan, without doing 
any thing for it, and no ſecurity whatever was given that he 
would repay what he had already got; all the Public had for it 
was only a chance of payment and a ſimilar chance of his ful- 
filling the other parts of his engagements. With regard to the 
actions of the Bank of Vienna, a part of the ſecurity ſo much 
boaſted of, the Noble Lord, upon the moſt accurate and minute 
calculation, contended that the whole of that part of the ſecu- 
rity was only a ſecurity for a certain term of years; while 
there was to be oppoſed to it an annual expence paid by this 
country, for a time that would make its amount much to over- 
balance all that would be produced by thoſe actions. Accord- 
ing to the terms of the Bill, a continued annual expenditure of 
this fort could only be provided for by a fund in perpetuity. 
He noticed what had been ſtated of the probability that the 
ſums advanced laſt year, might be paid back in November or 
December 1795, but was at a loſs to find out why thoſe were to 
be reckoned the months of greateſt plenty at the Bank of Vienna. 
| | „„ It 
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It was in December 1794 that this money had been called for- 
and it was in theſe choice months of November and December 
that the Printe of Saxe Cobourg had deſcribed the Emperor's 
coffers to be entirely drained, and the total impoſlibility of his 
continuing the war without our aſſiſtance. Why then ſo much 
was to be expected from the Emperor's reſources this year he 
could not tell. He was ſurpriſed that miniſters had not Jearnt 
experience from the example of Pruſha ; the univerſal opinion 


of the country was, that they ought never to have loſt ſight of 


that Prince's conduct in their future alliances with German 
Princes. Laſt year, in our treaty with Pruſſia, it was in our 
power to ſtop from giving more when we ſaw proper; but, this 
year, the whole of the Emperor's loan by this Bill was gone, 
nor was there any check left upon him to ſecure payment. He 
deprecated the manner in which the Noble Lord had perverted 
the ſentiments of his Noble Friend on this point, and was 


| ſorry to ſee that ſuch perverſions ſometimes had their effect, 
which was the reaſon the Noble Lord thought it prudent, how= 


ever unfair, to fly to them. Surely every Noble Lord would 


admit that it was perfectly fair and reaſonable in his Noble 


Friend who opened the debate (the Duke of Norfolk) to hold 
out the conduct of the King of Pruſha as à ground of on 


to miniſters, how they engaged in further German alliances. 


It was the faſhion now to compliment the Emperor as an ally; 
ſo it had been to compliment the King of Pruſlia laſt year; and 
he much doubted whether next year we might not hear ſimilar 
language held reſpecting the Emperor as was now uſed with 
relation to Pruſſia. The many calamitous changes and cir= 
cumſtances that had ſince taken place, he thought would have 
induced miniſters to change their tone. He would aſk thoſe 
wha ſpoke ſo highly of the honour of the Houſe of Auſtria, 
and its ſtrict adherence to alliances upon all occaſions, what 
there was in the preſent ſituation and circumſtances of the 
Emperor, that made him more fit to be truſted now than laſt 


| year, He rather thought he could have the authority of per- 


ſons lately high in his Majeſty's councils for ſaying, that 
Auſtria had acted with the groſſeſt treachery during the laft 


campaign, and that the Emperor's troops had even refuſed to 


remain on the field four and twenty hours, to fave the bag- 
gage and proviſions of the Britiſh. When this treaty was firſt 
brought before the Houſe, the miniſter laid much ſtreſs on 
the manifeſt eagerneſs and anxiety which the Emperor ſhewed, 


by making preparations, in order to uſe every exertion in his 
power for the common cauſe, and this was held out as a great 


inducement to court an alliance with him: But would the 
Noble Lord ſtate how he had manifeſted” that eager anxiety,

period of the ſeaſon laſt year the fate of the campaign was de- 
cided, and ſince that time to the preſent hour he knew of 


nothing done that could any way tend to facilitate peace, or 
vigorouſly to aſſiſt in proſecuting the war on the part of the 


Emperor. He had traced the various untoward events that 


had happened, and had lately found Luxembourg in the hands 


of the enemy, one of the very ſtrongeſt fortreſſes in Europe, 
and by far the moſt efſential to the Emperor. Was there any 


ſymptom of probable ſucceſs by continuing the war? Or muſt 


we think that he had any chance to get it back again? or, what 
was worſe, would not the Emperor think himſelf well off if he 
recovered Luxembourg by the end of the campaign ? In ſhort, 
thoſe diſaſters and calamities preſſing ſo conſtantly upon one 
another during the preſent war, whatever way miniſters or 


majorities may look upon them in that Houſe, they muſt and 


would weigh with the people without doors; and though the 


people obſerve a filence upon their grievances, and many ap- 


ear ſtupid and torpid from a continued preſſure of calamities, 
: Leben, and diſtreſs, yet he did not believe they were devoid 

of feeling, and a due ſenſe of the ſituation of the country; and 
if miniſters went on as they had done, ſo regardleſs of the 
public intereſt, the time would come when their deteſtation to 
the preſent miniſters, and their diſgraceful meaſures, would 
break out in a manner not eaſily to be quieted. With regard 
to the proceedings of the preſent campaign, they had been told 
that while continental alliances were neceſſary to create a di- 
verſion of the enemy's force and attention, minifters were 
exerting themſelves by carrying on a vigorous naval war; and 
our great ſucceſſes in the Weſt Indies, as well as our attention 
and protection to our iſlands in that part of the globe, had 
been triumphantly ſtated. Perhaps he ſhould again hear of 
our having ſent twenty-four thouſand men to the Weſt Indies ; 
but melancholy was the refleCtion, if the truth was known, 


how few of thoſe men ever arrived there, or were now in ex- 


iſtence. It was no leſs a curious than a diſtreſſing circum- 
| Nance, that, whatever miniſters were boaſting of their ſucceſſes 

in the Weſt Indies, they were at the ſame moment obliged to 
iſſue a million and a half of Exchequer bills for the relief of 
the inhabitants of thoſe iſlands, on account of the calamities 


which this ſucceſsful war, and the great protection we gave 


them, had brought upon them. A Bill to this purpoſe he 
underſtood would ſoon be on the table; and when it appeared, 
be Thould feel it his duty to oppoſe it as one of the moſt 
unconſtitutional, of the very many of that nature, which the 
preſent miniſters had attempted to force upon the country- 
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He adverted to the talked of deſcent upon France, and aſked, 


jf this was a time when it could poſſibly be ſuppoſed, that ſuch 


a chimerical attempt was practicable to be executed, and was 
one of thoſe many abſurd experiments, which had been con- 
trived to delude the people, and never had come to any thing, 
Miniſters had uniformly been as ridiculous in their promiſes 
to the Public, as they had been weak and filly in the execution 


eren of their own plans. [A cry of Hear ! hear! from Lord 


Grenville.] The Noble Earl faid, he knew not what the Noble 


Lord's opinion "oy be on the project of a deſcent on France, 


for it was as impoſſible for rational men to define the 2 
of the preſent miniſters upon any occaſion, as they would find 
it to pay a continual annual ſum out of a fund that was not 


in perpetuity. But after their abſurdity, which he had ſo 


often been obliged to expoſe for the laſt three years, he won 
dered he could have taken notice of what the Noble Lord might 
mean; he juſtified his oppoſition, and thoſe who acted with 


him on fimilar principles, againſt the preſent war. He blamed 
the miniſters, firſt, for not doing their utmoſt to get the country 


out of the ſcrape into which they had brought it ; ſecondly, 


for a total want of energy and exertion in carrying on the war, 


while it was to be perſiſted in; and thirdly, for not being 
convinced, from the repeated misfortunes and fatal effects of 
their councils, that their incapacity was ſuch as to make them 
totally unfit for their ſituations, It was curious enough, he ſaid, 
to hear the Noble Lord upon all ſubjects, on all occaſions, 
introducing in lofty tones eulogies on the great profpefity of 
the country, under all its diſtreſſes, while every day brought 
news of ſome freſh diſaſter. It reminded him, he ſaid, of the 


caſe of an unfortunate man, who had died while liſtening to - 


his phyſician's declaration that he had no bad ſymptoms, and 


was in a fair way of enjoying perfect health; this was pre- 


cifely the caſe between the miniſter and the country; and 
he much feared, that while miniſters were talking of the 
proſperity of the country, at ſome not far diſtant day, if they 
continued in power, they would bring the conſtitution and 
their country to an unexpected end. He declared he ſhould 
not at all wonder if the ultimate conſequence of this loan ſhould 


be a war with the Emperor, in conſequence of his breach f 


the conditions of the treaty, Before he ſat down, the Earl ſaid 


he muſt remind the Houſe of the alteration which had recently 


taken place in the Emperor's ſituation from laſt year: The 
death of the ſon of the late unfortunate King of France was 


an event that ought not to be paſſed unnoticed ; while he lived, 
the Emperor, from relationſhip, had a family intereſt in the 


conteſt with France, which did Lo now exiſt, How then was 
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it to be ſuppoſed that he now entered into the war with 
greater fury and eagerneſs than ever, after he had actually 
been treating with France for peace, as a member of the Ger- 
manic body, and when there no longer exiſted ſuch a family 
intereſt as he had juſt ſtated? As to the diſtinction taken 
between the Emperor as head of the Empire, and in his ca- 
pacity as King of Bohemia and Auſtria, it was abſurd and 
ridiculous in the higheſt degree. Certainly, in every view of 
the ſubject, there was leſs chance of ſucceſs in his exertions ; 
and from every conſideration of intereſt, duty, and connec- 
tion, there was ground to think that he was ſincere in his 
declaration to the Diet, and infincere with us: He had no 
money to get from the Empire - from us he expected a loan, 
The Noble Lord had made a diſtinction between a loan and 
a ſubſidy, but was forced to acknowledge that there was a 
riſk, and that riſk he conſidered equal and worſe than the loſs 
of a ſubſidy, fo much ſo, that he would willingly conſent to 
give the Emperor two millions to be rid of the bargain alto- 
gether. He concluded by reprobating the whole meaſure, 
as novel, unprecedented, abſurd, and ruinous in its con- 
ſequences, and ſaid, he would therefore oppoſe the third 

reading. ä N . | 3 5 
The Earl of Mansfield confeſſed he felt himſelf under pecu- 
liar difficulty in riſing after the Noble Lord; aſſertion he 
could oppoſe to aſſertion, but declamation founded in invec- 
tive, he would on no conſideration conſent to deal in. The 
Noble Earl had uſed much invective, and aimed it at the 
character of one of the Sovereigns in Europe, to whom this 
loan was propoſed to be granted. He wiſhed theſe invectives 
had been conſined to his Majeſty's miniſters, or even levelled 
ſolely at himſelf, rather than at the Monarch whoſe name and 
reputation had been treated with ſo little reſpect. He certainly 
ſhould not follow the example of the Noble Earl in the man- 
ner of diſcuſſing the queſtion before their Lordſhips, which 
appeared to him to be this: Whether, circumſtanced as this 
country ſtood in refpe& to the war, the obtaining the aſſiſt- 
ance of two hundred thouſand men on the continent, was or 
was not an object to us? Or, in other words, whether the 
meaſure now propoſed would, in its probable conſequence, 
lead to a vigorous proſecution of the war? In his opinion 
it had that tendency in an eminent degree; and that, in his 
opinion, was highly defirable. In all our wars with France 
it had been the policy of this country to create a diverſion on 
the continent by forming an alliance with ſome of the Ger- 
manic powers; and it appeared to him wiſe policy that the pre- 
ſent war ſhould be of the ſame nature, France was at this 51

unfortunately poſſeſſed of Flanders and of Holland: The 
latter was now indeed become a mere province of France, and 


he ſhould be glad to ſee any man who called himſelf a ſtateſ- 
man, riſe in his place and reprobate that policy. To diſpoſſeſs 


France of ſuch an inordinate ſhare of power was, and ought 


to be, the object of all thoſe who proſecuted this war; and, 
the better to do ſo, the meaſure then under - conſideration had 


been adopted, as by that means two hundred thouſand men 
were to be brought into the field by his Imperial Majeſty, on 


condition of this Joan being granted. He truſted” that we 


ſhould be finally ſucceſsful in the preſent conteſt z but he 
_ dreaded the effect of the eloquence of the Noble Earl, whoſe 


ſpeech, no doubt, would be reported in detail. What effect 


did the Noble Earl imagine that ſort of ſpeech would produce 


in France? What other effect could it poſſibly have, than 


 _ that of inducing the French, exhauſted though they were, to 


ſuppoſe that this country was on the verge of ruin, and all 
the powers in the confederacy in the ſame ſtate? and thence 


they would confider themſelves as the arbiters of Eu- 


rope, and fondly believe that the terms of peace were to be 
dictated to them all by themſelves. Such a ſtyle of ſpeaking, 
his Lordſhip ſaid, tended to prolong the war inſtead of pro- 
curing peace, and muſt therefore produce an effect the oppo- 
ſite of the Noble EarPs wiſhes, as he gave him and the other 


| Noble Lords who had uniformly oppoſed the war, full credit 
for their ſincere wiſhes, that it might be attended with ſuc- 


ceſs, ſo long as it continued to be carried on. The Noble 
Earl had proceeded to notice the ſituation of the Emperor, 


and argued that his having conſented as head of the Germanic 
body to negotiate a peace with France, in conformity to the 
reſolutions of the Diet of Ratiſbon, rendered all hope of his 
_ vigorous exertions in the war in his capacity of King of Bo- 


hemia and Duke of Auſtria, abſurd and ridiculous. He would 
not uſe an expreſſion in relation to this, that had given offence 
the other day, and ſay ſuch reaſoning might ſuit with coffee» 


Houſe politicians; but every man who underſtood the conſti- 


tution of the German Empire, knew to the contrary. 'The 


law of the Empire was, that every independent Prince was 
bound to proſecute the war, however unwilling, while a ma- 
jority of the Empire were in favour of the war. This law 


was as binding on all the powers of the Empire as a majority 
in Parliament was upon this country, and would be as well 


_ enforced if power were equal to right; but every German 
Power, as an independent Sovereign, had in its individual 
character, an undoubted right to carry on war or conclude. 
peace, agreeable to its own peculiar intereſts and inclinations. 
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Jo put a ſtrong caſe in illuſtration of this, it was undeniably true, 
that although the Empire was at war, the Emperor might, as 
a Sovereign Prince, be at peace with the common enemy of 
the Empire. Upon the queſtion of the probability that the 


Emperor would fulfil his engagements with us, his Lordſhip 
confeſſed he entertained but little doubt. Had his Imperial 
Majeſty no intereſt in recovering Flanders, and all the terri- 


tories which the French had taken from him? Had we no 
intereſt in confining France to her ancient limits? Was it 
not to the intereſt of all the eſtabliſhed powers of Europe that 
Flanders and Holland ſhould be reſtored to their former con- 
dition, and ſubject to the ſame power which they acknow- 
ledged previous to the commencement of the war? Theſe. 


points appeared ſo clear to him, that it was ſufficient merely 
to mention them. A | 5 


With regard to the melancholy circumſtance adverted to by 
the Noble Earl, the death of a young Prince of the Royal 


Family of France, in whoſe unfortunate fituation it might 
truly be ſaid that it was “ happineſs to die;“ he ſaw not 


that any argument like that the Noble Earl had relied on, 
could fairly be drawn from that event. It could not alter or 


influence the conduct of the Emperor, who with litile reaſon 
could be ſuppofed to feel more for his couſin, while alive in 


fo critical a predicament, than he or his predeceſſor had felt 
for relatives {till more nearly allied. But to return to the 


ſubject: The preſent loan was a wiſe and neceflary meaſure 


for the purpoſe of proſecuting the war with vigour z and he 


truſted that our efforts would be attended with ſucceſs, that 


the endeavours of the Emperor to draw out ſuch a great force 
as he engaged to bring into the field, were infinitely ſu- 
erior to the riſque we run. There was no power that had 
| 1 credit than the Bank of Vienna, as he well knew from 
his long reſidence in that city; and the Emperor was bound, 
as well in policy as good faith, to continue the war. With 


regard to the plan of the campaign, he apprehended that no 


practical utility could ariſe from any attempt to diſcuſs it in 
ublic z much of its merit muſt conſiſt in its preſent ſecrecy, 
bo every point of view in which he was capable of placing the 
preſent meaſure, his Lordſhip declared, he ſaw it a wite and 


rudent one, and therefore it had his hearty aſſent. 


After many forcible and cloſely 3 obſervations, the 
Earl of Mansfield ſaid, he would cloſe with that calm, fixed, 
and deliberate opinion with which he had commenced the 


preſent and ſeveral preceding ſeſſions that this was a war for 


the preſervation of order, government, and civilized ſociety z 


that it was a war in the cauſe of humanity, in which every

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man had a right to ſay to his neighbour, © This is my war, 
and it ought to be yours.” | 5 7 
The Earl of Guildford, after ſtating that he meant to ſay 
a few words only, declared that it appeared to him, that the 
Noble Earl had deceived himſelf with an imaginary idea that 
his Noble Friend's (the Earl of Lauderdale's) ſpeech had been 
| fraught with invective and declamation: He ſaw little of either 
in what his Noble Friend had ſaid, but much ſound argu- 
ment and unanſwerable objection to the Bill under their Lord- 
| ſhips conſideration. If the preſent was a war neceſſary for 
the preſervation of thoſe objects deſcribed by the Noble Earl 
who had juſt ſat down, the probability was, that we mult ſoon 
bid farewell to order, government, and civilized ſociety. The 
Noble Lord had done him and other Noble Lords the juſtice 
to declare that he gave thoſe who had uniformly oppoſed the 
war full credit for their wiſhes for its ſucceſs while it conti- 
nued. He agreed with the Noble Earl that ſucceſs in war was 
always deſirable, and fo far he ſincerely wiſhed the preſent war 
to be ſucceſsful ; but he did not wiſh to carry on war either 
with a view to impoſe a monarchical, or any other form of 
government whatever, contrary to the wiſhes of the people 
Who were to live under it. 'The Noble Earl and another of 
his Majeſty's miniſters had argued, that the preſent was a war 
ſo ſupereminently connected with the intereſts of this country, 
as if we alone ought to bear all the expence of carrying it on. 
They at the ſame time attempt to juſtify this meaſure of the 
loan to the Emperor, on the ground that it was attended with ; 
no poſſible riſque to this country. After the experience of the 
inefficacy of the ſubſidy to the King of Pruſſia, and the uſeleſs 
expenditure of 1,200,000 pounds of the public money, he 
ſhould have thought that miniſters would have been on their 
guard not to fall into a ſimilar ſcrape. The preſent was however 
a meaſure even of leſs caution than the Pruſhan ſubſidy, ſince 
there was no poſſibility of ſuſpending the payment of the ſum, 
though the object for which it was granted ſhould not be ful- 
filled. The guarantee of this money was not a matter between 
this country and Auſtria ; but ſhould ſhe conclude a peace with 
France, it would be between this country and the individuals 
who advanced the money. Though we did not doubt the 
_ Emperor's good faith, ſtill there was reaſon to doubt his ability. 
What was the engagement of the Emperor to bring into the 
field during the preſent campaign 200,000 men, and as many 
more as he could ? Theſe were expreſſions which, after his 
declaration to the whole of Europe, of his inability to make 
further exertions, and. the notoriety of his infolvency, he 
thought, were dearly bought at the price of four W . 
p e | hundre 
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hundred thouſand pounds, the whole burden of which was 
Ikely to fall upon the diſtreſſed and deluded people of this 


country. What was the danger which was ſuppoſed particu- 


tarly to threaten this country, and which the war was intended 


to avert ?—The propagation of French principles. This 
danger he would have ſuppoſed was 'leaſt of all to be appre- 
hended in a country like this, the people of which loved th 

conſtitution, enjoyed liberty, had every advantage of the pro- 
tection of their perſons and their property, and were fur- 
niſhed with the means of reſiſting oppreſſion. - Such a danger 
he ſhould have thought was more to be dreaded in countries 
fuch as Auſtria and Bohemia, where the ſovereign was ſtated 


to have the power of carrying on a war contrary to the general 


fenſe of his ſubjects. In reſpect to the energy to be derived 
to the operations of the war from this meaſure of the loan, if the 


energy of the Auſtrians had failed even in the height of their 


power, could it in their preſent exhauſted ſtate. be expected to 
be rouſed by a ſum of 4,600,000]. 2 What had been their energy 
in former campaigns ? He wiſhed that a Noble Lord had been 
preſent in that Houſe to ſtate that to their ſupineneſs had been 
owing the loſs of Toulon. He wiſhed that an illuſtrious Per- 
fonage, at the head of the army, was preſent to ſtate, that to 
their ſupineneſs alſohad been owing the ſubjugation of Flanders. 
He wiſhed that the late Maſter Generalof the Ordnance had been 


preſent, who would have told their Lordſhips that on a memo- 


rable occaſion during the laſt campaign, the Auſtrians refuſed 


to halt for four and twenty hours only, though the proviſions 
and baggage of the Britiſh troops would have been ſaved by 


it. It was impoſſible for him not to advert to a myſterious 


expreſſion of a Noble Lord (Grenville), that it was not to be ex- 


peed that the Emperor would be guilty of a breach of 
faith at a time when he had ſo many reaſons to keep well with 


this country. Myſterious expreſſions he had always found to 
be the forerunners of great calamities, and he ſhuddered at the 
contemplation of the new engagements which the country 


might be brought under by ſome treaty now going forward, to 
which he ſuppoſed the Noble Lord might allude. ety 
Tord Hawkeſbury ſaid, the loan was to be regarded in two 
points of view, as a meaſure of policy, and as a meaſure of 


finance; in both of which points of view he conſidered it to be 


N x and adviſeable. He would nat then take up their 


rdſhips time, by entering into a diſcuſſion of what were the 


cauſes of the war; the opinion of their Lordſhips had been 


frequently taken upon that point; but he would confine him- 


ſelf merely to the queſtion, whether we ought or ought nct 


to continue the war? It had always been a maxim, invariab'y 
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adhered to by the greateſt ſtateſmen this country ever produced, 


not to ſuffer any e in Europe (and more tee. the 
ch an aſcendancy as might endanger the ſafety

of the other ſtates of Europe. This was a propoſition which a 
not want the ſanction of great names to enforce it; it carrie 

conviction upon the face of it. If then this was admitted, the 
only queſtion to be conſidered was, whether France had at this 


moment acquired ſuch a degrre of power as was incompatible 


with the intereſt, or, to ſpeak more properly, with the ſafety 
of Europe? In anſwer to this queſtion, he requeſted their 
Lordſhips to reflect, that France was in poſſeſſion of Holland, 
of the Auſtrian Netherlands, and nearly of three Electorates of 


the Empire, excluſive of the territories of ſome petty Princes, 


which he did not think neceſſary to mention. 

It uſed formerly, his Lordſhip-ſaid, to be held as an indiſpu- 
table point, that Flanders ſhould be in the poſſeſſion of Auſtria, 
as abarrierto thepowerof France: Atpreſent not only Flanders, 


but Holland, was added to her power. By holding the latter in her 
hands, ſne became poſſeſſed of a number of ports, which would 


enable her to annoy us in the part where our naval force was 


undoubtedly the weakeſt. If from a due conſideration of theſe 


points, it was clear that we could not make a peace under the 
preſent circumſtances, with any regard to the future tranquil- 
lity of Europe, or the ſafety of Great Britain, he was ſure it 
would not be denied'to him that it was better to carry on the 
war with allies than without them. What was the reaſon that 
the Roman empire extended itſelf over all Europe, and indeed, 
to ſpeak properly, left at laſt but one power in the world ? 
It was, that the other powers did not in time form alliances 


among themſelves to reſiſt her, but fell ſingle ſacrifices one 


after the other, to her exorbitant force. 'Thence it was that 


Rome ſo eaſily made herſelf miſtreſs of the world. It was 
exactly the ſame caſe now with France; the moſt ſtrenuous 


exertions were neceſſary to oppoſe her; and if, after all, oppo- 
ſition ſhould be found ineffectual, he hoped that Engliſhmen 
would be the laſt to recede from a glorious conteſt in defence 
of ſocial order. „ © 


'The next point which had been diſcuſſed was, as to the pro- 


priety of adopting the meaſure propoſed by this Bill. In all 


our wars with France, the neceſſity of a continental alliance, 


in order to divert the attention and force of the enemy, had 
been admitted; and the uſual mode of procuring that alliance 
was by the means of ſubſidies In the preſent inſtance, the caſe 
was materially altered in our favour; the Emperor did not 
demand a ſubſidy to induce him to carry on the war—he felt 


the neceſſity of proſecuting it vigorouſly, and applied to us, 
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not for a ſubſidy, but for a loan, to enable him to carry into 
effect what his inclinations equally with his intereſt dictated. 

He wiſhed to put it to the conſideration. of ſuch of their 
Lordſhips as admitted the propriety of carrying on the war, 


whether it was not wiſe for this country, in order to ſecure the 


aſſiſtance of the Emperor, to run the riſque of guaranteeing 
this loan? It was not fair to ſtate it as a queſtion, whether 
this country was to be burdened with a large ſum to enable 


the Emperor to carry on the war; he conſidered the chance 


we ran as a very ſmall one, notwithſtanding all that Noble 


Lords had thought proper to ſay of the faith of the Princes 


of the continent. The ſecurity given by the Emperor was as 
full as we could deſire; we had, in the firſt inſtance, all his 
| hereditary revenues; we had beſides the ſecurity of the Bank 
of Vienna. He did not mean to ſtate the latter as a ſecurity 
equal in point of validity to the Bank of England; but on the 
other hand, it was generally held to be one of the beſt-regu- 


lated banks on the continent, and was by no means ſo inſecure 
as had been repreſented. Above all, we had the advantage of 


its being the Emperor's intereſt ſtrictly to adhere to the terms 
of the loan. It was very well known that none of the European 
Princes now carried on a war by means of their regular re- 
venues; they were always obliged to anticipate their revenues 
by means of loans—and if the Emperor ſhould violate his 
engagements with us, he would put it out of his power here- 


after to have recourſe to ſuch means of defence. Upon the | 


whole, therefore, it appeared to him that the riſque we ran was 
ſmall, and the probable advantage great, and therefore he 
ſhould give his ſupport to the Bill. f 
The Earl of Derby (aid, he would not detain their Lordſhips 
by repeating arguments that had been already ſtated; but what 
had fallen from the Noble Lord who had juſt ſat down, appear- 
ed to him to call for ſome little obſervation, —he alluded to a 
particular circumſtance which was of the utmoſt importance, 
and ought to be clearly underſtood. Noble Lords kad repre- 
ſented it as a molt diſaſtrous event for this country, that Flan- 
ders and Holland ſhould remain in the hands of the French. 


_ So far he agreed with theſe Noble Lords; for no man could 


lament theſe unfortunate events more than he did ; but if he 
_ underſtood theſe Noble Peers rightly, particularly the Noble 
Lord who ſpoke laſt, they laid it down as a propoſition, that 


no peace could be made with France while thoſe countries 


remained in her poſſeſſion, If he had miſtated the Noble 
Lords, he begged that he might be ſet right; for it was a ma- 
terial point, that the Public ſhould know what were the pro- 
pects they had before them. If he underſtood the e. 
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Lord rightly, and he had meant to declare, that the war was to 
be continued till Flanders and Holland were recovered from 


the power of the French, and the loan was granted to the 
Emperor to enable him to carry on the war for that purpoſe, 
it would not be contended that this was the only loan which 
would be wanted: As ſoon as the four millions ſix hundred 
thouſand pounds had been exhauſted, a freſh advance to the 
Emperor would become neceſſary. Was this then to be made 


a precedent for granting ſimilar loans to the Emperor in future 


years? He ſaid he conſidered that the great object to which 


wie had to look was the internal defence of the country. Every 


ſum employed for ſuch a purpoſe as the preſent was ſomething 


taken from our reſources. And what would be our ſituation, 
if, at laſt, when our means were exhauſted, we ſhould find 


ourſelves compelled to look to this object of internal defence? 
Every guinea drained from the national purſe weakened our 
ultimate hopes of ſecurity. The preſent war, his Lordſhip 


ſaid, he had always conſidered as a mad project; and in his 


opinion, the ſooner we got out of a mad project the better. 


Indeed he was glad for the firſt time to find there was at laſt 
ſome proſpect of a peace afforded by the Noble Lord who ſpoke 


laſt, as he had declared he hoped we ſhould be the laſt power to 
recede from what he had called a glorious conteſt in defence of 


ſocial order. He now underſtood therefore, that when all our 


allies had left us, that Noble Lord would join thoſe with whom 

he (the Earl) had the hon ur to act in calling for peace. 
Lord Hawkeſbury roſe to explain, and denied that what the 

Noble Earl had drawn as an inference from his ſpeech was 


2 fair deduCtion from his argument. Even when all our allies 
had left us and broke their faith (ſhould that be the caſe), ſtill 


difficulties would preſent themſelves in the way of peace. 
Lord Viſcount Sydney, in an animated ſpeech, while he ex- 


preſſed himſelf not leſs anxious for peace than any one man 


in the kingdom, juſtified his Majeſty's miniſters in perſevering 


in the war, till an opportunity offered which ſhould enable 


them to conclude ſuch a peace as promiſed to be honourable 


and ſecure. He was happy, that although he had riſen ſeveral 


times in the courſe of the debate, he had found occaſion to 
give way to other Noble Lords, whoſe ſentiments moſt un- 
doubtedly better deſerved their Lordſhips attention; but he 


was a little ſurpriſed to hear it ſo much inſiſted on that the 


French were ſo well inclined, and that it only remained for us 
to ſhew the ſame inclination ; Still more was he aſtoniſhed at 


hearing that it was unwiſe, conſidering the ſtate of the war, 


tor Great Britain to ſeek continental alliances. Did thoſe 
Noble Lords, who held ſych " ever read the accounts

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of the debates of the French Convention, their proclamations, 


and other documents? If they did, he begged to aſk in which 


of them all they found any thing like a ſymptom of a deſire 

? their debates, ſpea ing of

thago. How did they begin one of their proclamations—that 


to negotiate with us? In one o 


to the ſoldiers and failors of Toulon? War! war! war! 
was the alarm to excite a ready attention to the public cauſe 


of the country. In ſhort, peace with every other power, but 
war, eternal war with England! was their avqwed principle. 


Could any one of their Lordſhips, therefore, credit for a fingle 


moment the aſſertion that the French were at this inſtant 


deſirous of negotiating, or inclined to treat for peace with us? 
With regard to our having begun the war, and that his Ma- 
jeſty's miniſters were reſponſible for all the diſaſtrous conſe- 
quences of it; that aſſertion had been ſo often completely re- 
futed, that it was only a waſte of their Lordihips time to ſay 
a word reſpecting it. The fact was undeniable, that the 
French were the aggreſſors, wantonly the aggreſſors; and as 
to the abſurd, nonſenfical, and ridiculous idea, that this coun- 


try, in a war like the preſent, ought to forbear continental 


alliances—he ſhould belie his anceſtors, and be unworthy of 
the blood that flowed in his veins, if he liſtened with common 

patience to ſuch a childiſh doctrine. The fooliſh propofition, 
_ that this country had nothing to do with continental alliances, 
was firft raiſed as a political cry or watch-word, at an era which 
he was old enough to remember, and ſhould never forget—at 
the time that the infamous and difgraceful peace of Utrecht 
was negotiating. To anſwer the party purpoſe of the day, 
Swift and Bolingbroke, certainly not unable writers or ſhallow 
men in any other point of view, but very much the contrary, 
took the lead in ſetting up this cry; and their object clearly was 
to depreciate thoſe glorious victories, which had been gained 
during the war, and to prepare the public mind for peace on 
any terms. With regard to the French having been the ag- 

greſſors in the war, he ſaid he had only to quote, not merely 
their own writers, but the very perſon who made it his boaſt 
that he forced the French into a war with England for the 
avowed diabolical purpoſe of embarraſſing the King (Louis 
XVI.), embroiling his affairs, and enſuring the deſtruction of 

him and his family, by ſubverting the government of France, and 
building a republic on the ruins of monarchy. This was to 
be ſeen in Briſſot's book; nor all powerful as his evidence was 
under ſuch circumſtances, did it ſtand alone—it was fully cor- 
roborated by General Dumourier in his publication. The 
General ſpeaks with particular warmth of praiſe of Great 
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Britain in adhering to a ſtrict neutrality, and ſays nothing 
could have been more wiſe than the conduct of the Cabinet 


of St. James's in that reſpect; but the folly of Briſſot, founded 


in the moſt atrocious motives, that of the ruin of his So- 
vereign, forced the Convention to adopt the meaſure of de- 


claring war againſt England. Dumourier, therefore, my Lords 


(aid his Lordſhip, looking Lord Lauderdale full in the face), 


charges Briſſot! Briflot ! Briſfot *! with having been the whole 


and ſole cauſe of the war between France and Great Britain. 
Some alluſion, his Lordſhip obſerved, had that night been made 

to Monfieur Chauvelin, and the treatment he had received from 
his Majeſty's miniſters—a conduct in which they were amply 


juſtified; for what ſort of conduct ought to be held towards a 
man, who aſſumed a public function in this country, and was 
| known to be taking every means in his power to infuſe and in- 

culcate principles ſubverſive of its conſtitution and govern- 

ment? General Dumourier, whoſe book he could ſeriouſly re- 
commend as a work well worthy general perufal, ſpeaking of 


Chauvelin's miſſion, ſaid, M. Talleyrand, Biſhop of Autun, 


was the perſon fixed upon by thoſe who then held the ſu- 
premacy in Paris, but ſome recent decrees of the Convention 


having made it impoſſible for a perſon of the Biſhop's function 


to hold any civil office, Je petit Chauvelin (for fo Dumourier 
termed him) was fixed on as /e pret nom, and was to appear as 
the oſtenſible man; he therefore came over with the Bithop, 
and behaved in a manner that loudly called for his being ob- 
liged to quit the country. Among other anecdotes current of 


le petit Chauvelin, his Lordſhip faid one was, that being in a 


coffee-houſe or public room, one of the Princes of the Blood 


happened to come in, and it being intimated to him that Mon- 


ſieur Chauvelin was preſent, he very properly retired, on which 
Chauvelin inſolently ſaid aloud, © that the Houſe of Brunſ- 
wick were born always to run before the French.“ After have. 


ing ſpoken highly in commendation of General Dumourier's 


book, his Lordſhip ſaid, that although the Noble Lords had 
argued ſo ſtrenuouſly againſt the motion, he had not the ſmalleſt 
doubt, that if they were to ſucceed in forcing miniſters to make 
peace, they would be among the firſt to criticiſe the terms 
of it with the utmoſt rigour and ſeverity. Indeed he had

The Earl of Guildford roſe to make a ſhort reply; his Lord- 
ſhip ſaid, that if the French had adopted the ſentiment, that 
Carthage was to be deſtroyed, miniſters, by the conduct which 
they adopted, had made this country a Carthage, and engaged 
it in a conteſt, which involved its exiſtence. They had con- 
verted the war from a war for the ſafety of Holland, into a war 
for the preſervation of order, government, and civilized ſo- 
ciety. If however we were not the aggreſſors, the Emperor 
and the King of Pruiſa were, in conſequence of the treaty of 
Pilnitz. He was happy to hear one ſentiment -of the Noble 


Lord who had ſpoken laſt, that he would not wiſh this country 


to continue the war without an alliance. If miniſters were to 
adopt this ſentiment, he conceived that in the preſent aſpe&t 
of things on the continent the probability of our continuing 

Lord Grenville ſaid, he did not think he ſhould have been 
under the neceſſity of troubling their Lordſhips any more upon 
this ſubject, particularly after the full and convincing manner 
in which it had been argued by his Noble Friends; but as this 
was probably the laſt time this ſeſſions that he ſnould have an 
opportunity of diſcuſſing this ſubject, he wiſhed to advert to 


one or two points, which he was anxious ſhould not be miſre- 


preſented to their Lordſhips nor to the Public. The Noble 


Lords had recurred to their old charge, of our being the ag- 
greſſors in the war: This was a ſubject which their Lordſhips 
had decided upon ſo often, that he was aſhamed to take up

had the ſame right in that eſtate as any other man had in his 
fee ſimple. And he ſaw no diſtinction which could deprive 
the Prince of any right which would belong to any ſubject 
with regard to the inheritance of his eſtate. ' He could not 
ſurely be ſaid to poſſeſs leſs advantage than any other indi- 
_ vidual with regard to the protection of property: And with 
regard to the idea that the Dutchy of Cornwall did not belong to 
the Prince, he confeſſed he had never heard an argument that 
wore even the appearance of plauſibility: If any of their Lord- 
ſhips differed from him upon that point, this would be an ad- 
ditional reaſon for calling on the Judges to deliver their opi- 
nion. In the caſe of a ſon being in poſſeſſion of an eſtate in 
fee ſimple, the father, as guardian, would be liable to account 
to his ſon for all the proceeds during his minority. He would 
not be permitted to retain any part for aliment or education; 
freor that he was bound to furniſh his ſon by the laws of nature. 
le could ſuppoſe a caſe indeed, where the Chancellor would 
allow the expences of a ſon's education to be paid from the 
proceeds of his eſtate. - For inſtance, if 10,0001. per annum 
were left to the ſon of a man of only 200l. per annum; in 
this caſe, the father, from his fortune, could not afford to pay 
the ſum neceſſary to educate his ſon in a manner ſuitable to the 
rank his future eſtate would enable him to hold. To ſuch 
__ circumſtances as theſe, the Chancery would give attention; but 
that cafe did not apply to a King and a Prince of Wales, for 
there were no two ſituations in which the one was more bound 
to give education and ſupport than in the above; and he took 
it for granted, that his Royal Highneſs the Prince of Wales 
held his property by the ſame tenure with every other man. 
If he did not poſſeſs any extraordinary privileges, at leaſt he 
Was not to be diſqualified; or if he was, it was neceſſary to 
produce the law that did it. No ſuch law did exiſt. On the 
cContrary, there was a ſtrong law proof, as far as implicative 
proof went, that it was differently underſtood.” In the 33d of 
Henry VI. an Act paſſed whieh gave the proceeds of the 
Dutchy of Cornwall unto the civil lift of his Majeſty, he find- 
1 Ing aliment and ſuſtenance for Edward Prince of Wales (he 
then being two years old) until he ſhould arrive at the age of 
414 years. The Legiſlature which paſſed this Act, had the 
5 ſame advantage of legal opinion about them, as the Legiſ- 
= . Jature of the preſent day. They thought the power of Par- 
. liament was neceflary to give the proceeds to his Majeſty; but 
the wiſe men of the preſent day differed from the ſages of 
thoſe times, and virtually declared that Act of Parliament to be a 
mere nullity, and that his Majeſty might uſe the proceeds with- 
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out any power of Parliament. How this difference could 
happen, was what he wiſhed to know. He, as an ignorant 
and unlearned man, wiſhed to hear the learned lawyers recon- 
cile the apparent contradiction, and thought it an additional 
reaſon for the opinion of the Judges. + Reaſoning from plain 
ſenſe, he wondered much how any man could conclude the 
revenues not to be veſted in the Prince from the time of his 
poſſeſſion. The Act of Edward III. Which gave the Dutchy, 
gave it for © the ſupport, and maintenance of the dignity of the 
Prince of Wales.” He had a perfect idea of the neceſſary 
wants of education and nurture to an infant, but no idea of 
ſtate and dignity belonging to ſuch a character. When ſtate 
and dignity were neceſſary to the character of a Prince of Wales, 
ten were the purpoſes of the Dutchy to be anſwered. He 
knew well that the direct contrary concluſion had been draun 
from this paſſage in the Act, but it was ſuch as he could never 
reconcile to his underſtanding. In the laſt reſort, the opinion 
which he aſked muſt be had. If the Prince proceeded in 
equity, the opinion of the learned Judges would probably be 
the laſt ſtage of the buſineſs. He did not mention theſe things 
with a view of calling on the Houſe to determine the queſtion _ 
now; he called for no diſcuſſion; he only aſked their Lord- 
| ſhips to take the opinion of learned men upon the ſubject, to 
whom they had the power of reſorting whenever they thought 
fit. He might be told, that as there was a legal right in the 
Prince of Wales to the Dutchy of Cornwall, the law. of. the 
land is gpen to him; ſuppoſing that to be true, he would call

tained his Royal Highneſs during his minority! * 
The Earl of Moira ſaid, he wiſhed his Noble Friend to whh- 


draw his-motion, but this was not from an opinion that his 
Royal Highneſs was not entitled to all the arrears of the Dutchy 


of Cornwall; on the contrary, he thought his Royal High- 


neſs was entitled to every ſhilling of it from his birth, as much 
as the Noble Earl was entitled to his own-eſtate at this mo- 
ment; but, as had been ſtated when the ſubject of the debts 


of his Royal Highneſs was agitated ſome years ago, that he 


had a remedy at law. And the Public had a right to know, 
why his Royal Highneſs did not urge his claim at that time, 


which never had been explained; he would therefore 2 it. 


Report at that time ſaid that a' certain coldneſs was felt be- 


tween his Royal Highneſs and a part of his illuſtrious 


ſamily. On that account ſolely, the Prince, with a de- 
licacy that did him the higheſt honour, would not ſuffer the 
claim or the inveſtigation of it to be brought forward. As to 
the idea of any diſreſpect accompanying the aſſertion of the 
claim at this time, he owned he did not ſee it, nor after; all 
that had happened, could he conceive it poſſible to entertain 
_ juſtly any ſuch thought, as all the grounds of delicacy upon 
this ſubject were entirely done away, it having been alleged, 
that the whole of the income of the Dutchy of Cornwall had 
been applied to public purpoſes, and that none of it had gone 
into the coffers or private pocket of his Majeſty.” It was clear, 
that his Royal Highneſs had a right. It was to the Noble Earl 


pretty nearly as clear, that the opinion of the Judges was a 
matter of dernier reſort, and that alone was ſufficient to ſhew 


that it was not at preſent proper to be decided in the Houſe 


of Lords. The queſtion then Was, What mode ſhould his 


ba Highneſs * to * his claim? To this +1 
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would anſwer, By a ſuit in the Court of Chancery. He could. | 
not think that miniſters would be ſo illiberal as to throw any 
obſtacles in the way. He would give them credit for the being 


incapable of any ſuch conduct. If the determination ſhould 
happen to be adverſe to the intereſt of his Royal Highneſs, he 


could come to that Houſe by appeal, and then would be the 
moment to put queſtions to the Judges, which in the preſent 


caſe would not only be premature, but in his opinion, embar- 
raſs his Royal Highnefs's future claim to his right. They 
ſhould not obſtruct the progreſs of the law. They ſhould fay 


to the Prince, © Try your right as an individual. If the de- 


ciſion ſhould be adyerſe, the higheſt Court in the kingdom is 
open to you; bring forward your appeal to the Houſe of 
Lords.” Then would come with propriety, a queſtion to the 


Judges. If there was in the Bill now before the Houſe any 


proviſion that would embarraſs the proſecution of this claim, 


he ſhould agree with the Noble Earl in putting theſe queſtions 


to the Judges; but there was no ſuch thing, and therefore he 
thought the motion improper at this time. He had not the 
honour of being commanded by the Prince to fay any thing 
upon this ſubject as to his wiſhes upon it; but he believed he 


might ſafely aſſert that his Royal Highneſs never had any idea 


of claiming theſe arrears, but ſo far as to render them appli- 
cable to the diſcharge of his debts. The Bill and this ſenti- 
ment ran. parallel, and in ſo much as the arrears ſhall pay the 
debts, ſo far the Bill will be ſhortened ; if, therefore, the arrears

Die Dule of Clarence premiſed, that this was not at all a po- 
litical queftion: If it were, he would not have ſaid any thing 


upon it, and in what he was about to ſay. reſpecting the Bill, 
he begged to declare that he ſpoke the genuine ſentiments of 
his own, mind upon it, without having had any fort of concert 


or communication with his brother reſpecting it. He ſaid, a 


friendſhip had ſubſiſted between him and his Royal Brother, the 
Prince of Wales, and, he truſted in God, would continue as long 
as they lived; but he was not directed by his brother to take any 
part in this, as a party queſtion. He agreed with the Noble 


Earl who had juſt ſat down entirely, and confequently ſomewhat 


differed from the Noble Earl who ſpoke firſt. He had no 


doubt, that, if a claim was inſtituted in the Court of Chancery, 
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every thing that was candid and liberal would be obſerved on 
the part of his Majeſty's miniſters. His Royal Highneſs

His Royal 


Highneſs compared the 233,000). received by the Crown from 


the proceeds of the revenues of Cornwall with the ſum voted 
by Parliament in 1787 for the payment of the Prince's debts, 


and ſhewed, that if it ſhould ultimately be decided by a court 


of equity, that his brother was entitled to the revenues of the 
Dutchy of Cornwall during his minority, the Public had voted 
him a leſs proportion of his own money than he was entitled 


to receive. His Royal Highneſs ſaid, he was happy that they 


had preſent two Learned Lords, who were as capable of ad- 
.. viſing what was proper to be done reſpecting the motion of the 
Noble Earl, as any or all of the Judges, reſpectable as they 
were, and high as their authorities were entitled to ſtand. He 
Was particularly happy in ſeeing one Noble and Learned Lord 
in the Houſe, who certainly was one of the greateſt luminaries 
of the profeſſion that had ever ſat upon the woolſack : To that 
Noble and Learned Lord's opinion he ſhould always bow with 
the greateſt deference, and therefore he ſhould not give a vote 
on the ſubject till he had heard that Noble and Learned Lord's 
opinion.

Tord Grenville ſaid, that when he had the honour to deliver his 
Majeſty's Meſlage uo the ſubject of an eſtabliſhment for his 
Royal Highneſs, a Noble Duke (the Duke of Grafton) had ex- 
Peng his opinion, that nothing ought to be done in the preſent 
buſineſs, till it had been firſt diſcuſſed in the other Houſe of 
Parliament; that opinion, though accompanied with more aſpe- 
rity than the 3 appeared to him to call for, was ſo con- 
formable to the ſentiments of miniſters, that he himſelf meant 
to have made an almoſt ſimilar propoſition.

But the conduct, which he thought they ought 
to have adopted, was, either to have voted the neceſſary ſum 


for his eſtabliſhment, and left it to himſelf to take the proper

meaſures for ſatisfying his creditors, or to have diſcuffed and

detided upon the Eſtabliſhment Bill, and then have waited till 
ſuch time as the Prince himſelf had choſen to come forward to 


_ requeſt the aſſiſtance of Parliament, for the purpoſe of the liqui- 
dation of his debts. By adopting a different mode they threw that 
odium upon the Prince which might have been prevented, and 


compelled him to loſe the grace of doing a popular act. Con- 


- Gdering the riſe of all articles of life, the Duke ſaid, he did 
not think an addition of 25;000l. above. what had been granted 
Da W 00

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to former Princes of Wales too much on ſych an ocean; 
eſpecially When he confidered the preſent circumſtances of the 


country, becauſe, undoubtedly, the Prince ſhould feel his ſhare 


of the diſſiculties. Bur he was ſurpriſed that miniſters, who had 
formerly thought ſo much ſmaller a ſum adequate for the Princes 
eſtabliſhment, ſhould now think that the alteration in his cir- 
cumſtances required fo large an addition as 75,0001. Hows. ' 


ever difpoſed he might be to cenſure the extravagance of the 


Prince, he was not one of thoſe who thought that his faults 


and follies ought to be ſwelled and magnified into crimes, 


This ſtyle of aſperity, he remarked, had been adopted by men, 
who, wiſhing to go back to their conſtituents after throwing 
away millions of the public money in the proſecution of a 
war which they muſt at leaſt admit to be unprofitable, were, 


perhaps, glad of an opportunity to lay in a claim to ſome ere- 
dit for their-economy in managing the national purſe. They 
might ſay to their conſtituents, Though we have ſpent your 


money in the proſecution of a war for the ſupport of the 


Throne, do not accuſe us with profuſion; we have voted away 


ſeveral millions for that public object, but we have refuſed to 
grant even a few hundred thouſands for the gratification of 


the Heir Apparent, for the ſtability of whoſe claims we were 
_ contending.” There were ſeveral conſiderations, his Grace 


obſerved, which tended to extenuate the conduct of the Prince. 
They ought to recolleCt his age, the ſituation in which he was 
placed, and the inſufficiency of his income to fupport the 
ſplendour neceſſary for his rank. His own opinion was, that it 
would have been much better to have advanced a ſum at once 
ſufficient to have liquidated the debts. * His Royal Father 


might have been expected to have contributed for that pur- 


* and conſidering the manner in which he pledged his 


Royal word in the year 1787, that the Prince ſhould not again 


get in debt, he was ſomehow bound to ſtand forward and eafe 
the Public on this occaſion. It was rather fingular, that when 
in the courſe of one year they had granted a ſubfidy of 


1,205,000), to the King of Pruſſia, and a much larger ſum in

loan to the Emperor, they ſhould now be 3 about ad- 
vancing a few hundred thouſand pounds for the Prince. As 
the Noble Duke near him (Duke of Clarence) had remarked, 
his Royal Highneſs was certainly as good fecurity as the 


Emperor fer a ſum ſo comparatively ſmall, When miniſters 
railed at the extravagance of the Prince, they forgot the ex- 


amples of extravagance which had been afforded him in former 
times. Was' his the only inſtance which had occurred of 


| promiſes having been made to the Public, and having after= 
wards been broken? The ſame miniſters who adopted this 


ungta 
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ungracious mode of conduct towards the Prince, if at a future 
period they ſaw him ſeated on the throne, would, he had no 

doubt, be diſpoſed to pay the moſt implicit ſubmiſſion to his 
will, to contend that all his meaſures were infallibly right, and 

to brand with the name of Jacobins all thoſe who might be of 

i a different opinion. This, he ſaid, was not the way in which 
_ the monarchy of Great Britain ought to be ſupported. The 

Duke concluded with declaring, that he would not oppoſe the 
Bill, however he might conſider it objectionable; but, that he 
had ſeveral amendments to propoſe, when it came into the

. The Earl of Lauderdale ſet out with declaring it to be his 
decided opinion, that the ſum which was to be granted to the 
Prince of Wales was by no means more than was neceſſary. 
BY So far from thinking that it was more than was paid to former 
Princes of Wales, as had been contendedby the Noble Secretary, 
: it was not indeed ſo much as had been granted to his Royal 
Highneſs, Frederick, the preſent Prince of Wales's grand- 
ö father. — That Prince had been allowed an income of io, oool. 
ä à year; and, when the Noble Secretary of State came forward

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to propoſe the commitment of this Bill, which was, among 
other purpoſes, to maintain the dignity of the Heir Apparent 
to the Throne, he would do well to conſider the proportion 
of the ſum now to be granted to his Royal Highneſs, and that 
which had been granted to Prince Frederick, as well as to con- 
ider what had been allowed to various other branches of 
the Royal Family for the laſt century; and, when that was 
= done, he believed that the ſum now propoſed to be granted 
_ to the Prince would by no means appear exorbitant; ſo far, 
* ſrom it, it would appear unequal to what Parliament had al- 
; lowed before on many and various occaſions out of the pockets 
of the Public. He did not mean to ſay, that more ſhould be 
granted than what was now propoſed ; but he wiſhed to 
take a view of it, as compared to other allowances made out 
of the public purſe to branches of the Royal Family. A ſum _ 
of 125,000]. a year was to be allowed to. his Royal Highneſs ; 
Prince Frederick had 100,0001. Let their Lordſhips compare the

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Frederick had his 10, oool. a year, the indirect taxes were 
almoſt nothing, when compared to the direct ones. The in- 
direct taxes were thoſe, which, being laid on the articles of 
liſe which every one conſumes, muſt neceſſarily fall on the 
conſumer, and theſe were the only taxes to which the Royal 
Family were ſubject; for, by a clauſe which was uniformly 
inſerted in Bills that related to their income, they were ex- 
empted from the direct: taxes. Since the time when Prince 
Frederick had this income, the national debt had increaſed pro- 
digiouſly. In Prince Frederick's time it was not more than 
ſeventy millions, whereas at preſent it amounted to more than 
three hundred millions, to pay the intereſt of which, upwards 
of three millions of annual indirect taxes had been laid on the 
Public; conſequently the preſent Prince of Wales muſt bear his 
ſhare of them as well as every other individual. None of theſe 
fell on Prince Frederick; it followed therefore, by calculation, 
that the 125, oo0l. now allowed to his Royal Highneſs, was 
inferior in reality to that which had been allowed to his grand- 
father in a ſimilar rank; and this fact, he ſaid, was like a 
man counting out a ſum of money to a certain amount at one 
end of his ſnop counter, and having a contrivance of a drawer, 
or ſome other device, to eatch a fiſth part of it, and keep it back 
before it reached the hands of the perſon to whom it was 
to be paid. The Noble Secretary of State had, on a former 
occaſion, the Earl obſerved, expreſſed his regret that this męafure 
Was at all neceffary. The Noble Earl regretted it alſo. But 
he regretted too, that all the meaſures which were propoſed to 
ameliorate the condition of his Royal Highneſs, did not go hand 
in hand. In the firſt place, he muſt ſay, that in his opinion, - 
much blame reſted upon miniſters upon this tranſaction, as they 
had contrived, very unworthily, to load his Royal Highnef; 
with an unpopularity, which they could not have brought upon 
him by any means but thoſe which they had purſued in the 
progreſs of this proceeding. The Noble Duke who had pre- 
| ceded him in this debate had ſtated, that they had given away 
the money of the Pablic in loads and heaps for carrying on the 
war: To this he readily aſſented; they had done fo, and for 
what? Upon their own declarations, for the purpoſe chiefly of 
ſecuring royalty in the country, In this declaration they might 
be able perhaps to make ſomething up to their own conſciences, 
for he knew not what was paſſing there; they would however 
find it difficult to ſatisfy the Public upon that fubject. But 
ſuch was the avowed object. He ſaid he ſhould be glad to know, 
how any Member of the Houſe of Commons, who voted for 
the war upon the principle of ſupporting royalty in this country, 
could tell him that he had any great objection to this allowance 
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to the Prince of Wales, eſpecially. hen it was recollected 
that gg, oool. was granted to the Emigtants upon the cauſe of 
royalty? He could not conceive hoy men who did this 
ſhbouldl oppoſe this income to the Prince, or ſay: they were diſ- 
contented with it, unleſs he was to ſuppoſe there was ſome: 
other quarter which it was more important for them to con-

eiliate, ſome ear the pleaſing of which would be pethaps more 
uſeful than that of pleaſing their conſtituents. Miniſters, he 


laid, had ated warily on this buſineſs 3 they had taken to them- 


felves the credit of ela his Royal Highneſs from his 
embarraſſments, and paying his creditors were unwilling 


he ſhould have any of the management of it himſelf, becauſe 


they knew that in that caſe he would have the popularity of 
the meaſure, as the Public would then ſee that the idea origin- 
ated from him. But although miniſters had thus acted, he, 


| for one, muſt fay, that while they pretended to provide for his: 


dignity, they had done every thing in their power to lower 
him in the opinion of the Public. Had they allowed him this 
income, and given to him the | management of it, they would 


have given a much more ſolid. foundation ſor the ſupport of 


bis dignity. The plan in this Bill for the liquidation of the 


debts, appeared to him to be extremely defective. To enforce 


his objection, and to ſhew that the whole of the debts would 
have worn a very different complexion from What they do 
at preſent, the Earl entered into a variety of calculations. He 
did not at that time look whether the Prinec had or had not 


been extravagant, the queſtion being, What be came to the 


Public for? And upon this he muſt ſay, that the Prince was 
hardly dealt with in this buſineſs; indeed he ſhould not have: 
been in the leaſt ſurpriſed, had the demand been greater upon 


his Royal Highneſs than it really is-. What had the Prince 
done to be ſo cenſured as he had been? Was there any thing 
ſo very extraordinary in his preſent ſituation 2+ What Prince 


did we know, who had not, in his ſituation, come upon the 


Public fora greater ſum? Perſons at his time of life, and in his 
ſtation, are rather apt to regulate their conduct with a reference 

to what they expect they will have, than what they actually 
poſſeſs: And it would not be improper to take a ſhort view of 
what had been allowed to other branches of the Royal Family 


in this country. One hundred thouſand pounds were paid for 


Queen Ann. Geerge the Firſt had 1, 300, oool. extraordinary 
allowed to himz George the Second, whoſe reign was the moſt 
exconomical of any in the preſent century, about 500,000). 


and this at a time when the public revenue was leſs by millions 
than it is at preſent, and when the indirect taxes, all of which 


his preſent Royal Highneſs muſt pay like any other individual, 
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chiefly conſtitute the difference. And in the preſent teign 


George the Third had received 15500, O. His Royal Highneſs 
had yet only received as extraordinary from the Public, 261, 000]. 
Lord Lauderdale declared, he was not ſurprifed at this; he 


ſhould not have been ſurpriſed if his Royal Highneſs had 
wanted a much larger ſum than he did at preſent. This was 


a caſe which the Noble Secretary of State affected fo much to 
lament, and that too after his Royal Highneſs having mani- 
ſeſted a diſpoſition to leſſen his expences, but was diſſuaded 
from attempting it, and told that fuch an attempt would ap- 
pear too much of an imitation of M. Egalite. By this ſort of 
catechifm which he ſuppoſed was put into the Prince's hand, 
as a leſſon never to be forgotten, was his Royal Highneſs brought 
into his preſent ſituation, and he was ſure that if the people of 


this country ſaw the matter in its real light, miniſters would 


not be ſucceſsful in their endeavours to bring odium upon his 
Royal Highneſs ;/ it would fall upon miniſters themſelves, who 
upon this occaſion, and this occaſion only, affected to feel fuch 
perfect acutenefs, upon touching the public purſe; The 
Noble Earl proceeded to make ſeveral obſervations on the 
different proviſions of the Bill. He difapproved of the reftric- 


tions as faras they were perſonal againſt his R6yal Highneſs; 


but obſerved that he ſhould approve of them, if they were merely 
general to any Prince of Wales. He blamed miniſters for not 


making theſe proviſions, when the ſubject of the Prince's debts 
vas before Parliament on a former occaſion, for he did not 

ſee why one meſſage to Parliament ſhould be followed up with 
more reſtrictions than auother meſſage. Miniſters, he faid, were 


reſponſible for the ſacred pledge given by his Majeſty in 1787 


that no more debts fhould be contracted by the Prince: Every 
man knew long ago that the Prince had entered into freſh em- 


barraflments, and miniſters were bound to have ——— it. 
They might 2 « How could they doit ?” There were a 
thouſand waysby which they could have done it. They might have 


done it then by the very means they adopted in the preſent Bill, 
if they had been willing. It would require more 9 


for them to convince the Public that they ſhould not then ha 


effected it than that they <rould not; for their want of ne cm 
fact 


was pretty evident. If they pretended ignorance- of the 
that the Prince was again encumbered with debts, and more 
deeply than ever, they were the only perſons who were in that 
ſituation: The fact was notorious; nay, one eirrumſtanee he 
could mention, that would recall it to the reeoliection of all 


theirLordthips. That was the Antwerp loan, which entertained 
and occupied the attention of this great town ſo much in 1797. 
The truth: was, miniſters had os the hopes of his Royal

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Highneſs 3 and now when the debt had been nurſed up under 


the eye of miniſters, when it ripened to a proper ſize, they 


attempt to degrade the Prince fur a fault entirely their own ; 
but he Was not at all ſurpriſed at that, becauſe it was perfectly 
correſpondent with all their conduct towards his Royal High- 
neſs, and towards the Public. His Lordfhip ſaid; he ſhould not 
enter more at large into the Bill in its preſent ſtage, becauſe 
that was not the ſtage in which he ſhould make ſpecific objec- 
tion to the clauſes. The meſſage from his Royal Highneſs 
delivered that day prevented him from oppoſing the principle

he Duke of Clarence ſaid, he roſe merely to explain a fact, 
in which as he was a party concerned, he muſt know ſomething 


of the matter. He meant the Antwerp loan, to which the 


That loan was ſtopt by the Secretary 
Lord Grenville with ſome degree of indignation ſaid, he much 
lamented that there ſhould be introduced into the diſcuſſion 
of this Bill any perſonal attack on his Majeſty's miniſters. 
Nothing more foreign to the Bill could poſſibly be brought 
ſorward; nothing more foreign to the wiſhes, he believed, of 
their Lordſhips, and of the people of England, than that a de- 
bate on a ſubject of ſuch public importance ſhould take ſo per- 
 Jonal a turn, as to reduce it to a party queſtion. || He had 
pledged himſelf on a former day to reply, if any perfonality 


was introduced. He now ſtood up to perform that promiſe, | 


and he would aſſert, without the leaſt fear of contradiction, 
that no cenſure whatever could poſſibly be paſſed on miniſters 
For their conducꝭ, in any one part they had taken in this pro- 
ceeding. This he ſaid, becauſe it was no common cenſure 
that had been thrown out with ſo much virulence by the Noble 
Earl; neither was itthe ordinary courſe of debating in that Houſe, 
to charge the King's miniſters with trying to degrade the ſon 
of the King and the Heir Apparent to his throne. This was 
not an ordinary cenſure, and therefore he muſt repel the at- 
tempt. What was the cenſure? and what the argument to 
ſupport it? Firſt, that miniſters (and the Noble Earl had 
done him the honour to include him in the number) were the 
cauſe of theſe debts being contracted. They the cauſe of the 
debts being contracted ! How ſo? Was there any man in 
this country that would lay his hand upon his heart and ſay ſo?! 
At the time when the ſubject of the debts of his Royal High- 
neſs was before Parliament on a former occaſion, he had not 
the honour of holding any official fituation under his Majeſty. 
le gave his opinion only as a Member of Parliament, and that 
opinion he was ready to maintain. He meant not however to

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Melter himſelf from cenſure, if cenſure were due, by deelar- 


ing that he was not in office in 1787. Whatever tlie Noble 
Earl might think, he was of opinion that the whole of the in- 


come propoſed t that period might be proper, although the 
income was ſufficient for his Royal Highneſs, the whole differ- 
ence being between what was proper for the ſtate of a married, 
and what was neceſſary for an unmarried Princes 

The queſtion of the preciſe amount to be granted, wasone 
on which there muſt be a diverſity of opinion; and, perhaps, 
no two perſons might exactly agree upon it; that, therefore, 
ought to be diſcuſſed. But how could it poſſibly be ſuppoſed, 
that miniſters had endeavoured to attatch _o7 unpopularity on 
the Prince, by bringing the matter forward? It was ſaid by 


the Noble Earl, that miniſters endeavoured to degrade the 


Prince of Wales by the meaſure which they now brought for- 
ward. He would wiſh to aſk, whether that Noble Earl would 
not have been among the firſt to ſay, and indeed, with a better 


chance of ſucceeding with the Public if he did, that miniſters, 


if they had wiſhed to conceal the Prince's ſituation, if they had 


reſuſed to bring this ſubject forward, that they had attempted 


to diſgrace his Royal Highneſs ? Under what ſhew of reaſon, 
under what plauſible pretences then could the. endeavour to 
aſſiſt the Prince of Wales be now brought forward againſt mi- 


niſters as an attempt to degrade: him? 80 far from belier- 


ing that any man beſides the Noble Earl was of that opinion, 
he truſted that their Lordſhips and the Public would feel that 


miniſters had done every thing practicable to ſupport the dig 


nity of his Royal Highneſs. 


Another point had been inſiſted upon with as little reaſon as 


the reſt. It was ſaid that miniſters were to blame for not 


bringing this buſineſs forward ſooner; and were bound to have 
prevented the 3 the debts with which the Prince of 
arraſſed. What? before any appli- 
cation had been made on the part of his Royal Highneſs to 
diſcharge his incumbrances? What right had they? What 
power had they? What influence (for ſince he had been. fo. 
charged, he was obliged to aſk) had they to do ſo? When the

application was regularly made, they brought forward the beſt 


mode they were able to hit upon, and were they therefore to 
be cenſured for ſubmitting the whole of it to Parliament? 
Indeed, if the Noble Earl blamed miniſters-for not coming 


forward on behalf of the Prince, without knowing that his 


Royal Highneſs wanted any of their aſſiſtance; to ſettle a mode 
for the payment of his debts; without knowing that he wiſhed 
to adopt any; he muſt ſay that the blame was of a very extra- 
ordihary nature. There would have been great indelicacy in 
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| ſuch an officious conduct; it would be highly criminal in them 
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to have held it; and for ſuch conduct, had miniſters purſued it, 
he had no doubt that the Noble Eart would have been ready 


enough to cenſure them for having adopted it. It did 


not, Lord Grenville ſaid, become him to take upon him- 
ſelf the defence of Members of the other Houſe of Par- 
liament, to whom alluſion had been made; from ſome of 
them be differed, and ſome of them he knew to be pretty well 


able to defend themſelves. They had granted large ſupplies 
.for the proſecution of this juſt and nereſſary war. They had, 
many of them, expreſſed much unwillingneſs at the preſent 
meaſure. He knew no reafon for ſaying that they were not 
actuated by a due ſenſe of their public duty; and therefore he, 
for one, was not prepared to cenſure. them for-their conduct, 
This queſtion was not a queſtion of attachment to any parti- 
cular perſon, but a queſtion, a public queſtion, on whic

Member of Parliament ought to act according to his own — 
of his public duty. There was no doubt but that there were 
ſome perſons wha wiſhed to vilify his Royal Highneſs, and 
every branch of the Royal Family. Such perſons he hoped 
were few indeed, but ſuch he was afraid there were, who 
were in principle enemies to monarchy; but ſure he was that 


it was the object of miniſters to keep monarchy reſpectable 
and dignified, and he had no doubt but that ſuch was the wiſh 


of the great maſs of the people. LN 5 

Die Duke of Clarence obſerved, that the Noble Secretary of 
State had declared that he was not a miniſter, hen the debts of 
the Prince of Wales were before Parliament on a former oecca- 
fron. The Noble Lord was minifter in 1792, and he deſired 


to know whether there was not a ſtatement of facts on the 


incumbrances of the Prince of Wales at that time preſented, 


in a certain quarter. He knew there was, and he might appeal 
to a Noble Lord near him for a confirmation of the fact 


(Lord Rawdon); therefore the Noble Secretary could not be 
Ignorant of the affairs of the Prince at that period. 
Lord Grenville faid, there could be no debate where there was 


no equality, and therefore he muſt decline any further conteſt 


upon this part of the ſubject. He had ſtated what part he had 
taken as a Member of Parliament, and what officially oc- 
' Eurred upon the meaſure now before the Houſe, - He did not 
apprehend it came within the ſcope of his official duty to ſtate 


in that Houſe any thing concerning an application made to

With reſpect 

to the quantum of the proviſion to be made for the eſtabliſh- 
ment of his Royal Highneſs, contrarſety of ſentiment might 

certainly ariſe, as ſhades of difference of opinion would na- 


tarally mix in a' diſcuſſion of that nature, as to whether the 


ſum ſhould be 125,000L. with the revenues of the Dutchy of 
Cornwall, or whether more or leſs? He would, however, 
quit that part of the Bill, and proceed to the next, againſt 
which he muſt enter his moſt ſolemn proteſt—he meant the 
charging the ſum to be granted on the conſolidated fund. It 
was novel to touch that fund for any ſuch purpoſe, as all an- 
tecedent expences incurred by the maintenance and ſupport 


of the Royal Family had uniformly, previous to the preſent. 
Prince of Wales's coming of age, been charged on his Ma- 
jeſty's civil liſt, His Lordſhip mentioned a famous debate 


that took place reſpecting Frederick, Prince of Wales, when 
500,0001. was yoted, and charged on the civil liſt. In the 
year 1787, when an application was made to Parliament for 


the diſcharge of debts then incurred by the Prince of Wales, 
he had felt the fame objection to the money then granted 


being charged on the aggregate fund, but had not ſtated it. 
In fact, for particular reaſons, which he would affure their 
Lordſhips were not at all connected with politics, he was not 
able to attend his duty in that Houfe. That Parliament ſhould 


conſent to recognize the debts of the Prince 6 Wales, the 
Marquis ſaid, was a matter which, upon the matureſt re- 


flection, he could not reconcile his mind to, nor did he be- 
lieve that Parliament ever noticed the incumbranees of a 
Prince of Wales, until the late application in 1787. He de- 
clared, he felt himſelf bound to oppoſe the preſent Bill, after 
the breack of faith with regard to the promiſe of the year 


| af 87. Either his Majeſty's word ought not to have been 


edged in fo ſtrong and unequivocal a manner, or the pledge 
_ ought to have been ſtrictly adhered to. The promiſe then 
made was given in the ſtrongeſt terms, and the Commons in 

their addreſs in anſwer to the Royal Meſſage declared, that 
they aCted ſpecifically on their rcliance on that premiſe. 
Parliament at that time avoided looking too minutely into the 


nature of the debts then tated to be incurred, and voted a 


_ given ſum for their diſcharge. He was forry, therefore, that

He thought alſo, that meaſures might have been 
taken for the diſcharge of the debts of his Royal Highneſs, 
without any public mention of them. The proviſions of the 
Bill did not quite ſatisfy him; beſides, his Royal Highneſs 
Was, in his mind, fully competent to enter into all the en- 
gagements provided by the Bill, and to diſcharge them with- 
out the ungracious enforcement of Parliamentary authority. 
Had his exertions fallen ſhort of his intentions, or had his 
demiſe intervened, in which caſe the debts then remaining 
undiſcharged might poſſibly never have been paid, the creditors 
would have experienced the fate they no doubt laid their ac- 
count with—they would have taken their chance, and : ſuch 
as loſt their money would only have paid the forfeit that na- 
turally belonged to the riſque: they choſe to run, a.circum- 
| Nance that might have this good effect; it would operate in 
terrorem, and hold gut a ſalutary warning to other weak and 


wicked ſpeculators. 


Another objection which he felt to the Bill was, that the 
_ proviſions of the Bill did not anſwer the purpoſes for which 
they were made. They profeſſed to liberate the Prince from 
the clamours of his creditors, and ſet him free; whereas they 
did no ſuch thing; they were not compulſatory and manda- 
tory. on all the creditors. - They would operate only on 
thoſe who ſhould chooſe to ſubmit, and an honeſt tradeſman 
would be an ideot or a madman if he took the benefit of the 
Bill, when he might recover his demands by due courſe of law. 
Some clauſe he was aware might be introduced to ſet this 
matter to rights; but as the Bill ſtood at preſent it was ex- 
tremely defective. An honeſt creditor would not, doubtleſs, 
ſubmit to the inconveniences which the Bill impoſed on him, 
while he had other means of recovering his money. Accord- 
ing to the proviſions of the Bill, every creditor who exhibited 
his claim under it, muſt produce his books and accounts to 
be examined; he muſt likewiſe produce all his vouchers; and 
during the time that his books, accounts, and vouchers, were 
under the examination, all of them might poſſibly be ſorced to 
undergo, perhaps a change of commiſſioners might take place, or 
ſome new circumſtance ariſe torender commencement of inveſ- 
tigation de novo neceſſary; and after all the loſs of time and trouble 
that he has had, he would receive only ſome debentures, which he 
may certainly diſpoſe of, but it muſt be at a conſiderable diſcount, 
or he might keep them, and they would be paid off by different 


inſtalments ſeyeral years after. That part of the Bj

poſſibly be remedied in the Committee, but he did not ſee 
how it could be effectually remedied. He did not think the 
precautions relative to future Princes of Wales at all neceſ- 
fary to make à part of the preſent Bill. He ſhould deem it 
his duty to give his vote againſt the Bill, becauſe he could 
not conſent to the new doctrine of charging the expence the 
Bill would put the Public to, on the conſolidated ſund; and 
if the Bill were to paſs, he was perſuaded it would be found 


ſo extremely defective, that it would be neceſſary next year 
to bring forward another Bill to explain and amend. The 


Marquis concluded a very able and manly ſpeech with return 


ing thanks to their Lordſhips for having favoured him with 


ſo much of their attention.

In reply to what, the Noble Marquis had obſerved, "that if 


the payment of the debts were not to be recogniſed by Par- 


lament, and ſome of them were left unpaid'on the demiſe of 


his Royal Highneſs, that it would be an wholefome lefon to 


wicked creditors ; he ſaid it would nor confine itſelf to wicked 


creditors alone, though he could with it fo to do, but would 
extend alſo to creditors of a different deſcription, to men as 
honeſt and as uſeful and reſpectable in the community, as 


any of the Noble Peers then preſent. 


With regard to what had paſfed between the Noble Secre- _ 

_ tary and the Royal Duke, he completely acquitted the Noble 
Secretary of State of having taken any part in a plan to ren.

he had heard any language in another place (the Houſe of 


Commons) expreſſive of reſentment, it certainly did not - 
ply to the Noble Secretary of State, but was uttered in ab- 
!!!... Ns Fi ' horrence 
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horrence of the conduct of other men. When they alerted 
that the Princely dignity could not be ſupported with leſs than 
100,000]. or 125,090. per annum, it was but reaſonable 
to inſer, that no more than 50,0001. per annum had formerly 
been allowed, with a view to make him dependent upon mi- 
niſters, and reduce him again to the neceſſity of another ap- 
plication. Though he diſapproved of the junction of the two 
diſtinct objects in one Bill, he ſaid he ſhould vote for its com- 
ment, becauſe he did not with to expoſe his Royal High- 
neſs to the inconveniences which mult attend the cr of 
the Bill altogether. + 

The Earl of Caernarvon ſaid, that he rofh only to obſerve, 
that though he by no means "approved of the Bill, as it ap- 


peared to him to be quite inadequate to. the purpoſes which it 


profeſſed, yet he could not agree with his Noble Relation (the 
Marquis of Buckingham) in rejecting the Bill in toto; he did 
not feel with him and ſome other Noble Lords, that the clauſes 
to bar the claim of creditors ought or indeed could have been 
in a ſeparate Bill. The debts which unfortunately encumber 
the Prince could not by any means bc arranged for payment, 
unleſs the cyeditors, accepting the public ſecurity inſtead of their 
preſent precarious ſituation, are barred from any claim on the 
Prince; nor could. his fituation be gradually diſencumbered 
from the embarraſſments under which he at preſent laboured, 
if the miſmanagement of his ſervants contracted a new ſet of 


debts whilſt the operation of an Act of Parliament paid off 


the old. The objectionable part of this Bill appears to be, the 
diſproportion between the proviſion for the payment of the 
debts, and the maintenance and ſupport of the dignity of the 
Prince of Wales; but this is the proper ſubject of a Committee, 
if any alteration is practicable. 

Lord Rawden (Earl of Moira) roſe to anſwer the appeal 


made to him by the Noble Duke near him (the Duke of Cla- 


rence), which took him ſo much of the ſudden, that he could 
not immediately call to mind the particular circumſtances of 
the tranſaction referred to; but upon better recollection, it did 
occur to him, that he had ſeen a paper ſtating the Prince's 


ſituation at the time alluded to, and that an application was 


made upon the ſubject, in a manner that precluded an anſwer. 
With regard to the principle of the preſent Bill, it was un- 
doubtedly two-fold, and the different objects of the dif- 
ferent parts of it ſa. oppoſite, that the one counteracted the 
other. What in the early part of the Bill it profeſſed to 
do, in the ſubſequent parts of it it rendered null and 
void; becauſe it made it impracticable. He had hoped the 
Noble Secretary of State would have entered into ſome further 
explanation of the tranſactions relative to the buſineſs * 
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had done. He had given a fair and a manly out-line 
of the objects of the Bill, but he had not entered into the 
detail of particulars in general ſo well known, that filence re- 
ſpecting them would be far more awkward than their detail. 
There is no ſecret to be revealed; every part of all the relative 
tranſactions had been diſcuſſed in every private circle as well 
as every public company in the kingdom. The reflection of 
every man in the country ought, in his mind, to be exerciſed 
upon the ſituation of the Prince, that they might ſee when he 
came forward in ſuch an open, candid, and manly way on the 
ſubject, he came forward in the light of contrition for his im- 
prudence and paſt errors; for in no other light than that of 
the deepeſt contrition, on the part of his Royal Highneſs, 
could the late meſſage of his Majeſty to both Houſes be 
_ conſidered, and ſtill more the meſſage from the Prince 
himſelf. His errors, as had been well obſeryed, had 
been magnified into crimes ; and a Noble Duke had gone 
ſo far as to cenſure the Prince for what he termed his 
raſh extravagance; but he was ſatisfied the Noble Duke 
had uſed the expreſſion without intending the ſlighteſt diſ- 
reſpeCt to his Royal Highneſs. He could not himſelf view 
it in any ſuch light. He thought he had been guilty of ſome 
imprudence, but neither of raſh extravagance nor criminal 
conduct. He had always been one of thoſe who had been 
uniformly of opinion, that the income of the Prince, as pro- 
vided by Parliament, was inadequate to the neceſſary current 
expences of his Royal Highneſs's ſituation, and therefore he was 
the leſs ſurpriſed at his running in debt. He could not, how- 
ever, concur with the Noble Earl who had ſpoken lately (Lord 
Lauderdale), in his ſuppoſition, that the large grants made in 
former periods of the preſent century to Queen Anne, George 
the Firſt, and George the Second, had been ſhaped into 
a kind of Catechiſm, and been put into the Prince's hands 
early in life, that he might regulate his conduct by them, and 
aſſure himſelf, that when his debts ſhould amount to a ſum 
ſufficiently large, he had nothing but to make his ſituation 
known to Parliament, and have all his incumbrances removed. 
So far from it, he ſpoke from his own knowledge, when 
he declared, that at the time when his Royal Highneſs was 
preſented with the firſt general ſtatement of the amount of his 
debts, a ſtatement made on a ſmaller and more moderate compu- 
tation than had ſince been reſorted to, he was at once extreme- 
1y ſurpriſed and ſeriouſly affected. He had gone on heedleſsly 


involving himſelf by little and little, without giving himſelf 
time to reflect on the Arabic proverb— |

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and had forgotten that by ſmall additions to his debts the ag-

gregate ſwelled to a larger amount. . | | 
His Lordſhip deprecated the language and manner in which 


the ſubject had been treated in another place. When he firſt 


ſaw the newſpaper reports of what had been ſaid by different 
Members of that Aſſembly, he took it for granted, that what 
was put into the mouths of ſeveral ſpeakers was a foul miſre- 


cen preſent at the diſcuſſions in queſtion, he was ſorry to 


learn, that there was but too much truth in the newſpaper re- 


ports. Had he been a Member of that Houſe, he ſhould have 
diſcuſſed the ſubject in a way extremely different from that 
which had been adopted and purſued, If it was poſſible for 


him to have forgotten that the perſon, whoſe intereſts were 


under conſideration, was a Prince of the Blood, and Heir Ap- 


parent to the Crown, who in the fulneſs of time was to be 
their Sovereign, he at leaſt would have taken care, for the ſake 


of his own character, to have held in mind that he was ſpeak- 


ing of a Gentleman, and that a Gentleman who had confeſſed 


his errors in terms of the moſt manly and explicit ſubmiſſion, 
and thrown himſelf on the liberality of Parliament. Surely 
thoſe, who principally took part in the diſcuſſions in another 


place, would not have done themſelves leſs honour if they had 


treated the Prince with ſomewhat more reſpect. Had he had 
a ſeat in that Aſſembly, he ſhould have made up his mind as 
to the part he ought to take ; if he had thought the applica- 
tion to Parliament improper and unfit to be attended to, he 
would have rejected it with a filent reſerve; but if he had en- 
tertained a different ſentiment, he would have ſhewn himſelf 
liberal, and have diſentangled the Prince without diſgracing 
him. He deſerved to be treated with lenity, and not with ſo 
indiſcriminating a degree of harſhneſs as he had experienced. 
If the Houſe had thought proper to entertain the application 
conveyed by his Majeſty's meſſage, and had determined to grant 
the Prince an additional allowance, his indiſcretions ſhould 
have been buried in oblivion. 'There could be no medium 
between that and rejecting the application. If the Houſe had 
conſulted its own dignity, conſidered the delicacy of the 
Prince's ſituation, or regarded the reſpect due to monarchy at 
this moment, ſuch would have been its conduct; but ſo far 
from acting in this manner, they had purſued a line of con- 


duct directly the reverſe of every thing delicate, liberal, and 


reſpectful; they had received, diſcuſſed, and decided on the 
_ preſent Bill, a Bill which counteracted its own avowed pur- 
"79 and inſtead of reſcuing monarchy, and relieving the 
Prince from his embarraſſments, added to the latter, and de- 


geg but upon a pain, of ſome of thoſe who had 


graded 
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graded the former. By the Bill a ſmaller income was allowed 
the Prince while married, than experience proved he was able 
to live on when ſingle ; and not only ſo, but leſs, infinitely 
leſs, than thoſe who brought in and conducted the Bill had ad- 
_ mitted, in the moſt explicit manner, was neceſſary for his 
ſplendour and dignity. The Bill profeſſed to give the Prince 
an eſtabliſhment of t 25, ocol. a year; but could it be ſaid, that 
it was granted for the purpoſes propoſed and profeſſed ? Thus 
they were acting equally againſt the intereſts of the Monarchy 

and the Public, by reſtricting the Prinee to an income, which 

1t would be impoſſible for him to live upon. He would atk 
thoſe Noble Lords, whether the preſent Bill was not in every title 
of it totally different from the meaſure: propoſed to his Royal 
Highneſs, as well as contrary to his own opinion and wiſhes. 
His Lordſhip ſaid, he thought the Prince had been hardly dealt 


with, and he knew the Prince thought ſo himſelf, He had 
heard the meſſage that day delivered by a Noble Earl of their 


Royal Highnefles . houſehold, in which the Prince had fig- 
niſied his acquieſcence in whatever the wiſdom of their Lord- 
ſhips ſhould think proper to recommend; in conſequence-of 
that meſſage, and of what had fallen from an illuſtrious Duke 
(theDuke of Clarence), he ſhould ſacrifice his own opinion, and 
not oppoſe the Bill. His Royal Highneſs had honoured him with 
his confidence, and he knew that he felt, and always had felt, 
the utmoſt deference to the opinion of Parliament, to whoſe 
judgment he was determined at all times cheerfully to ſubmit, 
On that ground, therefore, he had acquieſced in ſo general a 
manner to the wiſdom of the two Houles ; but it did not fol- 
low that the Prince did not feel the harſhneſs with which he 
had been treated, that he did not obſerve the various and im- 
portant alterations made in the Bill in the courſe of the 
diſcuſſions it had undergone in another place, and was not 
aware that it involved him in a moſt unpleaſant and diſtreſling 
dilemma. As the Prince had acquieſced in the deciſion of 
their Lordſhips, whatever it might be, his Lordfhip ſaid, he 
would not oppoſe the Bill; but he muſt, nevertheleſs, remark 
that acquieſcence in the will of Parliament was one thing, ap- 
probation of the meaſure another; it was impoſſible that the 
Prince could be ſaid to approve of the Bill, becauſe he knew 
the Prince thought that a Bill more inconſiſtent, more con- 

tradictory, more degrading to himſelf, and more inimical to 
his eaſe and his intereſts, could not have been framed. Let 
their Lordſhips only for one moment conſider the abſurdity of 
conduct that had been purſued by miniſters reſpecting his 
Royal Highnefs, and he would leave it to their own candour to 
decide whether he had not reaſon to complain of having been 
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hardly dealt with. While he was ſingle, he was allowed 
73,000). a year (60, oool. and the revenues of the Dutchy of 
Cornwall, 13,000. per annum); and now, when he was mar- 
ried to an amiable Princeſs, only 60,0001. a year. Was this 
reconcileable ro reaſon or propriety? As the Prince, on the 
33 occaſion, had paid ſo much reſpect to public opinion, 
ſignified through the Repreſentatives of the People, he truſted 

that the liberality of the Public would not fall ſhort of the 
Prince's condeſcenſion, but that Parliament would take an 
early opportunity of reviſing the meaſure, reconſidering it, 
and acting in that liberal manner, which he was perſuaded, Parlia- 
ment, on more mature deliberation of all the circumſtances of 

the caſe, would hold it right to adopt. F 
With regard to the meaſure taken by the Houſe of Com- 
mons in 1787, when à Meſſage, amounting to a promiſe, that 
his Royal Highneſs ſhould not again involve himſelf in debt, 
Was delivered to the Houſe of Commons, on which ſo great a 
ſtreſs had been laid by the Noble Marquis; his Lordſhip ſaid 
he knew not who, on that occafion, adviſed the Prince, but 
he well recollected that he himſelf had been againſt a promiſe 

of that kind, and that while the negotiations were on foot, the 
Prince aſſured him that he could not undertake to keep out of 
debt on the allowance intended to be given; and he ſtated, 
before the meſſage was delivered, what his opinion of it was, 
from having heard it previouſly read, which differed ſo much 
from what it really was, that he (Lord Rawdon) declared he 
believed it was deemed an object to induce him to conſent to 
the promiſe, which the Prince was by no means willing to do, 
and that the meſſage could only have been ſlightly read over to 
him, becauſe it amounted to a direct dereliction of the Prince's 
profeſſed principles. Agreeable to what the Prince had himſelf 
ſaid on that occaſion, he ſoon after found himſelf again in- 
yolved in debt; and now, when it was neceſſary, on account 
of his marriage, to grant him an eſtabliſhment, what ſort of 
a meaſure had been taken? a meaſure, complicated and con- 

tradictory in the extreme. The object of the meaſure, as in 
the preamble of the Bill it was ſtated to be, was to give an in- 
creaſed income to his Royal Highneſs the Prince of Wales. 
That increaſed income was declared expreſsly to be neceſſary 
to maintain the ſplendour and dignity of the Heir Apparent; 
and the ſplendour and dignity of the Prince was, in a national 
paint of view, deemed eſſential to the arrangement. If ſuch 
then was the object of the Bill, if it was meant to give 
that dignity and ſplendour, how was the object anſwered ? 
Not in the ſmalleſt degree; on the contrary, it was entirely 
defeated by the ſubſequent clauſes and proviſions of Sy 


W 
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Bill. The Prince, previous to the Bill's operation, if it were 


to paſs, as he had no doubt it would, poſſeſſed an income of 


73,0001. a yeat, whereas he would now he left with a reduced 


income, an income of only 65,0001. and thus he would be 


diſmiſſed from his exalted rank in the community, and muſt 


e ſeek refuge in retirement, as a private Gentleman. 


Surely ſo extraordinary an alteration ſhould have been more 
fully explained to Parliament than it had been. If the latter 
part of the arrangement muſt be obſerved, the former muſt be 


defeated, and it would be impoſlible to fulfil the purpoſe of 
the Bill by maintaining. the ſplendour and dignity of a Prince 
of Wales, ſuch as the nation had decided to be a neceſſary ap- 


pendage to the Monarchy. His Royal Highneſs felt this con- 
tradiction, and thought, from the imperfection of the meaſure, 
that it was highly probable the wiſdom of Parliament muſt, 
on an early future day, be again called upon and conſulted. 


Whatever was the private opinion of his Royal Highneſs as an 
individual, he nevertheleſs ſubmitted the whole of the diſpo- 
ſition of his affairs to the wiſdom of the two Houſes, and with 
the utmoſt cheerfulneſs would accede to any appropriation of 
his income that Parliament ſhould deem neceſſary; a line of 
conduct which entitled the Prince to the confidence of the 


Houſe, and deſerved reſpect. His Lordſhip declared he knew 


not who adviſed the application to Parliament on the preſent 
occaſion; if he had had the honour of being conſulted, he 
ſhould have endeavoured to diſſuade the Prince from makin 

it, In regard to the Bill, he knew that the Prince had ern 
to accept 100, oool. a year, excluſive of the revenues of the 
Dutchy of Cornwall, and that go, oool. a year ſhould be ſet 


apart for twenty-two years, and appropriated for the payment 
of his debts. W 
Cornwall, as the illuſtrious Duke near him had ſtated, he 
knew his Royal Highneſs looked io them with no other view 
than as a means of paying his debts. | 


ith reſpect to the arrears of the Dutchy of 


_ Miniſters, by adopting the Prince's ideas, might have cloſed 


the intereſts of all parties more to the general ſatisfaction of 
each; but they choſe rather to ſuppoſe, that the Public enter- 

tain no generous and liberal ſentiments towards the Prince, 
and in their introduction of che preſent Bill, to talk of the awk- 
wardneſs and the ſhame they felt on the occaſion, in the ſtyle 
of language referred to by the illuſtrious Duke near him, in 


the courſe of his ſpeech, encouraging the Public, from the con- 


| fidence ſo repoſed in them, to take it for granted that the 


Prince's conduct had ſomething in it, that merited the ſevereſt 


reprobation, and would neither ſtand the teſt of inveſtigation 
Kor bear the light, Hence all that calumny that had been fo 


inde- 
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indefatigably circulated, not only in print-ſhops and pamphlets, 
but in every circle of perſons from the higheſt rank to the 
loweſt. Alarmed at the tide of detraction that thus rolled 
upon the Prince's character, he had thought it his duty to 
ſtate the current reports reſpecting him to his Royal Highneſs, 
who ſet his mind perfectly at eaſe by the moſt ample, ſatiſ- 
factory, and complete refutation of all the ſcandalous ſtories 
circulated at his expence, and clearly proved that from the 
induſtry with which they were propagated, and the eaſy credit 
they obtained, they were more a diſgrace to the country than 
to him. But the matter would not, his Lordſhip ſaid, reſt on 
his explanation, all the debts being ſubject to the inveſtigation 
of the commiſſioners named in the Bill, an inveſtigation which 
the Prince, much to his honour, was rather eager to court than 
defirous to avoid. . OE | 15 5 
In the appointment of thoſe commiſſioners however he muſt 
obſerve, that a freſh inſtance of want of reſpect to his Royal 
Highneſs was to be found. He had not been at all conſulted 
about the nomination of thoſe who were to ſtand in the com- 
miſſion; nor was there one of the officers of his houſehold, or 
any perſon confidentially connected with him, among them. 
It was therefore to be recollected, that the miniſter, by taking 
upon himſelf the nomination, had taken. care to create a ſort 
of influence, which might prove extremely uſeful to him at 
fome future Weſtminſter election, becauſe the commiſſioners 
were veſted with a diſcretional power as to the order of 
diſcharge of debentures, and it was poſlible for them to make 
a partial and unfair ſelection in favour of thoſe cxeditors, who 
are molt ready to promote their wiſhes either in an election 
or on any other occafion. Convinced as he was that the Prince 
had been hardly treated, and that his Royal Highneſs, though 
he thought it became him to ſignify his acquieſcence in 
whatever the wiſdom of Parliament ſhould recommend, by no 
means approved of the Bill, he ſhould not give it oppoſition, 
nor would he attempt to propoſe any amendments, becauſe he 
ſaw its contradiFtions in principle, and its defects in point of 
proviſion, were ſo maniſeſt and glaring, that he was perſuaded 
the neceſſity for ſome material alterations would ſuggeſt itſelf 
ſo forcibly in the next ſeſſion of Parliament, that it could not 
be reſiſted. At the ſame time that he ſtated that to be his 
opinion, he declared he did not concur with the Noble Earl 
(Lord Lauderdale) in thinking that an intention to degrade 
and diſgrace the Prince was imputable to miniſters. He acquitted 
them of any ſuch intention; but he muſt neverthelefs contend 
that ſuch would be the effect of their mode of proceeding on 
the occaſion, and the manner in which the ſubject 1 
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treated while under diſcuſſion, both within doors and without- 
He could not, he ſaid, fit down without taking ſome ſhort notice 
of what he hoped he had miſunderſtood in the Noble Earl, when 

he thought he ſaid ſomething like an infinuation that any ſe- 
verity of remark on the conduct of the Prince would give plea- 
ſure to an ear, which he believed never had, nor he hoped 
never would receive ſatisfaction from any thing that tended 
to the prejudice of his Royal Highneſs. He was confident 
that ſuch was the cordial affection and filial duty of the Prince, 
and fuch the reciprocal love and eſteem of the exalted cha- 
rafter, which he ſuppoſed to be alluded to, that no cenſures 
levelled at the ſon could be welcome or acceptable to the 
parent. He knew, that the Prince poſſeſſed a heart overflowin 
with gratitude to his Royal Father, from a full conviction a 
ſenſe of his obligations to him; and ſhame be to the man, ſaid 
his Lordſhip emphatically, who would ſow the ſeeds of diſcord 
and diſunion, where filial piety on the one hand, and fincere 
regard on the other, have taken ſuch deep root. 
The Earl of Lauderdale ſpoke in reply. He ſaid he felt ſome 
ſatisfaction in riſing at that moment, as he had an opportunity 
at once of making a few obſervations on what had fallen 
from the Noble Lord, and on ſome of the arguments urged by 
the Noble Secretary of State. His Lordfhip contended that 
nothing had fallen from any of the Noble Lords, that could be 
called a vindication of miniſters. He had always thought that 
the Prince's income had been inadequate ; at the fame time he 
never would agree to have it made ſo much a greater burden 
upon the people for the purpoſe of paying his debts. He had 
_ uniformly believed, and now he had heard from authority, the 
nature of the meſſage in 1787, which was, that it did not come 
as an actual promiſe from the Prince, but as a meaſure which 
miniſters thought politically convenient for themſelves at the 
time; and they had perſuaded his Royal Highneſs, againſt his 
own opinion, to agree to it; and their Lordſhips might recol- 
lect that it came not in the ſhape of a meflage from the Prince, 
but was communicated to Parliament in the meſſage from the 
Crown. Promiſes of this ſort they had known before. In elu- 
cidation of which remark, the Earl mentioned the firſt addi- 
tion granted to the civil liſt in 1769, and that in 1777, when 
the Speaker of the Houſe of Commons had made a ſpeech at 
their bar, which had juſtly merited and received the repeated 
thanks of both Houſes of Parliament, with one diſſentient voice 
only in the Houſe of Commons, when the ſubject was delibe- 
rately diſcuſſed four days afterwards. He adverted to a new 
ſort of reaſoning that had been uſed that night; Noble Lords 
| talked of ſupporting the Bill, becauſe its abſurdity was fo 8

was ſorry to hear ſuch declarations in that 


much cenſure attached to the miniſters in the whole of this 
buſineſs; and was ſure, if other men had been in power, and 


other men more naturally connected with his Royal Highneſs 
had given advice, ſuch embarraſſments never would have oc- 
curred: An ample revenue would have been firſt allowed to the 


Prince, and then an additional income upon his marriage; and 


all that would have been done by other miniſters with credit 
to the Prince and juſtice to the people. But he would willingly 
lend himſelf to miniſters, when he thought their conduct right, 
and in ſome reſpects that was his opinion on the preſent occaſion. 
Before he ſat down he begged leave to ſet the Noble Earl who 


ſpoke laſt to rights, as to the ſuppoſed inſinuation that the 


oppoſition to this Bill was made to give pleaſure to the ear of 
a certain illuſtrious Perſonage: He ſhould think himſelf juſti- 


flably conſidered as a madman. or a fool, had he ſaid any ſuch 


thing. What he ſaid alluded to a very different quarter; and 
it muſt have been obvious that he meant miniſters, when he 
obſerved, that he could not conceive any one would endeayour 


to degrade his Royal Highneſs, unleſs they knew it would 


pleaſe another quarter better than their conſtituents, and per- 
a a quarter which it might be more uſeful and profitable to 
them to captivate. | EOF 3 

Tord Moira apologiſed for riſing again, but he ſaid, it was 
neceſſary for him to explain ſome particulars of his ſpeech 
which had been miſconceived by the Noble Earl. With reſpect 
to the idea entertained by the Prince of this Bill, he would take 
upon himſelf to aſſert poſitively, that his Royal Highneſs con- 
fidered it to be highly prejudicial to his intereſt And indeed 
to have formed any other opinion upon it, would prove his 
Highneſs to have a mind incapable of judging. When the 


Prince of Wales was ſingle, 73, oool. a year was found inade- 


quate to the ſupport of that ſplendour, which it was deemed 


neceſſary ſor the dignity of the monarchy that the Heir Appa- 
rent ſhould maintain And now, when his expences were of 


courſe very conſiderably increaſed, it was expected that he 


mould live in greater ſplendour upon an income of ſixty-five 


thouſand per annum. Their Lordſhips, upon a few moments 


recollection, muſt perceive, that with the moſt minute attention 
and rigid ceconomy, his Royal Highneſs could not poſſibly 
| keep up any degree of ſtate and dignity upon that income; the 
conſequence mult therefore neceſſarily be, that, inſtead of the 
iplendour of a Prince, the Heir Apparent muſt live as a country 


gentleman, 
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When he tated that the high Perſonage, whoſe name he 
had taken the liberty to mention, did not conceive this Bill 
compatible with his intereſts, he deſired not to be ſuppoſed to 


convey an idea that the Prince wiſhed the Bill not to paſs; on 


the contrary, the Prince was willing to adopt any meaſure 
which might come recommended by the wiſdom of Parliament. 
His Lordſhip again ſpoke of the negotiations that had taken 

place reſpecting the Prince's marriage, and aſked whether mi- 


niſters could 5 that the Prince was not in thoſe negotiations 


given to underſtand that Parliament would be moved to exo- 
nerate him from his embarraſſments. There appeared to him, 
he declared, a very extraordinary degree of inconſiſtency in this 
Bill; it was ſaid by its ſupporters, that the Heir Apparent 
ſhould preſerve a certain portion of ſtate and dignity, in order 
that he might aſcend the throne with the habitual reſpect of 
the people; and yet by this Bill it was rendered utterly impoſ- 
lible for the Prince to live in that manner. | „ 

Tord Grenville ſaid, that, with the utmoſt reſpect for the 
opinion of the Noble Lord who ſpoke laſt, he muſt take the 
liberty of ſtating, that the ſentiments of his Royal Highneſs 
could not be regularly conveyed to them in that manner, neither 
could he with anypropriety enter into the diſcuſſion of any ſuch 
negotiations as the Noble Lord had alluded to. What his 
Majeſty gave them in command, that they had ſubmitted to 


Parliament, and ſo far from attempting to legiſlate for Parlia- 


ment, without doors, it was their duty.to ſubmit his Majeſty's 
meſſage to both Houſes, and having taken their opinion re- 
ſpecting it, follow that opinion and adopt ſuch meaſures as the 
wiſdom of Parliament ſhould ſuggeſt and dictate. The Prince's 
gracious acquieſcence in the meaſures ſuggeſted by Parliament, 
had been communicated to them by one of his Highneſs's ſer- 
vants; and upon that communication they mult act. The Noble 
Lord had endeavoured to fix an inconſiſtency upon his Majeſty's 
miniſters, by attributing to them the opinion that it was ne- 
ceſſary that the Heir Apparent ſhould maintain a conſiderable 
degree of ſplendour. He admitted that Adminiſtration would 
certainly conſider that as a defirable circumſtance, and had 
ſuggeſted to Parliament a proviſion, which, after a certain pe- 
riod, would enable the Prince to live in a ſtyle ſuitable to his 
rank, But then, it was ſaid, that by the proviſions of this 


Bill, his Royal Highneſs would be obliged to go into retire- 
ment, and live like a private gentleman 3 that was true alſo, 
and that was what he wiſhed the Prince to do, being convinced 


that he would find it the beſt means of ſupporting his true 
dignity, his true honour, and his real happineſs, to confine 
himſelf to live within his —_— and by that means exonerate 


himſelf | 
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| himſelf from the incumbrances under which he laboured, 
rather than that any additional burden ſhould be laid upon 
the people for that purpoſe. By ſuch conduct his Royal 
Highneſs would entitle himſelf to the applauſe and admiration 
of all mankind. 8 | ER 5 
The motion for the ſecond reading of the Bill was put and 
carried without a diviſion. The Bill was then read a ſecond 
time, and ordered to be committed next day. Adjourned.

PRINCE OF WALES'S ESTABLISHMENT BILL. 


The Duke of Bedford adhered to the opinion he had delivered 
the preceding day, andcontinued to think that the mode of pro- 
ceeding that miniſters had adopted was liable to great objec- 
tion, and that if the ſeveral objects provided for by the Bill 
had been kept diſtinct and brought forward in ſeparate Bills, 
the diſcuſſion would have been leſs inconvenient, and more 
capable of being properly met and confidered. Several of the 

_ clauſes ſtruck him as requiring amendment; but as his Royal 
| Highneſs had ſignified his conſent to the Bill as it ſtood, for 
whatever any Noble Lord might ſay in the courſe of his ſpeech 
to the contrary, he muſt conſider that acquieſcing and approv- 
ing were ſynonimous in reſpect to their Parliamentary mean- 
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ing, when uſed in a meſſage like that received from his Royal 
Highneſs; and as it was generally underſtood that no alteration 
could be made in any part of the Bill, without endangering its 
fate, and thereby ſubjecting the Prince to conſiderable incon- 
venience, he ſhould give no farther oppoſition to the Bill, nor 
trouble their Lordſhips any further reſpecting it. 


Lord Grenville moved that the Order of the Day for the 
commitment of the Bill ſhould be read. | | 


Lord Walſingbam took his ſeat at the table as ſoon as the 
Order of the Day had been read, and having put the queſtion 


that the conſideration of the preamble be poſtponed, 


The Karl of Lauderdale ſaid, he thought that the fit moment 


for him to riſe, and to ſtate that he did not think the proviſions | 
of the Bill correſpondent with its avowed principle, as ſet forth _ 


in the preamble, viz. to make a ſuitable proviſion for the eſta- 
bliſhment of his Royal Highneſs the Prince of Wales in con- 
{ſequence of his late marriage. His Lordſhip argued at ſome 
length, as he had done the preceding day, and ſaid, he did not 
imagine, that the Whole of the Bill was perfectly agreeable to 
the Prince, but nevertheleſs as the Prince had fignified his ac- 


quieſcence in whatever the wiſdom of Parliament ſhould recom- 


mend as fit to be adopted reſpeCting him, he could not conſent to 
fall in with that ſort of reaſoning, the tendency of which was to 


_ eſtabliſh a diſtinction between the words acqure/cence and appro- 


bation, with a view to ſhew that the Prince did with an ill grace, 
what he thought he was entitled to the credit of having done 


_ cheerfully, and in a manner becoming the dignity of his illuſ- 
trious rank. To ſuch ſort of diſtinction he was at leaſt bound to 


ſhut his Parliamentary ears, becauſe their Lordſhips were not 
to liſten to the language that might be held by any individual 
of what deſcription ſoever without doors, but when acting in 
their legiſlative capacity muſt govern their judgment and ſhape 
their proceedings by what came before them, parliamentarily 
and in due form. Beſides, if acquieſcence err ſignified 
as it had been the preceding day by an Officer of his Royal 
Highneſs's houſehold, was not to be underſtood by their Lord- 
ſhips to mean approbation and conſent, he ſhould be ſomewhat 
at a loſs to know what meaning was to be put upon the word : 


Surely it could not be thought that the Prince, by the meſſage 


he had ſent, only meant to ſay that when the Bill paſſed into a law 
he would ſubmit to it, becauſe he muſt know, that in common 


witheveryotherſubjeCthe was bound to ſubmit and conform to an 
Accof Parliament. Indeed there were ſome things that had fallen 


from a Noble Lord in the courſe of the preceding day's debate 
(and he believed he had a right to conſider the debate of the pre- 


.tent day in the nature of an adjourned debate) that did not at all 
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ſtrike him as proper ground for argument in that Houſe as a 
Chamber of Parliament. Very far from it. He conſidered what 
had been ſaid about certain negotiations ſtated to have been 
held with minifters upon the ſubjeCt of what Parliament would 
do reſpecting the Prince's debts, to be language unfit and rather 


indecent to be ſtated to their Lordſhips, as a reaſon to influence 
their deliberations and deciſions on a Bill of ſo much im- 


portance as that before the Committee. It appeared from what 


had been ſaid the preceding day, that a plan had been projected 
for an application to Parliament for a much larger ſum than 
the Bill propoſed. Had any ſuch attempt been made, his Lord- 
ſhip declared, he ſhould have held it his duty moſt ſtrenuouſly 


:0 have oppoſed it, becauſe he never could admit the amount 


of the debts of an individual as a fit ground for Parliament to 
increaſe its liberality. On ſuch an occaſion as that, much as he 
differed from miniſters (and he ſhould in all probability continue 


to differ from them on moſt political matters), he ſhould glory to 


join them in their efforts to reſiſt any propoſitionof that unſeemly 


nature. His Lordſhip argued at ſome length on the ſeveral 


topics he had alluded to, and declared that in conſequence of 


the Prince having ſignified his conſent to the Bill, and for other 


reaſons, but not on account of any arguments he had heard in 


that Houſe, rather, perhaps, on account of ſomething he had 
heard out of it, he ſhould not attempt to move any amendment, 
or interfere with any of the clauſes of the Bill. 8 | 


Lord Rewdon (Earl of Moira) ſaid, that he had not thought 


it neceſſary for him to riſe in conſequence of what had fallen 


from the Noble Duke who opened the debate, becauſe, though 
the Noble Duke pointed at his argument the preceding day, he 
had put the matter upon general grounds; but it was im- 
_ pollible for him to fit filent, after what their Lordſhips had 
heard from the Noble Earl who had juſt ſat down. He till 
held the opinion reſpecting the Bill under confideration which 
he had before ſtated, and he muſt contend that he had a right 
to ſtate, by way of argument, what he had repeatedly heard 
_ elſewhere, but in ſuch a manner as left him no reaſon to doubt 
of its authenticity. He certainly did not ſtate it fron: the au- 
thority of the Prince, or any other perſon, but as a matter 
which he himſelf knew to be founded; and he would call upon 
his Majeſty's miniſters to declare, whether his Royal High- 
neſs, when the topic of his marriage was under diſcuſſion, had 
not been given to underſtand that he was to be exonerated 
from his incumbrances entirely. Upon that ground, and that 


ground only, had the matter proceeded and was it fair, decent, 


or even juſt, he would aſk, to invite an amiable Princeſs to this 
country to ſhare in the Prince's ſplendour and dignity, when 
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by the operation.of the preſent meaſure his Royal Highneſs. 


muſt neceſſarily forego all pretenſions to the dignity and ſplen- 


dour confeſſedly proper for his high rank as Heir Apparent to 
the Crown, and mult ſeek the retirement of a private gentle- 


man? His Lordſhip warmly reprobated the Bill as diſreſpectful 
and degrading to the Prince, and every way abſurd and incon- 
ſiſtent. It ſet out, he ſaid, with a falſe and diſhoneſt aſſump- 
tion; an aſſumption which moſt of its clauſes contradicted and 


rendered null and void. If it were true, that 125,000l. a-year 


was a ſuitable eſtabliſhment for his Royal Highneſs, and, 


as had been ſaid in argument, that ſplendour and dignity were 


abſolutely neceſſary appendages of a Prince of Wales, how 
was it poſſible for his Royal Highneſs to ſupport any thing 
in a due degree of ſplendour and dignity on ſo reduced an in- 
come as the taking away 73,0001. would leave him out of the 
125,000]. with the revenues of the Dutchy of Cornwall? 
Again, how abſurd was the diſpoſition which the Bill provided ! 
Surely it muſt be obvious to every man of common ſenſe, 
that if the Prince could ſupport himſelf and his amiable 
Princeſs on ſo ſlender an income for nine or ten years, it 
was prodigality and profuſion to grant the Prince an income 


of 73,0001. a-year more. If it was conſtitutionally neceſſary 
that ſuch rank and appearance ſhould be held by the Prince, it 


was aCting contrary to the intereſts of the Monarchy, and 


therein contrary to the intereſts of the country, which was at- 


tached to the intereſts of the Monarchy, to make ſuch arrange- 
ments as would not permit him to ſupport that dignity. His 


Royal Highneſs muſt draw the ſame inference; and eve 
man in his cloſet reaſoning upon the ſubject, would and mult 


neceſſarily draw the ſame concluſion. At the expiration of the 
nine years of retirement, where would be the difference of ſitu- 
ation of the Prince, as relative to the Monarchy ?: If he could 
not ſupport the becoming dignity as propoſed during the nine 
years, at the expiration of that term he ſtood exactly in the ſame 
relative ſituation to the country as he now did; and according 


to this principle, all he received above the preſent propoſed in- 
come would be a lavith waſte of the public money. If, on 
the contrary, ſuch arrangements were made, as would diſen- 


cumber his Royal Highneſs, he could take upon him to ſay, that 
from the diſpoſition of his Highneſs, all matters might in fu- 


ture proceed to the ſatisfaction of the nation. He condemned 
the Bill, as bearing the appearance of driving his Royal High- 


neſs into retirement, and not even leaving him the grace of the 


meaſure. His Lordſhip argued theſe points in conſiderable de- 


tail, and ſaid, that although he did not ſpeak officially on any

thing more than his own individual opinion, he muſt perſiſt in 
ſaying that the Bill was deluſive, degrading, and injurious to 


the Prince's honour and intereſts, and that the Prince, though + 


he had not given him any authority to ſay as much, entertained 
| ſentiments congenial to his own on the ſubject. tr. 
© Lord Thurlow ſaid, he was extremely happy to have heard 


the explanation given by the Noble Lord reſpecting a part of 


his ſpeech the preceding day, becauſe he was ſure that the de- 
claration he had made, that he delivered only his own ſentiments 
and did not ſpeak on the authority of his Royal Highneſs, muſt 
afford every one of their Lordſhips the higheſt ſatisfaction. 
With regard to any negotiations that might have taken place 
elſewhere, they undoubtedly were not proper ſubjects of dif- 
cuſſion in that Houſe. It was impoſſible to ſuppoſe that in 
forming any arrangement for an eſtabliſhment for the Prince of 
Wales, a variety of communications ſhould not have taken 
place between his Royal Highneſs and his Majeſty's miniſters ; 
; bor they could not either with decency or with any regard to 
regularity be brought forward in Parliament. With reſpect to 


his Royal Highneſs's conſent to the preſent Bill, it had been 
ſignified in due form to the Houſe; and it was indiſpenſibly ne- 


ceſſary, not, as a Noble Earl had obſerved, that it was to be con- 
ſtrued into a declaration that the Prince would ſubmit to an 
Act of Parliament and pay due obedience to the law of the 
land, but becauſe the uniform practice of Parliament was 
never to entertain a Bill affecting the private intereſts of an in- 
dividual, without firſt having it ſignified to them that the indivi- 
dual whoſe intereſts were to be affected by the Bill, gave his con- 
ſent to it. In the caſe of a living or an eſtate in which the 
Crown had an intereſt, it was the invariable rule that his Majeſty's 
conſent ſhould be ſtared by one of his ſervants, and their Lord- 
ſhips all knew that the uſage prevailed with equal force in all 
common eſtate Bills. In the preſent caſe the conſent of his 
Royal Highneſs was neceſſary, becauſe the Bill diſpoſed of the 
revenues of the Dutchy of Cornwall, which were the un- 


doubted perſonal property of the Prince. His conſent was not 
neceſſary to the other part of the Bill, that reſpecting his eſtabliſh- 


ment, becauſe Parliament had an indiſputable right to aſſiſt him 
with whatever they thought proper; that was a grant of their 


own, and ſubje to no controul whatever. With regard, 


therefore, to the annuities given by the Bill, it would con- 
ſequently have been equaily improper for his Royal Highneſs 


to have offered, as for either Houſe to have liſtened to, any 


opinion of his Royal Highneſs that could have been ſuggeſted 
to them. V 1 ru„̃, 3/208 
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Lord Grenwille juſtified the conduct of his Majeſty's mi- 

niſters reſpecting the Bill, in every part of the proceeding 
relating to it; 1 10 received his Majeſty's commands to 
deliver a meſſage to both Houſes of Parliament on the ſubject 
of his Royal Highneſs's marriage, which rendered an eſta- 
bliſhment for the Prince and Princeſs neceſſary, in which 
meſſage his Majeſty had ſaid, that he felt himſelf under the 
nee of communicating to the Houſes that the benefit of 
any ſettlement to be made by them could not be effectually 
ſecured to the Prince of Wales without providing the means 
of freeing him from incumbrances to a large amount ; but that, 
anxious as his Majeſty was to relieve the Prince from theſe dif- 
ficulties, he entertained no idea of propoſing to his Parlia- 
ment to make any proviſion for this object, otherwiſe than by 
an application of a part of the income which might be ſettled 
on the Prince, &c. as well as by appropriating and ſecuring 
the revenues ariſing from the Dutchy of Cornwall. In con- 
ſequence of which, the Houſe of Commons had proceeded to 
the confideration of the ſubject of all the matters recom- 
mended by his Majeſty to their conſideration, and had framed 
the preſent Bill, and paſſed-it after repeated diſcuſhons and 
much deliberation ; it therefore came before their Lordſhips 
with the weight and authority of the recommendation of the 
Houſe of Commons, and had reached the ſtage of a Com- 
mittee before their Lordſhips, and he truſted it would ulti- 
mately receive the ſanction of that Houſe.  _ 
The acquieſcence of his Royal Highneſs the Prince of 
Wales to the Bill, had been communicated by one of his ſer- 

_ yants; he had therefore, he confeſſed, been ſomewhat ſurpriſed, 
at having the preceding day heard from a Noble Baron (Lord 
Rawdon) that the Prince did not approve of it though he 
acquieſced in it. The diſtinction ſtruck his ear, as a Noble 
Duke (Duke of Bedford) and a Noble Earl (Lord Lauderdale) 
had that day declared it appeared to them, to be unparlia- 
mentary and highly irregular ; it had therefore afforded him, 
as it muſt have done moſt of their Lordſhips, extreme ſatiſ- 

faction in having heard the Noble Baron that day declare, 
that what he had ſpoken the preceding day on that point, he 
had delivered only as his own individual opimion, and not by 
any authority from his Royal Highneſs. With regard to the 
Noble Baron's declaration that he was perſuaded the Prince 
ſhared in his ſentiments reſpecting the Bill, he was equally | 

_ entitled to conclude, that the Prince concurred in his opinion 

upon the ſubject; and as to the negotiations hinted at by the 
Noble Lord, he knew of no ſuch negotiations ; leaſt of all 

could he admit that miniſters had given his Royal Highneſs 


to 
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to underſtand what Parliament would do for him on his mar- 
riage. They knew their duty too well to undertake for more 
than obviouſly fell within their province to attempt. They 
knew it was their duty to fubmit whatever his Majeſty gave 
them in command to Parliament ; but that having done ſo, 
they were bound to take the ſenſe of Parliament, and that 
ſenſe being known, to follow it with the molt attentive reſpect; 
but that it would ill become them to dictate to Parliament, 
when they delivered his Majeſty's moſt gracious meſſage, 
much leſs ro preſume to legiſlate for the two Houſes, or anſwer 
beforehand for what they would think the proper meaſure to 
be adopted in a caſe at once ſo delicate in its nature, and ſo 
difficult to be decided upon. 'To entertain any ſuch ſuppo- 
fition was more injurious to the credit of his Majeſty's mi- 
niſters, than it was derogatory to the honour and dignity of 
the Prince to imagine, that had miniſters acted in ſo raſh and 
indecent a manner, his Royal Highneſs would have liſtened 
to them for a ſingle moment. | V?! 
The Earl of Caernar von ſaid, that the duty of the Houſe 
in the preſent ſtage of the Bill, was to endeavour to ſtrike a 
ſair medium between the dignity of a Prince of Wales, in 
whoſe ſituation, as long as the conſtitution is monarchical, 
the Public muſt be deeply intereſted, and the fair claim and 
rights of juſt creditors. The attempt would be difficult 
in itſelf, even if the ground was open to conſideration; but, 
circumſtanced as it is, and as even an amendment might be 
fatal to the Bill, he ſhould follow the example of other Noble 
Lords, and reſtrain himſelf from making ſome propoſitions, 
which he ſhould otherwiſe have been inclined to make, and 
ſhould not enter into the detail of the proviſions of a Bill, 
which he could not in prudence alter; as it might defeat that, 
which, even under its preſent ſhape, the Prince of Wales had ] 
accepted. But his Lordſhip ſaid that he could not avoid { 
obſerving upon the face of the Bill itſelf, that it had very 0 
materially deviated from its original object; a preamble has 0 
by accident been left, which profeſſes to do what the ſituation 


required, but by ſome fatality, the clauſes of the Bill have l 
been dictated by a different ſpirit and temper from that which t 
penned the preamble; they have defeated the profeſſed object, 10 
and embarraſſed the ſituation it intended to aſſiſt. The firſt a] 
ten lines aſſure his Majeſty, that we are defirous to enable his E 
_ Majeſty to make a ſuitable proviſion for the eſtabliſhment of n 
his Royal Highneſs the Prince of Wales in conſequence of 5 
his late marriage, and to make due arrangement for the li- * 
quidation of his debts. How have theſe objects been effected? MW f. 


The laſt propoſition reſpecting the debts is fully effected; the WM 


creditors 
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creditors can have no reaſon to complain; the ſuitable eſta- 
bliſhment ſeems, to have been forgot. I do not enter into the 
queſtion of the propriety of paying, or not paying the debts, 
which unfortunately embarraſs the fituation and comforts, 
and cloud the dignity of the Prince of Wales. I go no deeper 
into the Bill than to ſhew that it is not conſiſtent with its own 
profeſſed object, namely, a ſuitable proviſion for the eſtabliſh- 
ment, and an arrangement for the liquidation of the debrs 
it ſeems as if it, had eſcaped the memory of the Houſe of 
Commons, that they had admitted the neceſſity, and declared 
their intention of enabling the Prince to meet the increaſed 


expences of a ſuitable eſtabliſhment on his late marriage. 


How has this Bill provided for it? This Bill deprives the 
Prince of 8000l. per ann. which he had at his command be- 
fore this Bill. Deprivation of income is the only proviſion 
made for a preſenc eſtabliſhment on his marriage; and yet that 
very marriage is made ule of as the pretence to take 65,0001, 
per ann. from the Public, and apply that and more to the 
uſe of the creditors. All thoſe who have ſupported the Bill 
have aſſerted, that 65,0001. added to 73,0001. is the neceſſary 
proportion between the expences of a Prince of Wales mar- 
ried, and as a fingle man. They have with ſome eagerneſs 
diſclaimed the ſuppoſition that the annual income is increaſed 
to 138,000]. in order to meet the ſituation of the debt; if 
that is true, the Prince has, with the conſent and inclination 


of Parliament, entered into a ſituation, which confeſſedly 
makes the difference of 65, oool. annually in his expences. 


How does this Bill enable him to provide for this additional 
expence ? Not by an addition of 65,000l. but by a deduction 
of 8000l. per ann. from his former revenue of 73,0001. With 
the reduced income of 65,0001. the ſtate of the Prince, the 
Princeſs, and of the iſſue of the marriage, is to be ſupplied ; 
a thing admitted to be impoſſible according to the calculations 
on which the revenue of 138, oool. is framed. The abſurdity 
of the Bill becomes ſtronger, when we conſider that 50,000). 
has een thought a proper jointure for the Princeſs of Wales 
in caſe of the Prince's death. This ſum is deemed neceſſary 
to ſupport the ſtate and dignity of a Princeſs Dowager, who 
is no longer in the road to the throne ; in whom the public 
intereſt is ſo far diminiſhed ; her wealth and ſplendour, how- 
ever,” are to increaſe in its proportion by the loſs of that con- 
nexion which principally unites her to the public intereſt ; 
50,0001. per ann. is to maintain her ſingly in her widowhood ; 
with the addition of 15,0001. more, the eſtabliſhment is thought 


ſufficient for her, the Prince of Wales, and his iſſue. This 
is ſtrictly the ſtate of the Prince's family by this Bill, from 
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e only to infer, that the juſt and reaſonable 


proportion is by no means drawn by this Bill. I do not know 
what is intended by the framers of this Bill; if the Prince is 
expected to mimic the ſplendour of his ſphere with this re- 
duced revenue, he muſt diſgrace his ſtation, and embarraſs 


his comforts ; if he is to quit the world and live in perfect 


retirement, I do not know that leſs would not have been ſuf- 


ficient. But I cannot help feeling, that whilſt I regret the 


| debts, I am not inclined to ſacrifice all the motives which in- 
duce me to give a large eſtabliſhment for the Prince's fituation, 
to the creditors; but in ſaying this, I do not mean to be un- 
derſtood to be ready as a member of the Legiſlature, to pay 
the Prince's, or even the King's debt, whenever theyare pleaſed 
to call upon us—Very far from it; I ſhould very ſeldom feel 
myſelf ſo diſpoſed ; nor do I mean to give any opinion on the 


ſubject of the preſent debts, of which I am perfectly and com- 


pletely ignorant. I argue on the Bill as J find it, and I cannot 
bat think the objects profeſſed by the Bill might have been ob- 
t2ined with more juſtice between the Public and the creditors ; 
for I do not approve facrificing the intereſt of the Public in the 
fituation of the Prince of Wales to creditors; and I cannot 
help thinking, that the debts might have been liquidated leſs 
objectionably in the preſent cafe, without burdening the 
Public; and I confeſs, that if the ſituation of a Prince of 
Wales had been made ſecure from all claims of creditors in 


future, ſo that no legal claims could hereafter exiſt, and that 


Parliament could not again fee] embarraſſed by applications 
for the payment of debts which flow from youthful indiſcre- 
tion, unlimited generoſity, or whatever other motives lead 
young men, and particularly of the Prince's exalted ſituation, 


into profuſion, I ſhould not have felt unwilling to concur in 


the payment, even of the preſent enormous ſum, to free the 
Prince of Wales from the embarraſſments which incumber his 
ſituation, and cloud the dignity of the Heir of theſe kingdoms. 


or rejecting the Bill without alteration. 


As the caſe now ſtands, I am under the neceſſity of accepting 


The Earl of Lauderdale roſe to explain. He ſaid he felt it 


neceſſary to trouble their Lordſhips again, as he found what 
he had ſaid on the ſubject of the meſſage, delivered to their 
Lordſhips the preceding day by a Noble Earl belonging to the 
houſehold of his Royal Highneſs the Prince of Wales, had 
called forth the animadverſion of his Noble Friend, the Noble 
and Learned Lord, who had lately ſat down (Lord Thurlow). 
He certainly did not mean, when he had ſaid that the Prince 
could not intend, by declaring that he-acquieſced in whatever 

the wildom of Parliament ſhould recommend, merely that 
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he would ſubmir to a Bill, when having paſſed the due forms, 


it became an Act of Parliament, and part of the law of the 
land, to have it underſtood, that he thought there was any 
peculiar merit in the Prince's making ſuch a ſubmiſhon, which 
he only made, and was indeed coerced. to make, in common 
with every ſubject in the realm. Moſt certainly he did not. 
He had ſtated that part of his argument in reply to what had 
been maintained the preceding day by a Noble Lord (Lord 
Rawdon), who had contended that the acquieſcence of the 
Prince was not to be conſtrued into approbation, and had 
pretty broadly explained to their Lordſhips in the early part of 
the preſent converſation, that he had not delivered any ſenti- 
ments, for which he had authority, on the part of the illuf- 


trious individual in queſtion. The meſſage therefore ſtood, as | 
it ought to ſtand, on the only ground on which it could admit 


of a Parliamentary conſtruction, viz. that the Prince gave his 
full conſent to the Bill; and that any attempt to qualify that 
conſent, by endeavouring to ſet up a diſtinction equally un- 


parliamentary and unfit to be entertained by their Lordſhips, 
was not authoriſed by his Royal Highneſs. Having put 


this rather ſtrongly, the Earl took occaſion to diſcuſs ſeveral 


parts of the ſpeech of Lord Rawdon, and to reply to them. 


He in particular declared, that he concurred with the Noble 
Secretary of State in opinion, when he had ſaid that the true 
happineſs, the real digaity, and the higheſt intereſts of his 


| Royal Highneſs would be beſt promoted by his living within 


his income. The Noble Lord's ( Lord Rawdon) arguments in 
regard to the ſplendour neceſſary, conveyed to his mind the idea 
that ſhew and pageantry were indiſpenſible appendages to the 
the Prince of Wales. Circumſtanced as his Royal Highneſs was, 
and as the whole Britiſh Public knew his Royal Highneſs to be, 
he could by no means admit that it was either neceſſary, or 
juſt, or honeſt, to amuſe the eyes of a thoughtleſs multitude, 


by an appearance of magnificence, which the thinking part of 
the people knew was at beſt but ſplendid poverty, and which 


ſo many of them had ſerious cauſe to regret, as it either robbed 


them of their property, by delaying an inſtalment, or afforded 


them but a melancholy proſpect of the future prudence of 


him who was one day#to be their Sovereign. The other fide of 


the picture, his Lordſhip ſaid, preſented a more pleaſant view, 
By retirement, by a virtuous avoidance of expence, the Prince 
would find the beſt energies of his mind called forth. He 


would experience the pleaſure of rendering himſelf an object 
of general admiration, and riſe ſo rapidly in the public eſteem, | 


that he would feel the value of a revered and envied character 


argument, 


in all ranks of liſe. His Lordſhip enlarged on this part of his 
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argument, and directed far the greater part of his reply to 
what had been {tated that day by a Noble Earl who ſpoke early 
in the debate, declaring explicitly, that he would have ſup- 
ported miniſters had a claim been brought forward for the 
Prince's eſtabliſhment with a view to his debts, other than Was 
provided for in the preſent Bill. 

Lord Thurlow role again in conſequence of what the Noble 
Earl had ſaid of his animadverſion on the part of his Noble 
Friend's ſpeech, reſpecting the true conſtruction of the meſ. 
| ſage of his Royal Highnets the Prince of Wales, as delivered 
by a Noble Earl belonging to his Royal Highneſs's houſehold 
the preceding day. He begged the Noble Earl to be aſſured, 
that in what * had ſaid, he meant not the ſmalleſt offence to 
him. Indeed, he did not believe his Noble Friend felt any 
very painful ſenſations on hearing what he had ſaid, when he 
was beſote on his legs, but that his Noble Friend had rather 
made the complaint, that he might have an opportunity of in- 
troducing the obſervations, which had conſtituted ſo great a 
part of what he had ſaid. With regard to the queſtion whether 
his Royal Highneſs would derive moſt honour from maintain- 
ing a continuance of empty ſplendour, or from diſdaining all 
pretenſions to pageantry and ſhew, till his circumſtances juſti- 
fied ſuch outward magnificence; he was inclined to agree with 
the Noble Earl on ii left kind. (Lord Lauderdale), that true 
| dignity did not conſiſt in mere ſhew, that the Prince would derive 
more folid dignity from retirement, and manifeſting that his 
with was to do juſtice to his creditors, at the expence of the 
uſual appendages of his illuſtrious birth; and that he was willing 
to ſacrifice all that was perſonal to his own comfort and conſi- 
deration, for the fake of convincing the Public, that he held 
every thing inferior to his honour, But, nevertheleſs, he could 
not agree, that the principle of ſeparating ſplendour from 
Royalty was to be carried to ſo ridiculous an extreme as ſome 
Noble Lords had contended.” A certain degree of external ſhew 
and ſplendour was abſolutely neceſſary to be preſerved about 
Royal Perſonages; it tended to give an impreſſion to the public 
mind of the dignity of their exalted rank, of their ſuperiority, 
and the profound reſpect that was their due—a ſort of impreſ- 
Hon that it was true policy and wiſdom to have made; and if the 
oppoſite idea was to be maintained to the extent to which it 
had been argued, why not ſay at once that his Majeſty, inſtead of 
coming down to the Houle to open the ſeſſion, or give the Royal 
aſſent, in his magnificent carriage, with all the ſtate, equipage, 
and attendance, the neceffary and proper accompaniments of 
monarchy, might as well aſſent to ſuch Bills as were ready, and 


walk down on ſuch an occaſion, with a frize great coat and a 
& + PET: flouched 
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llouched hat? Having ſpoken fully on that part of the ſubjects 
touched upon in the courſe of the debate, his Lordſhip ſaid 
with regard to the Bill itſelf, he concurred entirely with the 
Noble Earl near him (Earl of Moira), that the Prince had been 


hardly dealt by, and more unhandſomely than was neceſſary 


in a variety of inſtances. The Bill itſelf was ridiculous and 
nonſenſical. As a Noble Earl who had lately ſpoken from the 


other fide of the table (Earl of Caernarvon), had ſaid, the pre- 
amble profeſſed an object which the ſubſequent proviſions of 
the Bill completely defcated. The Bill talked of an allow- 


ance of 125,000l. a year to the Prince, and ſcarcely had it 
ſtated it to be a ſuitable proviſion for the eſtabliſhment of his 


_ Royal Highneſs, than it proceeded to take away the one half 
of it, with the whole of the revenues of the Dutchy. In fact, 
as the Noble Earl had ſaid, the main effect of the Bill was to 


take away 8000l. a year of the Prince's preſent income, rather 
than to add a fixpence to his actual receipt. Could any man 
in his ſenſes therefore ſeriouſly contend. that the Bill granted 
what it called an eſtabliſhment to the Prince of Wales? No- 


thing like an eſtabliſhment was left him. If, however, he 


conſtrued the Bill correctly, the Prince would not be ſo poorly 
provided for as the Noble Earl ſeemed to imagine, becaule, 
according to his reading of the Bill, it gave the Prince 


two annuities of 65,000. a year each, to be taken from two 


different ſunds. Upon examining the Bill, their Lordſhips 


would ſee tliat the wording of the clauſes warranted the 
conſtruction he had put upon them. Another manner in 


which the Prince had been ill-treated, was by the calumnia- 


tory libels upon him, which had been ſuffered to be publiſhed. 


He declared he was much above giving into the ſcandalous 
report, that his Majeſty's miniſters countenanced and pro- 


tccted the author of the molt talked of, of theſe abuſive pub- 
lications. On the contrary, he well knew that a proſecution, 
with a view to bring that writer to the condign puniſhment he 


deſerved, was inſtituted, and would be proceeded in, and he had 
not the ſmalleſt doubt that it would come out in proof, that 
his Majeſty's miniftry, ſo far from wiſhing to abet a libeller, 
were anxious to make him amenable to the inſulted laws of 


his country, for one of the moſt criminal libels on the King, 
the Prince of Wales, and both Houſes of Parliament, that he 
had ever peruſed. His Lordſhip complained of the clauſe in 
the Bill, appointing commiſſioners to pot the Act in execu- 
tion. At firſt, he ſaid, it was intended to leave the nomina- 


tion of theſe commiſſioners to his Majeſty, which might in 


ſome meaſure have obviated objection; but that intention had 
been abandoned, and other perſons had been named by the 
i e DENT N miniſter, 
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miniſter, and their deſignations ſtated in the Bill. It ſurely 


would have been but a dug, mark of decent reſpect to the 
Prince, to have conſulted his Royal Highneſs himſelf as to that 


point; but that had not been thought neceſſary, and there 
was not even one of his houſehold among the commiſſioners. 


Speaking of the allotment of 5000. a year to the Princeſs, over 


and above the 25,000]. he ſaid he ſaw not for what ſo trifling a 
fum was given; it would not ſuffice for jewels, &c. nay, it 
would not even pay her ſervants. His Lordſhip remarked that a 


Noble Earl (Lord Lauderdale) had aſked, who would ſay that | 


he expected that a greater ſum would ever be granted for the 
- Prince's eſtabliſhment than the preſent Bill provided ? He had 


no heſitation to ſay, that he for one did expect it, and that the 


| preſent Bill would ſoon be materialty amended. When a new 
order of things took place, and the Public ſaw the alteration, he 
had every reaſon to believe that their generoſity would be rouſed 


by the change, and that they would readily come forward and 
relieve the Prince from the neceſſity of longer continuing in 


obſcurity and retirement. The Princeſs, he had no doubt, 


would conform to the exigency of the occaſion, and concur 


with her huſband in confining their joint expences to their in- 


come; and he declared he had great confidence in the fincere 


intentions of both of them with regard to that particular. 
When therefore that was felt and underſtood, what might not 


be expected from a generous People? His Lordſhip ſaid, he 
certainly ſhould not move any alteration of the Bill, or any of | 


its clauſes, for the rcaſons he had ſtated. 


Lord Moira toſe again, and laid a ow words in explanation 


of part of his firſt ſpeech. 


Lord Grenville ſaid, he roſe merely to one point in the ſpeech 
of the Noble and Learned Lord who had juſt fat down. The 


Noble and Learned Lord appeared to him to have made an 


effort of candour, when he declared he ſuppoſed that a libel- 


lous attack on the Prince of Wales had not proceeded from the 
pen of a writer countenanced or protected by his Majeſty's 
miniſters. With regard to the particular publication alluded 


to, he begged leave to aſſure the Noble and Learned Lord that 


he had the advantage of him, as he had not ſeen, much more 


read the pamphlet in queſtion; but the Noble and Learned Lord 
knew as well as he did that it was not in the power of mi- 
niſters, nor indeed any body elſe, to prevent the heap of li- 


bellows traſh that iſſued, in times like the preſent, from a li- 


centious preſs. 
Lord Thurlow roſe to 3 He declared if he had a 


charge to make againſt miniſters, he would not condeſcend to 


affect a candour, that in ſuch a caſe could only be aſſumed, 


and 
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and thus infinuate what they did not mean to charge openly ! 
He had held a conduct directly the reverſe. He ſaid, he 


thought he ſpoke in a manner ſufficiently clear to prevent the 


poſſibility of being miſunderſtood, that he did not give in to 
the ſcandalous report that the author of a moſt criminal libel 
againſt rhe King, the Prince, and the Parliament, was abetted 
and encouraged by miniſters, becauſe he well knew that a pro- 


ſecution was commenced by the proper officer, and had no 


doubt it would be carried on with becoming care and effect, 
and that it would come out, in proof, that miniſters did not 
patronize the publication. If, therefore, the author ſhould be 
convicted, he truſted he would ſuffer an exemplary puniſh- 
ment. 1 . Jt | | 
The Dube of Clarence ſaid, that the Noble and Learned Lord 
had ſpoken his ſentiments reſpecting the Bill completely, in 
his firſt ſpeech, but in much ſtronger and better phraſe-than he 
could pretend to be maſter of. He had, as their Lordſhips 
would doubtleſs recollect, pledged himſelf the preceding day 
to propoſe ſeveral amendments and alterations in different 
clauſes in the Bill, and had liſtened to the arguments of dif- 


ferent Noble Lords; but the general expreſſions of regard and 


attachment to his brother, which he had heard, had made him 


ſo happy, and afforded him ſo much pleaſure and ſatisfaction, 


that he ſhould forego his intention of propoſing any amend- 
ment or alteration in the Bill, and would trouble their Lord- 
ſhips no further on the ſubject, underſtanding that any altera- 
tion now made might prove fatal to the Bill, which would ſub- 
ject his brother to great inconvenience. | By 

Lord Loughborough (the Lord Chancellor) ſaid, he ſhould 
not long treſpaſs on their Lordſhips patience. He declared 
he was ſurpriſed at having heard it faid, that the Bill treated 
the Prince with want of reſpect; he thought the very reverſe 
was the fact, and every proviſion to enable the Prince to dif- 
charge his incumbrances was, in fact, an eſſential part of his 
eſtabliſhment. So far, alſo, from its affording ground of im- 


putation againſt his Royal Highneſs, of criminality, it was cal- 
culated to produce the oppoſite effect, and reſcue him entirely 


from the ſuſpicion of any thing of that nature. It did away 
all idea of blame, and tended to preſerve his dignityz and the 


reaſon for the extraordinary care and circumſpection that the 


meaſure was fraught with, obviouſly was, becauſe the Public 
had a deeper intereſt in the conduct of Princes than of indi- 
viduals. A private individual might run out his fortune and 
be ruined, and it would occafion only a cold feeling in the 
minds of the Public, who were not at all affected by the con- 
ſequences; but not ſo with Princes, for whoſe imprudence 

„ | | : there 
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there was a greater excuſe than could be made for other men. 


They were, in the firſt place, more likely to be tempted to ex- 


pence, and leſs in the habits of ceconomy : Even the virtues of 
a Prince were againſt him in this reſpect. His taſte, his love 
of ingenuity, his liberality, his munificence, all led to expence 
in a ſtronger way than with other young men. In fact, he 


was courted to expence in every poſſible ſhape; the artiſt of 


every defcription ſolicited and prompted his eagerneſs to be at 
the head of the patrons of ingenuity and {kill in his profeſſion, 


whatever that might be; and he was, in a manner, compelled 


to take his option of acting with imprudence and extravagance, 


er appearing mean and narrow-minded. The Public, ſurely, 
would not wiſh that an Engliſh Prince ſhould fo conduct him- 


ſelf, as to juſtify the imputation of the latter character. They 


would neither defire nor expect that he ſhould count over 
pounds, ſhillings, and pence, with the minuteneſs of a petty 
tradeſman. It was evident that the Bill was reſpectful to his 


Royal Highneſs in the higheſt degree; it ſhewed that the Pub- 
lic took an intereſt in his debts, and felt even their own honour 
to be involved with the preſervation of that of the Prince of 


Wales. He had before obſerved, that the debts, or even the 
ruin of another individual, would not have excited the leaſt 
portion of their attention. The object of the Bill, his Lord- 

ſhip ſaid, was two-fold, or rather he ſhould not ſo ſtate it, be- 


cauſe it was not two-fold, but one matter, inſeparably con- 
nected or united with another. The reſtrictions contained in 
the latter part of it, were intended not to wound the honour of 
the Prince, but to throw a. ſhield around and protect him in 


future from the imprudences to which men of his exalted rank 


were expoſed from the circumſtances that he had ſtated. They 


were re{trictions, not on the Prince, nor on future Princes of 


Wales, but on others, on thoſe about them, who had it in 
their power, by wiſe and regular means, to reſtrain the hand 
of extravagance, and guard againit profuſion. Paſt experience 
proved that it was neceſſary to apply thoſe regulations to the 
houſehold of the Prince of Wales, which had now for ſome. 
years been applied to the houſehold of his Majeſty 5 and ſurely 
if they were deemed proper in the caſe of a ſovereign Monarch, 


in which their Lordſhips would fee that the meaſure, when 


brought forward, had been extremely popular, they muſt be at leaſt 
unexceptionable in the inſtance of a Prince and Heir Apparent to 
the Crown. With regard to the clauſe appointing commiſſioners 
for the due execution of the proviſions of the Bill, the Noble and 
Learned Lord appeared to him to miſconceive it entirely. The 
appointment and nomination appeared. to have been made with 
great propriety and great wiſdom, Had it lain with the King,

In every other army in the world the ranks of General Officer and 
Colonel are annexed to the commands which in this are held by 
Field Officers and Captains. If ſuch rank be deemed expedient to 
render efficient in their ſtations thoſe who have the happineſs of 
ſerving their country in ſituations leſs remote from your Royal per- 
ſou, and ſupported by the whole weight and authority of your 
crown and government, it would not become us to attempt by any 
arguments to prove to your Majeſty's wiſdom and diſcernment, that 
equal rank is neceſſary, in a diſtant part of your dominions, ſepa- 
rated from the mother country, amidit nations ſtrangers to our 
language, habits, and religion, and ſo far outnumbering us, that 
the empire which the zeal, ſpirit, and activity of your ſubjects have 
annexed to your crown, has been juſtly ſaid co be upheld by opi- 


nion alone. 


Allow us moſt reſpectfully to ſubmit to your Majeſty the follow- 
ing ſtatement, which we truſt will evince how deeply the intereſts 


of our native country are involved in the prayer of our preſe 
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tition. The Colonels in the Eaſt India Company's army have 
ſerved on an average from thirty to thirty-three years; their Lieu: 
tenant Colonels from twenty-ſeven to thirty years; their Majors from 


twenty-five to twenty-ſeven years; their Captains from twenty-one 
_ totWenty-five years; and their ſubalterns from ten to twenty-one years. 


If the preſent eſtabliſhment continues, all attachment, zeal, and 
ardour muſt give way to pp deſ ondency. Our officers of 


every rank muſt be debarred the exerciſe of their experience and of 
their local er. by the inferiority of their ſituations in the 
line. This evil, inherent in our ſyſtem, muſt neceſſarily increaſe 


until our eſtabliſhment ſhall be new modelled ; nor is the grievance 


- confined merely to the conſideration of being denied a rank which 
is deemed adequate to correſponding ſtations in your Majeſty's ſer- 

vice: It carries with it a tacit impeachment of th 

lity of thoſe whom their lot- has placed originally in the Eaft 


Inds Company's fri, inflad of your Mel's. To obrrude 


our merits or our ſervices on your Majeſty's notice, would not be 
becoming, and we truſt is not neceſſary: We appeal to the hiſtories 
of the two laſt wars, to the teſtimonies of your Majeſty's officers, 


with whom we have ſerved; and to none with more pride and con- 
Kdence, than thoſe which have been borne by the diſtinguiſhed cha- 


racter at preſent in command of this army. | 7 

The total want of General Officers, and the inadequate propor- 
tion of Field Officers and Captains, throughout all our eltabliſh- 
ments, compared with the numbers of ſimilar ranks in your Majeſty's 


army, ſubjects us to ſuperceſſions while ſerving with them, which 


are degrading to our character, whether as military men or as Britiſh 
ſubjects; we have therefore addreſſed the Court of Directors, ſoli- 
citing their conſideration of theſe circumſtances, and of the pe- 
culiar hardſhips reſulting from them ; and we humbly entreat that 


your Majeſty will be graciouſly pleaſed to beſtow upon us commiſ- 


fions in your army correſponding with ſuch rank as may be con- 
| ferred on us by the Company, conformably to the arrangement 


made in the year 1788, for adjuſting the claims for rank between

your Majeſty's and the Company's Officers. 
That your Majeſty may long and happily rei 


ions, which under the auſpices of your Majeſty and your illuftrious 
predeceſſors have been acquired by the bravery, and maintained by 
the ſteady attachment, of your jog ſerving in the Eaſt Indies, 


may for ever remain to your Majeſty and your Royal deſcendants,

We, the Field Officers, Captains, and Subalterns, ſtationed at the 
Preſidency of Fort William, in Bengal, whoſe names are under- 


ſigned, ſolicit in the moſt earneſt manner your attention to an ad- 
dreſs, the ſubjects of which, being connected with the honour and 


efficiency of your military eſtabliſhments in India, neceſſarily involve 
the intereſts of the nation at large, as well as thoſe of that great and 
reſpectable body to whoſe immediate ſervice we are more particularly 
devoted. | _ | VF | 
We ſhould bluſh to preſent to the ſagacity and indulgence of your 
Honourable Court any petition for favours, whoſe admiſſion we 
were not conſcious was equally conſonant to the dictates of good 
olicy and of juſtice; and we truſt that the time we have choſen to 
olicit an audience of hardſhips ſo long ſilently borne, will meet with 
the full approval of your Honourable Court, whoſe cares have now 


been ſo happily removed from the conduct of a complicated war, 


and whoſe wiſdom will now in all probability be exerciſed in a re- 
That rank ſhould be proportioned to command and reſponſibility, 
is a propoſition ſo ſelf-evident as to have commanded the practical 
acknowledgment of all nations. _ . 
And the modifications of this acknowledged principle have, in 
modern Europe, been ſo ſimilar, even among nations the moſt hoſtile 
to each other in politics, in religions, in language, and in manners, 
as to furniſh a ſtrong ground of belief that nothing but its truth, de- 
monſtrated by reaſon and experience, could have eſtabliſned ſo won- 
derful a coincidencge. e ee eee 
This principle, which, co-operating with many concurrent cauſes, 
has raiſed Great Britain to the pinnacle of military glory, has been 
cramped and mutilated in its application to the Company's eftabliſh- 


ments, in which no officer, however conſpicuous his merits, however 


exalted his talents, or however long his ſervices, can rife above the 
rank of a Colonel; and in which the proportion between Field 
Officers, Captains, and Subalterns, does not approximate to the 
cuſtom of any known eſtabliſhment ; for in all other European ſtates, 


with the organization of whoſe, armies we have any 'acquaintance, 
a corps of 2 ſtrength to one of your battalions of native infantry 


is invariably headed by ſeveral Field Officers, to cach of whom there 


are three Captains, and to each Captain three Subalterns. 


By inad vertence to this principle has that liberal intention of 
equality of rank with his Majeſty's Officers, ſo generouſly conceived 
and ſo gratefully acknowledged, been rendered in a great meaſure 
illvfive and vain; more eſpecially ſince the adoption of the plan of 
1780—thus the Subaltera Officers of this eſtabliſhment * of

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Thom have ſerved above twenty years) find themſelves growing grey 
in the very firſt ſteps of military command. oy a 


The annual returns tranſmitted to your Honourable Court will 


ſhew, that the Colonels ' of infantry on this eſtabliſhment have all 
ſerved above thirty years; the Lieutenant Colonels from twenty- 
ſeven to thirty; the Majors above twenty-five years; the Captains 
_ from twenty-one to twenty-five ; ſome of the Lieutenants above 
twenty years; and ſome of the Enſigns above ten. | 
In the ſame manner may the juſtice and propriety of occaſional 
leave of abſence, for a reaſonably limited time, be inferred from rea- 
ſon, and its good policy youched for by univerfal practice. 
In all ages, and in all nations, of whoſe ſentiments hiſtory bears 


| teſtimony, has each been accounted a puniſhment whoſe ſeverity is to 
be exceeded only by death.—That a prohibition of a return to 


Europe without reſignation of rank and pay amounts, with far the 
greater part of your officers, to a long and effectual baniſhment; and 
that baniſhment from Great Britain is not leſs grieyous than from

We, the underſigned Officers of the Bengal wy, ſtationed at 


Futty Ghur, in the province of Oude, beg leave to lay before you, 
in the moſt reſpectful manner, a repreſentation of certain hardſhips 
and evils, incident to our ſituation, which we are confident will ap- 
pear to your wiſdom and equity deſerving of the moſt ſerious con- 
{ideration and effectual redreſs. We feel it a duty, which as Britiſh 
ſubjects we owe not only to ourſelves but our country, to bring un- 
der reviſion ſome peculiar circumſtances in the con ĩtution of your 
armies, which, from obſervation and experience, we are convinced 
muſt and actually do produce conſequences moſt deſtructive to the 


intereſts both of the ſtate, and thoſe who have zealouſly and ſueceſſ- 


fully ſerved it in the field. 1 | | 
Such are the natural effects of many 3 cauſes, which have 
a direct tendency to depreſs the ſpirit of your Officers, to depreciate 


them in their own eyes, and to ſink them below thoſe with whom 


they are to co-operate, by taking from them all hope of ever ariſing 
to the high and honourable military ſituations which are the dve re- 


wards of long and faithful ſervice ; at the ſame time that by placing | 


at an unreaſonable diſtance, even thoſe ranks which ſhould be con- 
fidered as among the inferior gradations, no proſpect is preſented to 
the junior Officers, but ſuch as induces a gloomy and moſt pernicious 
deſpondency. 8 88 . JJ 
Theſe cauſes, manifefl in their own deleterious operations, are: 

Firſt, The regulation by which every individual of the numero':s 
regular and veteran army, which defends and has extended the Bri- 
tit empire in the Eaſt, 1s precluded from ever attaining the rank of 
a General Officer. Thus confidence is withholden at the period 
when reaſon dictates it ſhould be given; and your oldeſt Officers, in 
the moſt important ſtations, perceive themſelves cut off from the true 
objects of that honourable ambition, which is the vital principle of a 
ſoldier, by this diſqualifying and degrading bar, unknown and un- 
thought of in any other army. | | 


Secondly, The number of the higher and lower ranks, which are 
allowed in the ſervice, are ſo unjuſtly diſproportioned, that he who 


entered it young and full of ardour, finds himſelf worn out with years 


and diſappointment, while yet a Subaltern. Our ſenior Lieutenants 


have ſervedjtwenty-one years; our Enſigns ten; and it can be de- 


monſtrated that if the preſent ſyſtem is ſuffered to continue, of a ma- 
Jority of the Subaltern Officers in the infantry, not one can be made 
a Captain, until he ſhall have been ſufficiently fortunate, or rather 
unfortunate, to ſurvive an exile of from twenty-four to twenty-eight 
years in this ungenial and debilitating climate. | 5

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This grievous hardſhip, ſufficient to break the ſpirit of the moſt 
ſanguine, muſt continue in its full weight, as long as the commander 
of a native regiment ſhall be but a Captain, and under him nine 
Subalterns, while in every other ſervice a corps of ſimilar ſtrength is 
compoled of ſeveral Field Officers, to each Field Officer three Cap. 
tains, and to each Captain never more than three Subalterns. The 
uiavoidable conſequence is, that our Officers grow grey in the two 
firſt ſteps of their profeſſion, and have at laſt the cruel mortification 
to diſcover that, what to others is but commencement of their mili- 
tary career, muſt be to them the termination of it. 5 
1 Fhirdly, To us alone is denied the reaſonable privilege of return- 
ing to Europe for a limited period, without prejudice to our rank 
and actual pay: Whether we may be impelled by the deſire to re- 
invigorate a conſtitution impaired in the ſervice of the ſtate ; the 
ſtrong natural wiſh to fee once again our native country; or by the 
preſſure of urgent perſonal affairs; to purchaſe this tranſient ſatiſ- 
faction, it is exacted from us to give up our immediate means of ſub- 
ſiſtence, and to, relinquiſh our right to the ſervice itſelf. | | 
Acquainted as we are with the mild and equitable ſpirit of the 
Britiſh conſtitution, which extends its influence through all thoſe 
who govern under it, we reſt aſſured, that to procure redreſs of theſe 
grievances from the gentlemen whom we have the honour of ad- 
dreſſing, nothing more is neceſſary than to point out the ſources of 
them; they ariſe from inherent and radical defects in the plan of 
your eſtabliſhments, and cannot be removed but by a new formation 
of them, upon that plain and obvious principle which has been the 
rule for organizing every other army in the world; that rank ſhall 
be adequate and proportional to command and reſponsbility. And 
we are the more encouraged to hope for a favourable determination 
on theſe our juſt claims, when we reflect upon the {ſtrenuous exertions 
lately made by your Honourable Court in our behalf, and upon the 
gracious and paternal favour ſhewn to the Company's army by our 
moſt excellent and moſt beloved Sovereign ; which we ſhall ever re- 
tain in mind, and acknowledge with lively gratitude, His Majeſty 
has been pleaſed to notice the merits of his loyal and uſeful ſubjects, 
ſerving the ſtate in this remote quarter of the globe, by opening to 
them the path to equality with his own Officers ; but the mutilated 
eſtabliſhment and defective conſtitution of the Company's forces 
renders this equality illuſive. * . 
The command of a company in the King's giving equal rank with 
the command of a battalion or regiment in the Company's ſervice, it 
is evident, that until the latter ſhall be pleaſed to confer upon its mi- 
litary ſervants rank more proportionate to their command and im- 
portant ſituations, the propoſed indulgence muſt remain nugatory ad 
of no avail; at the ſame time we think it right to declare, that bav- 
ing at heart the proſperity of the ſtate, we do not admit a wiſh that 
its expences ſhould be rendered more heavy on our account.

We the Officers of a principal diviſion of your forces, ſtationed at 
Dinapore, impreſſed with the moſt perfect reliance on the juſtice 
and humanity of your Honourable Court, and under the fulleſt con- 
viction, that to obtain a redreſs of thoſe grievances which this 
army has long ſuffered, it requires hut that our complaints be ſub- 
mitted with deference and without exaggeration, ſolicit your favour- 
able attention; while we addreſs you on a ſubje& not leſs connected 
with the honour and intereſts of our country, and of that reſpectable 
body to whoſe immediate ſervice we are devoted, than it is eſſential 
o ok well-being and efficiency of your military eſtabliſhments in 
ndia. | N. TY | 
The inadequate rank held by the officers of this army, when com- 
2 with the reſponſibility and extent of their commands, has been 
ong felt and long ſubmitted. to without complaint, in the hope that 
their ſituation would at length attract marks of regard proportionate 
to the zeal and attachment they have ſhewn to your ſervice, to the 
teſtimonials which every ſucceſiive Commander has given of their 
profeſſional merits, and to the ſolid advantages ariſing from their 
exertions to their country and the Eaſt India Company. : 
The military profeſſion has in all ages, and. among all nations, 
been regarded as the road to honourable diſtinction. The revenues of 
no [tate have been ſufficient to admit of its beſtowing adequate pe- 
cuniary compenſations on thofe who have facrificed the invaluable 
ſeaſon of youth to the toils and hardſhips of the field, and devoted 
to their country's glory and ſafety the time employed by others in 
the acquirement of a proviſion to ſupport a decent dignity in the 
wane of life: Honours, therefore, and diſtinctions, have always 
been the effect ſubitute, the unbought defence of nations. 
In the infancy of your Afiatic eſtabliſhments, the rank of Field 
Officer was attained in a ſhorter courſe of ſervice that now paſſes in 
acquiring that of Licutenant. In proportion to the augmentation 
of our numbers, has our progreſſion through the different gradations 
of rank been retarded, {1} at length the proſpect of promotion is pro- 
traced beyond the probable duration of life. | > 
While your territorial acquiſitions were ſmall, this army was ne- 
ce Narily conſtructed au a reduced ſcale. But the officer was efficient 
in his command, and not as now ſubjected to a ſuperceſſion founded 
neither upon length of ſ-rvice or ſuperiority of talents. The, incon- 
venience reſulting from the inadequate rank held by your officers 
Has been proved in numerous inſtances during the two laſt wars. 
Your battalions, headed by ſubalterus of twenty years ſtanding, on 
PT | | | | 1 been 
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been expoſed, by acting in concert with his Majeſty's troops, to the 
inexperience of a youth, accidentally dropped into the command of 
a platoon or company, by the caſualty of the day, or the courſe of 
general duty. Our gracious Sovereign has already borne teſtimony 
to our deſerts, by opening the paths to equality with his own offi- 
cers. But the conſtitution of the Company's army renders this equa- 
| lity illuſive. The Commanding Officer of a company "in his Ma- 
jeſty's, holds equal rank with the Commanding Officer of a battalion 
in the Company's ſervice, and conſequently may controul him. 
Kank is given as the concomitant of reſponſibility, to render the 
perſon in truſt ſecure in his ſituation, and efficient in his command. 
In our ſervice, commands of importance are rendered nugatory and 
uncertain, and the ſuperior rank of a leſs experienced agent ſubjects 
us, in the event of failure, to undeſerved blame, and unmerited impu- 
tation. Equally diſproportionate is the rank of your ſuperior 
officers to the importance of the ſtations they hold, and their length 
of ſervice. Bt. Eft 1 | 
In every other army, the rank of General Officer and Colonel is 
deemed effential, and is annexed to thoſe commands which in your 
ſervice are hc] by Field Officers and Captains. | 
That which was once expedient cannot now be neceſſary ; and 
we appeal to your feelings, Gentlemen, whether it be jult? With 
the acquiſition. of empire and of riches, the number of your corps 
has neceſſarily increated, but without a proportionate addition of 
rank to your officers ; on the contrary, all the General Officers have 
been ſtruck off, and the rank of Colonel deemed adequate to our 
deſerts. From the hour that an officer has attained the ſtation to 
which the higheſt degree of reſpectability ſhould be annexed, he is 
in reality degraded by an inſuperable bar to that rank, which is 
deemed not only reaſonable, but expedient, in all other armies. 
Ihe great increaſe, during late years, of his Majeſty's troops ſerv- 
ing in India, makes a {till more mortifying change in the ſituation 
of the Company's officers, inaſmuch as the commands to which they 
had looked, as the reward of their long and faithful ſervices, have 
been held, and conſequently may again be held, by officers in his 
Majeſty's army of higher rank, but who have not ſerved one half, 
many not one third of the time. Do FRE 
Thus, it will appear evident, that a diſparity of rank and command 
_ pervades every gradation of the ſervice. _ | | 
We therefore moſt reſpectfully and earneſtly ſolicit, that the re- 
gulation which forbids the advancement of any officer in your fervice 
above the rank of Colonel may ceaſe to exiſt ; that we may no 
longer be diſgraced by fo ſingular a deviation from the uſages of 
other armies ; nor ſuffer that ſuperceſſion, to which, on your preſent 
ſyſtem, a junction of the King's and Company's officers on ſervice 
muſt always expole us.

x bee how deeply your intereſts and your welfare in this 
country are involved in the reformation of your prefent ſyſtem, the 
following ſtatement of facts, with the conſequences naturally dedu- 
cible from them, will ſuffice. The Colonels in the Eaſt India Com- 


pany's army have ſerved, on an average, from thirty to thirty-three 


years ; the Lieutenant Colonels from twenty-ſeven to thirty years; 


the Majors from twenty-five to twenty-ſeven years; the Captains 


from twenty-one to twenty-five years ; and the Subalterns from ten 
to twenty years. If the preſent eſtabliſhment continues, it is evident 
that all attachment, zeal, and ardour, muſt give way to hopeleſs 


deſpondency, or 7 coi into incurable apathy. The officers of 


this army will, in a few years more, conſiſt only of men broken down 
by the preſſure of time, and by the fatigues and expoſure inſeparable 
from a military life in a climate deſtructive to European conſtitutions, 
iuſtead of poſſeſſing that robuſt bodily ſtrength and energetic vigour 
of mind neceſſary to plan the original deſign, and eſſential to the 
ſucceſsful execution of; all the enterpriſes of war. | 
It is a fact, demanding your molt ſerious conſideration, Gentlemen, 


and the attentionofthe Britiſh Government, that theacquiſition of your 


territories in this country was made by a band of men ſo ſmall, that 
it would not be thought prudent, at the preſent time, to detach ſo 
weak a body beyond your frontier. Yet their preſervation is to be 
ſecured only by armies nearly as numerous as thoſe which may be 
brought againſt us. The ſoldier of the preſent day is in no reſpect 
inferior to him who contributed to the victories of Lawrence and of 
Clive. Where, then, are we to look for the cauſes of this alarming 
reverſe, but in the progreſs made by our neighbours in the military 
art? This evil carries with it the aggravation, that it can neither 
be obviated, or prevented from increaſing ; ſince every renewal of 
hoſtility contributes to make our enemies better ſoldiers, and more 
formidable opponents. 3 | 
It is on the native corps that we muſt chiefly depend for our pre- 
ſervation. And it is evident, that for their ſuperiority over their 
countrymen, in the ſervice of their own ſtates, they are indebted to 


the {kill and ſpirit of European officers. Under the diſcipline of; 


their Britiſh leaders, and animated by their example, we have ſeen 
the natives of India meet at the charge of the bayonet the veteran 


troops of France, and meet them with effect. 


We doubt not but you deem it of the utmoſt importance that 
your ſepoy battalions ſhould be commanded by theſe who have a 


knowledge of their lauguage ; and who, from long and attentive 


obſervation of their manners and cuſtoms, have by conciliating their 
regard, and ſtudiouſſy cultivating their attachment, conquered pre- 


exiſts, 


Jjudices heretofore thought inſuperable. Whilſt the preſent ſyſtem

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exiſts, the command, by any caſualty, devolving on a ſubaltern, 
may ſubje& him to the controul of one much his junior as a ſoldier, 
and not only unacquainted with and unknown to the men, but whoſe 
inadequate knowledge of the language might occaſion the moſt per- 
vicious conſequences, at a moment when deciſion, promptitude, and 
_ explicitneſs, are moſt eſſentially requiſite. But the probability of 
ſo dangerous an occurrence would be greatly diminiſhed, if, in fuck 
caſe, the command devolved to a Captain. | 
Me do not preſume to preſcribe to you the organization of your 
ſepoy eftabliſhment ; and, we truſt, that ſo unbecoming a motive 
will not be imputed to us. | | 5 5 | 
Permit us, however, with great deference, to ſuggeſt, that the 
inconveniences attendant on the preſent ſyſtem might in great mea- 
| ſure be obviated, by promoting to the rank of Major the Captains 
now in the command of ſepoy battalions, and by appointing as their 
ſeconds in command the thirty-ſix ſenior Captaias now ſerving in 
European corps. This ſuggeſtion, ſubmitted with ſentiments of 
the moſt profound reſpect, is founded not only on the mortifcation 
we are ſubject to, as individuals, but on principles which are mate- 
rially eſſential to the ſucceſs of your troops, when acting in concert 
with his Majeſty's. SH, | 
A ſubject yet remains, in which the juſtice of your Honourable 
Court, and the rights of humanity, are deeply involved. And we 
are aſſured that our humble requeſt, founded on ſuch principles, can- 
not fail to meet with moſt favourable attention from thoſe who, we 
cannot doubt, have not leſs the inclination than the power to redreſs 
grievances when proved to be real: And we truſt the following 
obſervations will fully evince their exiſtence. More than twenty 
years, Gentlemen, muſt be ſpent in your ſervice, before the rank of 
Captain can be attained; and, aiter a lapſe of ten years more, it muſt 
be an unuſual inſtance of good fortune, if the ſervice ſhall enable any 
of us to reviſit our native country. What adds to the mortifica- 
tion which neceſſarily reſults from ſo dreary and ſo diſtant a proſpect, 
is that bar to temporary return, the neceſſity of an abſolute reſigna- 
tion, and conſequent loſs of pay. Were we at large to expreſs our 
feelings on the ſeverityof this regulation, we might appear to lay aſide 
that deference and reſpect which it is no leſs our inclination than 
our duty, at all times and on all occaſions, to evince. In enumerat- 
ing this among our grievances, we think it neceſſary to remark, that 
we do not ſeek to obtain furlough, as granted to his Majeſty's offi- 
cers; what to them is juſtly deemed an eſſential benefit, to us, from 
the difference of the conftitution of your ſervice, would prove detri- 
mental and injurious; and, by retarding the progreſs of promo- 
tion in every rank, heighten rather than alleviate Hoke evils, to which 
we now, for the firſt time, ſolicit your attention. Yet, whatever 
anxiety we may feel, as individuals, to enjoy the privilege of reviſit- 
ing our native country, we cannot wiſh to obtain it on terms re- 
pugnart to the common intereſt. And we hope and confidently 
truſt that your ſcelings, wiſdom, and juſtice, will ſuggeſt ſome mo-

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and unprejudicial to thoſe officers who remain on actual duty. 
When you are pleaſed to conſider, that by eſtabliſhed regulations 
the officers of his Majeſty enjoy long and frequent indulgences of 
abſence ;z while we, by the rules of your ſervice, are allowed no re- 


miſſion or relaxation of duty, from the time of entrance into it to 
that of our reſignation of it, without the loſs of a very principal part 
of our allowances ; we truſt we ſhall not be thought unreaſonable, 


when we pray, with the utmoſt deference, that you will be 3 
to permit a certain proportion of your officers, on juſt and reaſonable 
accounts, to return to Europe for a limited time, without loſs 


of rank or pay; that the vacancies of the abſentees be filled up; 


and that the officer returning to India be re admitted on the 


efficient ſtrength, under the preſent exiſting regulations. Should 


the urgent domeſtic concerns of an officer in your ſervice require 


bis return to Europe, or a conſtitution enfecbled by the climate and 


the duties of his profeſſion, dema.id, as a laſt reſource, a trial of his 


native air, what muſt be his feelings, when he contemplates the difh- 


_ culties of his {ſituation ? Deſtitute of a proviſion, which might 


enable him to procure the comforts and aſſiſtance ſo requiſite to alle- 
viate the preſſure of diſeaſe, and contribute to re-invigorate his ex- 


hauſted frame, he ſinks under the accumulated weight of bodily and 


mental deſpondency. .. 


This, Gentlemen, is no imaginary picture, but a ſcene that is daily 
paſting before our eyes. To expatiate further on it would, we are 


perſuaded, be unneceſſary. For we cannot admit the idea, that you 


would deliberately wiſh to ſacrifice their lives, whoſe conſtitutions.

To thoſe who have viewed the object only at a desc and who 


have not, like us, ſuffered under the inerealing weight of the griev- 


ances which we now ſolicit you to redreſs, it may appear, that what 


has long been ſubmitted to in flence, and is apparently inherent in 
the conttitution of this army, cannot be ſo oppreſſive as we now re- 
preſent. | | FR 


With you, Gentlemen, we truſt it will be no flight recommenda- | 


tion of our preſent ſolicitations, that from the commencement of the 


late war to the preſent hour, when every ſtipulation of the treaty is 


on the point of being completely fulfilled, not a murmur has eſcaped 


to interrupt the harmony of mutual co-operation, or flacken the 
ſprings of joint exertion againſt the common enemy. The diſcipline 
aud courage of your troops, and the animated exertion of their 


leaders, have (under Providence) diffuſed the bleſſings of peace, not | 


only through the Britiſh dominions, but to the remoteſt corner of 
the territories of our allies. We are afſured, therefore, that in em- 
bracing the preſent occalion, we ſhall evince as well the ſteadineſs of 
our attachment to you, as the ſenſibility with which we feel the pe- 


culiar and almoſt intolerable hardihips of our ſituation. Such, | 
Gentlemen, is the plain unexaggerated ftatement of the preſent 
ſituation and future proſpects of your military ſervants in India. It 


is indiſputably true, that deſpondency pcrvades all the ranks of the

ſenior. Their juſt claim to a recompence for their ſervices is denied; 
and the chance of being reſtored to their friends and country is re- 


moved to a period ſo diſtant and uncertain, as to ſicken the expect- 


ations even of the molt ſanguine. But we reſign with the moſt im- 
licit confidence into your hands a cauſe which is not more ours than 


it is your own. Nor can we allow a doubt to exiſt, that you will

We, the underſigned Officers of the Bengal army ftationed at 
Berhampore, in the kingdom of Bengal, beg leave to lay before 
you, in the moſt reſpectful manner, a repreſentation of certain 
hardſhips and evils incident to our fituation, which we are confident 
will appear to your wiſdom and equity deſerving of the moſt ſerious 
conſideration and effectual redreſs. We feel it a duty which, as 
Britiſh ſubjects, we owe not only to ourſelves, but our country, to 
bring under reviſion ſome peculiar circumſtances in the conſtitution 
of your armies, which, from obſervation and experience, we are 
convinced muſt, and aQually do, produce conſequences moſt de- 


ſtructive to the intereſts, both of the ſtate, and thoſe who have 


zealouſly and ſucceſsfully ſerved it in the field. 


Such are the natural effects of many exiſting cauſes, which have 


a direct tendency to depreſs the ſpirit of your officers, to depreciate 
them in their own eyes, and to fink them below thoſe with whom 


they are to co-onerate, by taking from them all hope of ever riſing 
to the high and honourable military ſituations which are the 


due rewards of long and faithful ſervice ; at the ſame time, by 


| placing at an unreaſonable diſtance even their rank, which ſhould 


e conſidered as among the inferior gradations, no proſpect is pre- 
ſented to the junior officers, but ſuch as induces a gloomy and 
molt pernicious deſpondency. | hrs | . 

Theſe cauſes manifeſt in their own deleterious operation, are— 
Firſt, The regulation by which every individual of the numerous 
regular and veteran army which defends, and has extended the Bri- 
tiſh empire in the Eaſt, is precluded from ever obtaining the rank 
of a General Officer.—This confidence is withholden at the period 

' when reaſon dictates it ſhould be given; and your oldeſt officers, in 
the moſt important ſtation, perceive themſelves cut off from the 
true objects of that honourable ambition, which is the vital prin- 


ciple of a ſoldier, by this diſqualifying and degrading bar, *

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end unthought of in any other army. But, further to elucidate 
this propoſition, it is neceſſary to remark, that the Right Ho- 
nourable Charles Earl Cornwallis, by his minute in Council, under 


date the 21ſt of April 1787, has been pleaſed to place the Colonels 


of infantry in the ſituation of reviewing Generals; and by a ſub- 
ſequent order, in reſpe& to camp equipage, a Brigadier's proportion 
is allowed to a Colonel commanding. 5 = | 
Secondly. The number of the higher and lower ranks, which 


are allowed in the ſervice, are fo unjuſtly diſproportioned, that he 


whb entered it voung, and full of ardour, finds himſelf worn out 


with years and diſappointment while yet a ſubaltern : Our ſenior 


Lieutenants have ſerved twenty-one years; our Enfigns ten; and it 
can be demonſtrated, that if the preſent ſyſtem is ſuffered to continue, 

of a majority of ſubaltern officers in the infantry, not one can be made 
a Captain until he ſhall have been ſufficiently Gortutiate, or rather un- 
fortunate, to ſurvive an exile of from twenty- ſour to twenty- eight 
years, in this ungenial and debilitating climate. This grievous hard- 
ſhip, ſufficient to break the ſpirit of the moſt ſanguine, muſt con- 
tinue in its full weight as long as the commander of a native regiment 
ſhall be but a Captain, and under him nine ſubalterns; while in 
every other ſervice a corps of ſimilar ſtrength is compoſed of ſeveral 
Field Officers ; to each Field Officzr three Captains, and to each 
Captain never more than three ſubalterns. The unavoidable con- 


ſequence is, that our officers grow grey in the two firſt ſteps of - 


their profeſſion, and have at laſt the cruel mortification to diſcover, 
that what to others is but the commencement of their military ca- 
reer, muſt, to them, be the termination of it. | 

Thirdly. To us alone is denied the reaſonable privilege of re- 


turning to Europe for a limited period, without prejudice to our 


rank and actual pay, whether we may be impelled by the defire to 
_ re-invigorate a conſtitution impaired in the ſervice of the ſtate, 


the ſtrong natural wiſh to ſee once again our native country, or by 


the preſſure of urgent perſonal affairs. To purchaſe this tranſient 
ſatisfaction, it is exacted from us to give up our immediate means 
of ſubſiſtence, and to relinquiſh our right to the ſervice itſelf. 
Acquainted as we are with the mild and equitable ſpirit of the 
Britiſh conftitution, which extends its influence through-all thoſe 
who govern under it, we reſt aſſured, that to procure redreſs of thoſe 
grievances from the Gentlemen we have the honour of addreſſing, 


nothing more is neceſſary than to point out the ſource of them; 


they ariſe from inherent and radical defects in the plan of your eſ- 


tabliſhments, and cannot be removed, but by a new formation of 
them, upon that plain and obvious principle which has been the 


rule of crganzzing every other army in the world—that rank ſhall 
be adequate and proportionate to command and reſponſibility ; and 
we are the more encouraged to hope for a favourable determination 
on theſe our juſt claims, when we reflect upon the ſtrenuous exer- 
tions lately made by your Honourable Court in our behalf, and 
upon the gracious and paternal favour ſhewn to the Company's 
army by our moſt excellent and moſt beloved Sovereign, which we 
ſhall ever retain in mind, and acknowledge with lively gratitude.—

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His Majeſty has been pleaſed to notice the merits of his loyal ſub- 


zects ſerving the ſtate in this remote quarter of the globe, opening 


to them the path of equality with his own officers. But the mu- 
tilated <ſtabliſkment and defective conſtitution of the Company's 
forces, renders this equality illuſive.— The command of a company 


in the une giving rank witk the command of a battalion or re- 
giment in the Company's ſervice, it is evident that until the latter 
ſhall be pleaſed to confer upon its military ſervants rank more 


oportionate to their command and important ſituations, the pro- 


poſed induigence muſt remain nugatory, and of no effect. At the 
ſame time, we think it right to declare, that having at heart the 


proſperity of the tate, we do not admit a wiſh that its expences 


ſhould be rendered more heavy on our account. We feel that no 
pecuniary motive actuates us; and we confidently hope and believe, 


that your wiſdom will be able to combine the conceſſion of theſe 
_ objeQts of our reaſonable deſires, with a due attention to the pub- 


lic welfare. 


The firſt we have repreſented are too well known to be counter. 


afted by intereſt, or diſtorted by prejudice, and they ſpeak too 

powerfully to your prudence, juſtice, and humanity, to need the

HowovRaBLE Sirs, 


| | * 
Me the Officers of your artillery on the Bengal eftabliſhment, ſta- 


tioned at Fort William, beg leave, with the greateſt deference, to 


intrude on your Honourable Court the reprefentation of what we 


feel, in common with the other officers of your army, to be griey- 
ances z and from your wiſdom, and the honourable and generous 
motives which have evęr actuated your conduct towards your ſervants, 
we cannot help flattering ourſelves but we ſhall obtain that redreſs 
which our folicitation may be found deſerving of. | 


Me take the liberty to point out to your Honourable Court, that 


the number of officers in your corps of artillery, particularly of the 
higher ranks, bears no proportion to the eftabliſhment of officers 
in the battalions of Royal 8 - that, excluſive of a conſiderably 
greater proportion of officers of rank, without any bar to their 
becoming General Officers in the army, they enjoy a number of 
eligible appointments which do not exiſt in your ſervice. And as 
the conſtant employment of part of your artillery in the ſield, and 
the peculiar nature of the fervice in this country, renders a great 
proportion of ordnance neceffary, by which our duties are more va- 


rious and fatiguing, we humbly requeſt we may be put on a ſimilar 
footing with his Majeſty's artillery, in proportion to the ſtrength of 


your battalions and the gun Laſcars attached to them; and we hope 
that when your Honourable Court conſiders the laborious duties of 
your officers of artillery, on fervicc in a ſultry chmate like this, 
where, excluſive of their own immediate duties, they perform all thoſe 
which in othe? countries are carried on by Commiſſaries and Con- 
ductors we truſt you will not think this our requeſt unreaſonable. 

We do alfo ſolicit, that your Honourable Court will be pleaſed to 
take into confideration, the grievance which the officers of your 
artillery, in common with the reſt of the ariny, labour under, in be- 
ing obliged, in caſe ſickneſs, or other cauſes, ſhould render it neeeſ- 
ſary to return to Europe, to reſign your ſervice ; many of whom, 


after having ſpent the prime of their lives in this climate, are without 


the means of paying their paſſage, or of ſupporting themſelves after 


their arrival in their native country. We do therefore humbly en- 


treat, that your Honourable Court will grant us the ſame indulgence 
which is enjoyed by his Majeſty's officers ſerving in this country, 
reſpecting furlough and retiring on half pay; and that at the expi- 
ration of our furlough we be allowed to return to India, agreeably 
to the exiſting regulations of Government of the 24th July 1786, and 
of the 26th January 1789. | | 

We hope our conduct has, on all occaſions, ſufficiently evinced 


our fidelity and attachment to your ſervice ; and we have only to

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add, that our moſt zealous exertions ſhall never be wanting to pra- 
mote the honour and intereſt of our country, which we conſider as

HonoURABLE, 


We, the under-figned Field Officers, Captains, and Subalterns cf 


your military eſtabliſhment, ſerving under the Preftidency of Fort St. 
George, ſolicit your attention to certain circumſtances of grievance, 
which we truſt will not appear the leſs entitied to a favourable con- 


ſideration, that they-have been long and patiently endured, although 


hitherto not repreſented, becauſe for many years the avocations of 
active ſervice, and thoſe conſiderations for the public welfare, which 


in times of public difficulty it has ever been our ambition to evince, 


have ſcarcely left us a proper ſeaſon for repreſentation ; and becauſe, 
in the ſhort intervals of tranquillity, we had been induced to enter- 
tain ſanguine hopes of ſuch improvements in your military ſyſtem, 


as might be competent to ſatisfy our claims. 


In the infancy of your military ſervice, the number and rank of 


your officers, and particularly of thoſe attached to your native troops, 
were regulated by a ſeries of expedients, ſuited to precarious and 


lender reſources, rather than by any ſyſtem of military eftabliſhment 


- which would be adequate to ſupport a regular and permanent ter- 
ritorial poſſeſſion : And hence originated the practice in your ſervice 


of which your preſent infantry eſtabliſhment, and the more ſingular 
organization of your cavalry, are obvious examples, of augmenting 
the number of troops, without any ſuitable increaſe in the various 
gradations of the commiſſioned ranks ; the operation of which has at 
length become ſo exceſſive, that your military eitabliſhment hasempha- 


_ tically been called an army of Subalterns ; and in point of fact, your 
officers do now remain reſtricted to this rank, for a much longer pe- 
riod than was formerly required to attain the highz|t in your ſervice. 
And thus, in the very proportion that your fortunes have improved, 


ihe proſpects of your officers have faded and declined. 


o alleviate in a ſmall degree the inconveniences to which the 


public ſervice has been ſubjected by the inadequate complement of 


officers allotted to the native corps in particular, the expedient has 


long been adopted at Bengal of rendering the ſtaff of the army ſur- 
plus to the regimental ſtrength, or in other words effective ſtaff. Very 
obvious reaſons might be adduced, to ſhew why a relief of this nature 


ſhould have been. granted to the army of this Preſidency in parti- 
cular : But we are altogether at a loſs to divine the partial cauſes 


which have confined it to the army of Bengal, and hitherto denied 
it to our earneſt and repeated ſolicitations. | 


But the imperfect organization of your military ſyitem did not 


appear in its moſt aggravated light, until contraſted with the eſta- 


bliſhment of his Majeſty's regiments, which for ſome years paſt have 
- been ſtationed in India, when, from the diſparity of rank to ſituation 


and

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and command, confiderable difficulty ſometimes occurred to prevent 


an officer at the head of a native battahon from being commanded 


on detached ſervice by a youth at the head of a platoon. 


This evil, though oftenfibly alleviated by his Majeſty's gracious 


concefiton to your officers, to rank with his army according to their 
commiſſions in yours, can by no means be conſidered as removed 


until you likewiſe are pleaſed to confer on the officers of your army 


a rank more adequate to their fervices, fituations, and truſts. 
Withont entering into detailed computations of comparative rank 
and length of fervices, it may be a ſufficient illuſtration of this ſub- 
ject, to ſtate that the Royal artillery has two Colonels to one bat- 
talion, and that your artillery on this eſtabliſſiment does not poſ- 
fefs the rank of Colonel at all; that your native cavalry, confifting 
of 5 regiments and 45 oihcers, has neither Colonel, Lieutenant Co- 
lonel (nor Captain), white his Majeſty's 19th regiment of dragoons 
has one Colonel and one Lieutenant Colonel, to 24 fubordinate 
officers ; that the proportion of fubordinate officers to one Colonel 
in his Majeſty's infantry on the India eftabliſiment is 44, and in that 
of your preſent infantry eſtabliſhment under this Prefidency 1083. 
And, as if a diſproportion fo monſtrous were not of itſelf fufficiently 
diſcouraging, the very ſemblance of equality has been rendered il- 


Iafive, by deſpoiling our eſtabliſhment of the ranks ſuperior to that 


of Colonel, and even that rank of its regimental command. | 
Although no body of men are more fincerely diſpoſed to bear 
teſttmony to the juſt pretenfions of his Majeſty's officers, it yet could 
fcareely be deemed an unreaſonable expectation on our part, that 
as his Majeſty's regiments were deſtined for the general fervice of 
India, they ſhould alſo be paid from its general refonrces ; inſtead 
of which, by an allotment of the greater part of theſe corps to this 
Prefidency in particular, without any general arrangement for their 
allowances, the gratuity or revenue money formerly enjoyed by the 
Field Officers of this eftabliſhment has been deducted from them to 
be diftributed amongſt the Field Officers of his Majefty's troops, 


and thus in proceſs of time been diminiſhed to about one half of its 


former amount; and in nearly the fame proportion have we been 
deprived of thoſe ſituations of honour and command which the eſta- 
bliſhment affords. | - | | "TIL 

The fluctuation we have experienced in the allowance of gratuity, 
and in the ſyſtem of off-reckonings, changed twice in four years, on 


principles diametrically oppoſite to each other, are not the only 


inſtances of inſtability which ſeem to evince the neceſſity of a defined 
and premanent ſyſtem, that may at once meet our juſt expectations, 
and give a more ftable tenure to our proſpects, than it has hitherto 


been our fortune to experience. And ſuch ſyſtem appears the more 


neceſſary, as an Act of the Legiſlature reſtricts the increaſe of al- 


lowances, without providing againft their ſubverſion or diminution. 


It did not require the preſence of his Majeſty's officers, and the 


inflances which inceſſantly occur of a liberal proportion of them be- 
ing permitted to proceed to Europe without loſs of rank, pay, or 
fituation, as tLeir health or private affairs may demand, to make us 


ſenſible 
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{<nſible in all its bitterneſs of the cruelty of our own ſituation, when 


reduced to the alternative of ſinking under diſeaſes incurred by 
expoſure to the fatal influence of the climate, or of reſigning the 
ſervice, in fearch of health, without the means of ſuſtenance: A 
deſtiny ſedegrading and inhuman, as to transform a profeſſion, whoſe 
ellence is hope, and. pride, and honour, into a ſtate of comfortleſs 
exile, and dreary deſpair. . | 

I he cauſes of diſſatisfaction and deſpondency, which we have 
thus endeavoured to detail, are fo forcible and ſo obvious, that the 
penetration of your councils: can aſſuredly be at no loſs for a proper 
remedy, To apply it, is equally for your honour, your intereſt, and 
your juſtice: And we ſubmit the whole to your candour, in the 
full confidence of a fayourable deciſion. 0

receive the advice and aſſiſtance of the Marquis Cornwallis, in- 
ſpired the. breaſts of the officers of the Company's armies with 
confident hopes of an arrangement being ſpeedily propoſed, that 
would afford them relief from ſeveral parts of the wa ir ſyſtem, 
which they have long felt to preſs upon them with circumſtances of

With this hope, the officers of your Bombay eſtabliſhment held it 


to be their duty to wait in reſpectful filence for the arrangements the

Experience has repeatedly demonſtrated that Europeans are not 
capable of ſupporting the in{luence of the Indian ſun, till they have 
been ſeaſoned by a reſidence of ſeveral years in the country. To 
expoſe them to the deſtructive effects of the chmate, by marching 
them againſt an enemy ſoon after their landing, is, in effect, to con- 
Gen the greateſt part of them to certain death. | 
It might be reaſonably inferred, and upon trial has been found, 
that men whole conſtitutions have been debilitated by a long reſi- 
dence in India, cannot ſuſtain the extreme cold of a Northern winter; 
men of this deſcription would therefore be unſit to withſtand the 
5 IG ; - rigorous 
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rigorous climate of Britain, Germany, or America. The meaſure, 
then, ſo far as the private ſoldiers are concerned, is unqueſtionably 
better calculated to fill the hoſpitals with ſick, than to add any — 
ſtrength to the national armies, either in India or in Europe. 
Nor would this unprofitable expence of the lives of the private 
men be compenſated by any advantage derivable from the change of 
officers. A knowledge of the languages, geography, and the man- 


ners of the natives of the countries in which he is to act, is of more 


importance to an officer, than perhaps to any other profeſſional man : 


The officers in the Company's ſervice, and thoſe in his Majeſty's 


armies, have reſpectively applied their talentggto the acquiſition of 
knowledge ſuitable to the countries in which they expected to be 
employed. His Majeſty's officers have cultivated the languages of 
Europe, while we have confined our ſtudies to thoſe of India.

How officers newly arrived from Europe could communicate their 


ideas to the people of this country, of whoſe language they are ig- 
norant, we are unable to explain; but we feel that, being in gene 
unacquainted with the languages of Europe, we ſhould find ourſelves 
at a loſs in the execution of {ome of the moſt eſſential parts of our 
duty in that part of the world, and therefore we do not wiſh to be 
employed there: But even if it were our wiſh, it is manifeſt that the 
public ſervice would materially ſuffer by the exchange, fince, by 
transferring the European officer to India, and the Indian officer to 
Europe, each would be employed in the countries where his know- 
| ledge and experience would be exerted to the greateſt poſſible diſad- 
vantage independent of their introducing into your army the cuſtom 
of purchaſing rank and promotion by ſelection, to both of which we 
have inſuperable objection. 3 5 | 
Me do not conſider the terms of the propoſed incorporation to be 
ſuch as would be dictated by impartial juſtice ; they are evidently 


_ unfavourable to the intereſt of the officers in your fervice ; the plan 


aſſumes as a ſettled point that the Company's corps, when transferred 
to the King's ſervice, are to rank under the youngeſt of the King's 


preſent eſtabliſhment. According to this propoſal, the whole of the 


officers of your European corps may expect to be redueed to half pay 
immediately on their arrival in England. The officers of the artillery 
and engineers might indeed expect to come upon the effective lift as 
vacancies ſhould ariſe ; but from the numbers by whom they would 
be ſuperſeded, they could not expect to riſe above their preſent rank 
before they were too old for ſervice. The ſituation of the officers of 
infantry would be attended with circumſtances of ſuch peculiar aggras 
vation as to blaſt every hope the majority of them could form of fu- 
ture advancement, and to deprive numbers of them of the adequate 
means of preſent ſubſiſtence.

The ordinary occupations of ſubordinate officers, in times of peace, 
require a diligent attention to minute particulars in the diſcipline and 
management of the private men; the honour they hope to acquire 
by their atchievements in war ſtimulates them to perſevere in the 
- weartſome repetition of their peaceful exerciſes : But can it be be- 
Heved that men wall beftow a cheerful and unremitting attention to

Be 
aſſured, Honovrable Sirs, that this degraded fituation muſt inevitably 
tend to depreſs the character of the ſepoy officers, to extinguiſh in

compliſhed, the ſpirit which conſtitutes the chief ſupport of your

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The officers of your numerous armies firſt entered your ſervice on 
conditions which ſecured to you their diligent and faithful ſervices, 
and to them preſent ſubſiſtence and future advancement by ſeniority, 
as vacancies ſhould ariſe. Theſe terms were ſuitable to the 1 
of each party: That we have fulfilled our part of them by a zealous 
and faithful diſcharge of our duties in our reſpective ſtations, we 
appeal to the concurrent teſtimony of the different officers whom your 
wiſdom entruſted with the command of yourarmies; and having ful- 
filled it, we deem ourſelves, upon every principle of honour and 
equity, to have a right to the conditions made in our favour; a right 
of which we apprehend we can never be deprived, againft our con-

powerful lates of India has attracted the attention and rouſed the 
apprehenhons of every diſcerning perſon, who has obſerved their 
progreſs, The ſuperiority of your troops every day diminiſhes, as 
the armies who may be deltined to — them are daily advancing 
towards perfection in their diſcipline. _ 

In perſonal endowments the natives in your ſervice are not ſupe- 
rior, in the reſpectability of their individual characters they are 
not equal, to men in fimilar ſtations in the ſervice of the Country 
Powers; their ſuperiority as a body they owe entirely to the en 
of their officers: Deprive them of their guidance and example, 


and they immediately loſe their ſpirit, and fiak to the natural level 


of their countrymen. = | 
The diſparity of numbers in your armies and thoſe oppoſed to 


them, has at all times been ſo great, that nothing but che ſuperior 
kill of the officers, and diſcipline of the men, could have brought 


the. wars you have been engaged in to a ſafe and honourable ter- 
mination. But if theſe were the only cauſes of ſucceſs in former 
wars, how are we to defend ourſelyes in future, when our enemies, 
retaining their former {uperiority of numbers, are as well diſciplined 
as ourſelves, and are conducted by the {kill of experienced Euro- 
pense: 8 | | 

As it is impoſſible to raiſe or ſubſiſt a large army of Europeans 
in this country, it is ſelf- evident to every intelligent mind, that 


our only means of maintaining our acquiſitions ig India, is to infuſe 


an increaſed proportion of the vital principles into the native troops, 


by augmenting the number of officers, and ſtimulating them to 


zealous exertion by giving them an honourable rank. 
We are not inſenſible, that in what we have had the honour to 


| Rate to your Honourable Court upon this ſubject, we may be ac- 


cuſed of attending more to our private advantage than to the 
proſperity of the national intereſts in this country. Upon ignorant 
men this calumny may make fome impreſſion, but the fear of it 
has not deterred us from offering our ſentiments; becauſe we are 
certain, Gentlemen, that your intimate acquaintance with our ſitu- 


ation and proſpects will, in your minds, {hield us from the impu- 
tation; and that you will give us full credit when we aſſert our 


thorough conviction, that our intereſts are ſo cloſely connected with

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When the troops in the ſervice of any ſtate act always by them: 


ſelves, as long as a due gradation of rank and authority is main- 


| tained among the officers who command them, the denominations 
by which the different ranks of officers may be pres, age are 


but of little conſequence; but when theſe troops are liable to act 
in conjunction with others who are upon different eſtabliſhments, 
the titles of the officers then become objects of ſerious importance, 
becauſe upon the title depends the command, which is the chief and 
moſt honourable object of military ambition. | I 
Formerly your armies were little ſubje& to interference with 
troops not in your own ſervice, and therefore the names given to 
your officers of different ranks were not thought of with much 
ſolicitude; but now that they are continually expoſed to act in 


conjunction with troops among whom the fame command is diſtin- | 


guiſhed by a different name, your ſenior officers are perpetually ſub- 
jected to the moſt injurious and mortifying ſuperceſſions. | 

The nominal equality between your officers and thoſe in the 
intermediate ſeryice of his Majeſty, is deſtroyed by the difference in 
the conſtitution of the two ſervices, 8 . 

We appeal, Honourable Sirs, to your candour, whether your 
officers can avoid feeling themſelves degraded, while in an army 
of ſixty thouſand men, conſtituted in other reſpe&s upon the ſame 
principles as the armies of the European ſtates, there is not a 
ſingle officer above the rank of a Colonel. . 

We have reaſon to believe it has been ſuggeſted, that the ſenior 
officers in the Company's ſervice ought not to be appointed Ge- 


nerals becauſe they are not qualiſied to command armies: The po- 


ſition can never be maintained by any unprejudiced man. Vour re- 
cords contain the moſt honourable and indiſputable proofs that your 
army furniſhes, for its numbers, as large a proportion of able men 


as any other ſervice whatever, notwithſtanding your officers labour 
under diſadvantages, in point of advancement and employment, to 


which the officers of no other army are ſubjected. But the ardent 
ſpirit of enterpriſe with which they have been univerſally pervaded, 
has hitherto enabled them to overcome theſe obſtacles; and the 
utter deſtruction of this ſpirit is not among the leaſt of the evils 


that will attend the propoſed ſyſtem. In no ſervice in the world 


it is ſuppoſed that every officer who is promoted to the rank of 
General is qualified to command an, army ; ſome will always be 
capable; the rank is given to a majority as a reward to the ſenior, 
and as an encouragement. to the junior officers ; and ſurely it will 
not be denied that the ſervices of an officer may be worthy of re- 
ward, although his abilities be not equal to thoſe of an accompliſhed 
General.

ſo flow, that the ſenior Captain on this eftabliſhment is upwards 
of twenty, and the ſenior Lieutenant of fifteen years ſtanding in 
the ſervice ; and if the preſent ſyſtem be continued, the Lieutenants 
who arrived in the country in the year 1782, and in the ſucceeding 
vears, cannot expect to be promoted till after they have been ſubal-

In Europe, twenty-five or thirty years may not be thought a lon 
period of time, but in India it approaches very near to the os 
term of European life: Not above one officer in eighty who are 
appointed to your army lives till he is thirty years in the country. 

We adduce theſe facts in order to demonttrate that the ſtagna- 
tion of promotion is not owing to temporary or accidental cauſes; 
but that it is the neceſſary conſequence of inherent defects in the 
conſtitution of your army. | ö 5 

Your officers poſſeſs peculiar advantages in the acquiſition of 
profeſſional knowledge ; there is no cauſe, either phyſical or moral, 
which ſhould prevent them from producing as large a proportion of 


able men as any other ſervice, excepting only ſuch as ariſe from the 


ſyſtem of your military government.

The fame reaſoning that applies to the advancement of your 
Colonels to the higher military ranks, extends to the ſenior officers 
of artillery and engineers, who by the preſent ſyſtem are debarred 
from any higher promotion than that of Lieutenant Colonel. Juſtice 
and true policy require, that jealouſy and diſcontent may not be 


excited in any part of the army, by any particular corps being ſub- 


jected to partial and oppreſſive reſtrictions; but that every officer on 
entering the ſervice, to whatever corps he may be attached, ſhall 


have an impartial ſield for the exertion of his talents, and a fair .

The advantages we have hitherto derived from your ſupport and 
protection, give confidence to our hopes that you will-oppoſe, by 
every lawful and practicable meaſure, the innovations which, as in- 
volving our own honour and happineſs, and the future ſecurity of 
your poſſeſſions, we have ſo earneſtly deprecated.

that the reaſonableneſs of the terms of transfer we have had the

The ſpeech in _- = 
ur Parliament Yor Right Honourable Henry Dundas, one of his "= 
a. Majeſty's Secretaries of State, and Preſident of-the Board of Con- Us 
e, troul, aſcertains that a plan for new- modelling the armies in India 
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was intended to be ſubmitted to the Legiſlature, whenever the 
arrival in Eugland of Marquis Cornwallis ſhould enable Govern- 
ment to profit by his advice and aſſiſtance. And we know, from 
authentic documents left in this country by the Moſt Noble Marquis; 
that the plan which will have the ſupport of his great influence, 
aſſumes as a ſettled and fixed point the transfer of all the Company's 
troops, European and native; to his Majeſty's ſervice 3 propoſes a 
complete incorporation of the engineers and artillery with thoſe 
branches of the Royal army, comprehending their occafional relief 
from Woolwich ; and ſtates the frequent relief of the corps of 
European infantry by regiments from England, as a regulation that 
will probably take place. This meditated arrangement, which 
affects ſo deeply the preſent and future ſituation of your numerous 
veteran armies at the different Preſidencies, and has for its avowed 
object a complete reverſal of the military ſyſtem, which through 
many and arduous: viciſſitudes of fortune has been found adequate 
to the conqueſt and retention of an empire, will doubtleſs be weighed 
with the moſt ſcrupulous deliberation, and the final ſanction judici- 
ouſly deferred, that this extenſive and. intricate ſubje& may be elu- 
cidated from every quarter. In this conviction we venture to hope, 
that the following obſervations and remarks upon the intended alter- 
ation may be honoured by your indulgent attention. - 

We do not preſume to reaſon upon the effe& which the unqua- 
lified controul and patronage of above fixty thouſand regular troops, 
added to the executive branch, would probably have upon the ba- 
lance of the Britiſh conſtitution, this being a conſideration far 
beyond our province; but we hope. and believe we are perfectly 
correct and warranted in holding it to be an indefeaſible right of 
your officers, founded on the immutable principles of equity, that 
without having committed a erime we cannot collectively or indi- 
vidually be diſmiſſed from your ſervice, or transferred to any other, 
without or againft our conſent, eſpecially while there exiſts no rea- 
fon to ſuppoſe that our acquieſcence would be denied to fair and 
equitable terms.—Concerving -ourſelves in poſſeſſion of this right, 
-we' humbly ſubmit to your Honourable Court the outlines of the 
transfer, that in our judgment would be conformable to ſtrict juſtice, 
and that impartiality which our long, faithful, and diftinguiſhed 
ſervices clearly entitle us to expect. We conſider it eſſential that 
the new arrangement preſerve this army, as at preſent, a diſtinct 
independent body, without affixing to it the title of * Provincial, 
or any other epithet implying inferiority—that every idea of diſ- 
memberment or diſorganization be precluded by expreſsly guarding 
againſt a partial transfer of the artillery and European infantry 
only, the relief of thoſe corps from Europe, or a diviſion of the 
European from the native line—that the rule of 133 by ſe- 
niority, upon eftabliſhments ſeparate from each other, and from the 
Britiſh, be retained and confirmed ; and previous to any transfer 
every corps in the Company's army, whether cavalry, artillery, or 
infantry, European or native, be completed with officers from our 
own ſervice, in an exact equality in every reſpe& with 7

fmilar ſtrength in the Royal army, or with regard to the native

as a matter of little moment. Bred to arms from cur youth, and 
inceſſantly exerciſed in the real practice of our profeſſion, we reject 
all idea of inferiority to any other deſeription of military men; 


and ſhould the immediate controul of all the forces in the Eaſt be 


transferred to the Crown upon the terms above ſpecified, we moſt 
reſpectfully requeſt that theſe our ſentiments may be repreſented to 
Government, with an expreſſion of our humble hopes and wiſhes 
that it may pleaſe his Moſt Gracious Majeſty to ſtyle us the Royal 
Bengal Army, or in ſuch ſimilar manner as to his wiſdom and 
goodneſs may appear fitting. | | oY 

The de „e. in contemplation, of ſending to Europe our en- 
gineers, artillery, or European infantry, without a manifeſt neceſ- 
ſity, and againſt their conſent, we feel to be harſh and cruel as it 
reſpects ourſelves, and we are thoroughly convinced it will prove 
highly injurious to the public intereſts. The long courſe of fer- 
vice and refidence in India, which after conſigning to the grave a 
great proportion of our original numbers have habituated the con- 
ſtitutions of the ſurvivors to the climate of the torrid zone, have 
alſo in very numerous inſtances unfitted us to ſuſtain the oppoſite 


rigours of a Northern winter; and to order on duty to Canada, 


Nova Scotia, or even Britain or Germany, an officer who had ſpent 
twenty years of his life at Bombay, Madras, or Bengal, would 


be virtually to paſs upon him the ſentence of death: We have 
made ourſelves maſters of the languages of the country, and are 


acquainted with the manners, cuſtoins, and religions of the natives, 
without whoſe aſſiſtance it is impoſſible to carry on any branch of 
the ſervice. By making the proper allowance for their prejudices 
we can concihate their affections, ſecure their attachment, and ren» 
der ourſelves here infinitely more uſeful to the Rate than in any 
ſituation. which would debar us from the uſe of theſe local acquire» 


ments; the expence of tranſporting the relieving and relieved corps 


between Britam and India, however enormous, may be eftimated 
but humanity refuſes to calculate the number and value of the lives 
which muit unavoidably be facrificed by the frequent introduction 
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the trial of an unneceſſary experiment, which in its very commence” 
ment undermines the ſtability of your poſſeſſions, by removing 
thoſe who are beſt qualified for their defence. Theſe arguments 
are ſo obviouſly unanſwerable, that we cannot attribute the recom- 
mendation of this meaſure to an ignorance of their force and weight. 
It probably has originated in the policy to diſcourage and prevent 
the military from ſettling and colonizing in theſe remote depend- 
encies. If this danger exilts, it has grown out of. circumſtances 
which have been particularly grievous to us, and it ſhould be re- 
moved, without adding to the hardſhips we have already ſuffered ; 
inſtead of encouragement and facility of return to Europe being 
held out, the Company's officer has been left without even an 
option; it is an event which the preſent ſyſtem has carefully placed 
far without the ſphere of his hopes: This ſyſtem mutilates promo- 
tion to deprive him of the rank in his profeſſion and in ſociety that 
is ſuitable to his years, and due to his ſervices; exacts the refigna- 
tion of his commiſſion, and immediate means of ſubſiſtence, as the 
conditions on which he may be permitted-to reviſit his home for a 
limited period; and makes no adequate proviſion for enabling to 
retire and paſs the evening of their days in their native land thoſe 
who have ſpent the prime of their lives in this country, without 
having had any opportunity to acquire even the moſt moderate com- 
petence. A humane and enlightened policy will remove theſe un- 
wiſe reſtrictions, and attain its object by merely giving ſcope to the 
operation of natural cauſes. To the country which gave us birth 
we are bound by the ſtrongeſt and moſt endearing ties, and it mult 
Pain us to reſiſt the attraction to home, that acts ſo powerfully in 
our boſoms; but no man of ſpirit can brook the idea, that after 
eighteen or twenty years ſervice in the Eaſt Indies, he is to return 
to his connexions a ſubaltern, and rely for ſupport on their bounty. 
The conceſſion of our proper rank, furlough upon the ſame terms 
as it is given to his Majeſty's officers, and the eitabliſhment of rea- 
ſonable penſions, proportioned to length of ſervice, to ſuch as wiſh 
to retire after a certain number of years, will excite the mot lively 
gratitude in the breaſt of your officers, command their cheerful 
and willing ſervices here, enable them to reviſit occaſionally, or 
ſettle finally, in their native land, and thus relieve you, Honour- 
ble Sirs, from the ſlighteſt neceſſity of having recourſe to the harſh 
expedient of ſending any of your corps to Europe by a relief, to 
which, as involving the deſtruction of their hopes and proſpects in 
life, they teſtify their decided averſion. —The artillery officers, from 
the numbers by whom they would be ſuperſeded, could never expect 
to rife above their preſent rank. To the officers of infantry, it 
would be ſtill more ſevere and oppreſiive ; for the plan to which we 
allude aflumes as a datum, that the Company's European corps, 
upon being incorporated, are to be numbered from the youngett 
ot the King's pretent eftabhſhment—although they are ſenior in 
point of formation to ſeveral of the regiments to which this arrange- 
ment would make them junior in rank, and conſequently expoſe 


them to be the firlt diſbanded upon half pay, We do not deſire 


and

and have not ſolicited for the propoſed incorporation, therefore we 
ſhould not be made to ſuffer the inconveniences attendant on it, par- 
ticularly thoſe „ ich in ſtrict impartialiy ſhould fall to the lot of 
others. But we are firmly perſuaded that the juſtice and humanity 
of your Honourable Court, ſupported by the general generoſity of 
the Britiſh nation, will interpoſe to render abortive, this and every 
other deſign which contemns the claims, and violates the rights of thoſe 
men, who, having devoted their lives to the public ſervice in a remote 
country, are deſtitute of friends and powerful private intereſt in 
England. a ans } 5 | 
It has been remarked, by thoſe who have confidered the general 
principles of human nature, as they may be applied to the improve- 
ment of military ſcience, that the firſt ep towards rendering ſoldiers 
equal to the moſt arduous enterpriſes, is to inſpire them with con- 
fidence and an high opinion of their proweſs; conſequently whatever 
has a tendency to lower them in their own eſteem, produces a pro- 
portionate real diminution of their efficiency and value: On theſe 
grounds we are convinced, that a diſmeraberment of your forces, by 
a partial transfer of the artillery or European infantry only, or their 
diſorganization implied in the propoſed total ſeparation of the Euro- 
pean from the native line, would, by degrading them in the ſcale of 
armies, deſtroy their ſpirit, reduce them in the courſe of a few years 
to a ſtate of depreſſion and contempt, and thereby furniſh an era 
from which to date the decline of the Britiſh power in India. The 
magnitude of theſe dominions, their diſtance from Britain, the una- 
voidable deſtruction of European corps, by the fatigues of a few 
ſevere campaigns in this chmate, the delay and uncertainty of receiv- 
ing new levies, which cannot be brought iuto action for a conſider- 
able time after their arrival—theſe cauſes, together with the almoſt 
inſuperable difficulty of procuring and conveying the adequate ſup- 
plies of camp equipage, cattle, and liquors for large armies of Euro- 
peans, mult compel us to rely ultimately for the defence of our poſ- 
ſcfſions upon the native battalions. The number of theſe battahons 
kept on foot is ſo diſproportioned to the great extent of frontier 
committed to their defence, and to the numerous hoſts which they 
are dellined to oppoſe, that their being preſerved in the molt efficient 
and formidable {tate is eſſential to the ſtability of your power: It 
wholly is from the {kill and ſteadineſs of their European officers, | 
that they derive their reſpectability, and that ſuperiority over their 
countrymen in the ſervice of their own Princes, which they have 
hitherto maintained ; but this ſuperiority every day diminiſhes, 
ſince all the powerful Rates of Hindoſtan have formed, and placed 
under the command of Europeans, conſiderable bodies of troops, 
clothed, armed, and diſciplined in emulation of your forces. Even 
the late ſucceſsful conteſt muſt preſent to your reflections ſo many 
convincing proofs of the height to which this alarming evil has al- 
ready grown, that it would be ſuperfſuous here to enumerate them. 
To counterbalance the improvement of the native powers in the 
military art, and retain the nſcendency of your arms, it is abſolutely 
requiſite that you allow to your ſepoy corps their proper complement 
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of European officers, upon whom their efficiency entirely depends, 
The preſent defective eſtabliſhment is inadequate to the ordinary 
duties of peace, as laid down by the late Commander in Chief, much 
leſs is it calculated to provide for the uſual and unavoidable cafualtics 
of war. Not only a due degree of attention to the ſecurity of your 
poſſeſſions, but juſtice to your military ſervants, who now labour 
under hardſhips and grievances, in point of promotion, unexampled 
in any other ſervice, ſtrongly adviſe the poſting to your native bat- 
talions the ſame number and deſcription of officers that are found 
neceſſary for European corps of fimilar ſtrength. The inferiority 
of rank which pervades every branch of your ſervice, debars your 
oldeſt officers from the exerciſe of their local knowledge and 
experience, and continually ſubjects them to the moſt humiliatin 
ſuperceſſions. During the late war, an officer ſecond in wk 
in one of his Majeſty's regiments commanded an army of ten 
thouſand men, compriſing ſeveral brigades of the Company's 
troops, each battalion of which was of equal number with the regi- 
ment to which this officer belonged : The juſtice of your Honour- 
able Court will perceive that this diſadvantage, which your officers 
ſuffer from the depreſſion of rank that has hitherto obtained, ſhould 
be removed previous to any transfer, that the ſervices may unite on 
equal terms, the ſame rank being attached to the ſame command 
in either; for it would be highly unjuſt to remove an officer, who 
by a flow and regular riſe had attained the command of a regiment 
in his own ſervice, to another, with only the rank attached to the 
command of a company in that which he was to join ; this would be 
a real degradation, as he would ſtand relatively lower in his new 
than his former ſituation. Commanding a corps, he mult enter his 
new ſervice on an equality in every reſpe& with thoſe who command 
corps in it; which preliminary ſtipulation, being the plain and 
umple dictate of juſtice, its admiſſion can be conſidered but as an 
exemption from injury; and a parity of reaſoning applies to the 
Captain at the head of a native battalion, the Lieutenant at the head 
of a native company, and to every other degree and department of 
the Company's ſervice. Our ſtrong attachment to the preſent rule 
of promotion by ſeniority, upon eſtabliſhments diſtinct from each 
other, and from the Britiſh, ariſes from a full experience of the 
ſatisfaction and harmony produced among all ranks of your army 
by this excellent regulation, which leaves not the honour and hap- 
pineſs of your officers at the mercy of caprice, and which in the 
event of a transfer may ſet ſome limits to the influence of private 
zntereſt, and prevent the obnoxious practice of purchaſing command 
and military honours with money. We obſerve, with much pleaſure, 
Honourable Sirs, that our ſentiments on this ſubje& are confirmed 
by your concurrence ; and we gratefully acknowledge your repeated 
diſcountenance of attempts at innovation upon this radical inſtitute 
of your ſervice. The idea of blending in one maſs the native corps 
at the different Prefidencies has been brought forward for diſcuſſion ; 
but ſhould this extremely hazardous, and indeed impracticable 
ſcheme be made the object of ſerious deliberation, we reſt aſſured 
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it will meet with your determined oppoſition. The Bog ſepoys

We have thus unfolded, in the plain language of truth, the mani- 
fold dangers that threaten the public intereſts and the future welfare 


of your officers, from any ſyſtem for the military government of 


India, which, either through miſinformation, partiality, or a deſpotic 


diſregard of thoſe claims that happen to obſtruct the attainment of _ 


a favourite object, may violate the ſacred principles of general juſtice, 


and in them the firſt maxims of ſound policy : The conditions of 


transfer, which we have had the honour of lating, will, we truſt, be 


found equitable to the rights of the 2 immediately concerned, 


and calculated to deſtroy the ſeeds of jealouſy and diſcontent, give 

ermanence to the Britiſh power in theſe remote regions, and add 
ſecurity to the freedom of our happy conſtitution. To you, Ho- 
nourable Sirs, our protectors and guardians, who originally placed 
us in our preſent ſituations, we naturally look up for ſupport at this 
momentous criſis we earneſtly entreat, that your Honourable Court 
will, on our behalf, moſt humbly repreſent to our Moſt Gracious 
Sovereign, and to both Houſes of Parliament, the ſubſtance of this 


addreſs ; and that by every other means you will be pleaſed to oppoſe 


any transfer of your troops, excepting upon the fair and moderate 
terms above ſpecified. „ 


But ſhould the wiſdom of the Legiſlature continue and confirm in 


your Honourable Court the controulof the military eſtabliſtiments in 
India, we cannot doubt ofour ſpeedy emancipation from the humiliating 
and injurious depreſſion in point of rank, under which we have ſo long 
Iaboured. Your Bengal artillery, conſiſting of ſixteen companies of 


Europeans, and thirty companies of gun Laſcars attached to them, 


has not more officers than a battalion and a half of the Royal ar- 
tillery. Of the officers of the Royal corps not above one half are 


| ſubalterns: Whereas in your artillery three fourths are of that 
rank. To this great diſproportion of ſubalterns to Captains and 


Field Officers, and to the abolition of the rank of Captain Lieute- 


nant, whichat this moment doesexiſt in the conſtitution of the Royal 


artillery, as it formerly did in yours, muſt be attributed the flow riſe 


of your junior officers. Your engineer corps labour under the ſame 
diſproportion with regard to the higher ranks. The commandant of 
a native regiment is but a Captain, and has under him nine ſabalterns, 


and no officer in your armies can riſe above the rank of Colonel. 


Such a defective organization, ſuch an inadequate number of Field 


Officers, Captains, and Subalterns, compared with that of the private 
men, together with the great diſproportion of the lower to the 
higher ranks, expoſe your officers to the mortification of being com- 


manded by officers of bis Majeſty's corps, whoſe length of ſervice 
ES Df is 
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is leſs, and whoſe local knowledge or profeſſional abilities do not 
entitle them to ſuch a pre-eminence. Ns „„ 
Theſe circumſtances which we have pointed out have combined to 
produce ſtagnation of promotion in your army, that, if not ſoon and 
effectually remedied, muſt extinguiſh every ray of hope, deſtroy the 
military ſpirit, and fink your officers into indifference, apathy, and 
deſpondency. The youngeſt Lieutenant in the Bengal army has 
ſerved eleven years, and on the preſent footing he cannot reaſonably 
expect in leſs than fixteen years more another advancement. The 
ſenior Captains have ſerved twenty-fix, Majors twenty-eight, Lieu- 
tenant Colonels thirty, and Colonels thirty-two years. ; "vi this 
brief ſtatement it is evident that numbers of your Lieutenants muſt 
remain in this rank until they ſhall have conſiderably paſſed their 
fortieth year, an age at which men are unfit in this climate for the 
very active and fatiguing duties that fall to the ſhare of fubalterns, 
as in the native corps, which on ſevere ſervice would ſoon be let: 
without officers ; and this was in a great degree experienced during 
the late war in Myſore, although two additional officers were poſted 
to each of the battalions of that detachment. e 
In a former part of this addreſs we have offered our opinion on 
the political neceſſity of allowing to your ſepoy corps their proper 
complement of European officers. On the juſtice of this meaſure, 
with reſpe& to the officers themſelves, it is ſcarcely neceſſary to 
enlarge; every feeling mind will eaſily conceive the bitter regret 
+ with which every man who looks back upon twenty years ſervice in 
India as a ſubaltern, muſt deplore the flower of his days, and ſo great 


a portion of his life vainly and unprofitably conſumed in exile, hardſhips, | 


and danger; he is wiſe too late; but retreat is impoſſible---Fatigues 
and the hand of time have ſhattered his frame too much to bear the 
inclemency of his native climate, without the aſſiſtance of comforts 
which it is out of his power to procure---and who is to give refuge 


to him, that after a long abſence returns from the Eaſt, deſtitute 


equally of emolument and of honours? He endeavours to forget 
that he ever had an home, but reflection corrodes and preys upon 
his languid body, and at length he expiates too ſeverely his original 

error. Nothing can be more true, Honourable Sirs, than that your 
ſervice, from being the beſt in the world, has become one of thc 
worlt. But we look forward to brighter proſpects; we rely with 
perfect confidence on your wiſdom and informed juſtice, to remove 
the diſgraceful bar on the promotion of the Colonels in your 
numerous armies, and confer the rank of General Officers in its 
different degrecs, and to an extent ſuitable to the number of your 
forces; and that by completing corps of artillery and engineers, with 
officers in proportion to their ſtrength, to an equality with the cor- 


reſpondent lines in his Majeſty's ſervice z by giving to the command: .

It is with unfeigned pleaſure that I meet you this day in Par- 
liament, both becauſe your conſtitution, on which the future hap- 
pineſs of Corſica depends, is hereby conſummated, and becauſe the 
full energy of your wiſdom and authority is required at a period 
rendered doubly intereſting by the eſtabliſhment of a new Govern- 
ment, and by the continuance of the wa. on IN 
Lou are charged not only with important, but arduous duties, 
ünce you muſt on the one hand ſecure your freedom as an inde- 
pendent nation, by a vigorous and courageous exertion in the war, 
and on the other, you muſt make proviſion for internal happineſs

His Britannic Majeſty and the United States of Emerica being 


deſirous, by a treaty of amity, commerce, and navigation, to ter- 


minate their differences in ſuch a manner as, without reference to 
the merits of their reſpective complaints and pretenſions, may be 
the belt calculated to produce mutual ſatisfaction and good under- 
ſtanding : And alf to regulate the commerce and navigation be- 
tween their reſpective countries, territories, and people, in ſuch a 
manner as to render the ſame reciprocal, beneficial, and ſatisfac- 
tory ; they have reſpectively named their Plenipotentiaries, and given 
them full powers to treat of and conclude the faid treaty ; that 
is to ſay, his Britannie Majeſty has named for his Plenipotentiary 


the Right Hon. William Wyndham Grenville, Baron Grenville of 
| Wotton, one of his Majeſty's Privy Council, and his Majeſty's Prin- 


cipal Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs; and the Preſident of 
the ſaid United States, by and with the advice and conſent of the 


Senate thereof, hath appointed for their Plempotentiary the Hon. 
John Jay, Chief Juſtice of the ſaid United States, and their En-

Art. I. There ſhall be a firm, inviolable, and univerſal peace, 


and a true and ſincere friendſhip, between his Britannic Majeſty, his

ple of every degree, without exception of perſons or places. 


II. His Majeſty will withdraw all his troops aud garrifons from

gath of allegiance to the Government thereof; but they ſhall be at

III. It is agreed, that it ſhall at all times be free to his Majeſty's

xitories and countries of the two parties on the continent of Ame- 
xica (the country, within the limits of the Hudſon's Bay Company 
only excepted), and to navigate all the lakes, rivers, and waters there- 
of, and freely to carry on trade or commerce with each other. But 
it is underitood that this article does not extend to the admiſſion of 
veilels of the United States into the ſea-ports, harbours, bays, or 
creeks, of his Majeſty's ſaid territories ; nor into ſuch parts of the 
rivers in his Majeſty's faid territories as are between the mouth 
thereof and the higheſt port of entry from the ſea, except in ſmall 
veſſels trading bona fide between Montreal and Quebec, under ſuch 
xcgulations as ſhall be eſtabliſhed to prevent the poſſibility of any 
frauds in this reſpect; nor to the admiſſion of Britiſh veſſels from 
the lea into the rivers of the United States, beyond the higheſt 
ports of entry for foreign veſſels from the ſea.---The river Miſhfippt 
Mall, however, according to the treaty of peace, be entirely open 
to both parties; and it is further agreed, that all the ports and 
»laces on its eaſtern ſide, to whichſoever of the parties belonging, 
may freely be reſorted to, and uſed by both parties, in as ample a 
manner as any of the Atlantic ports or places of the United States, 
or any of the ports or places of his Majeſty in Great Britain. 

All goods and merchandiſe*whoſe importation into his Majeſty's, 
Dag territories in America ſhall not be entirely prohibited, may 
\ treely, for the purpoſes of commerce, be carried into the ſame in 
the manner aforeſaid, by the citizens of the United States, and 
fuch goods, and merchandiſe {hall be ſubje& to no higher or other 
duties than would be payable by bis Majeſty's ſubjects on the im- 
portation of the ſame from Europe into the ſaid territories.

VI. Whereas it is alledged by divers Britiſh merchants and others, 
his M:jetty's ſubjects, that debts to 2 confiderable amount, which 
were bon fide contracted before the peace, [till remain owing to them 
by citizens or inhabitants of the United States, and that by the 
operation of various lawful impediments fince the peace, not only 
the full recovery of the ſaid debis has been delayed, but alſo the 
value and ſecurity thereof have been, in ſeveral inſtances,” impaired 
and leſſened, fo that by the ordinary courſe of judicial proceedings, 
the Britiſh creditors cannot now obtain, and eBtually ho 
ceive, fall and adequate compenſation for the loſſes and damages 
which they have thereby ſuſtained: It is agreed, that in all ſuch 
caſes where full compenſation for ſuch loſſes and damages cannot, 
for whatever reafon, be actually obtained, had, and received by the 


ſaid creditors in the ordinary courſe of juſtice, the United States 


will make full and complete compenſation for the ſame to the ſaid 
creditors : But it is diſtincly underſtood, that this proviſion is to 
extend to ſuch loſſes only as have been occaſioned by the lawful im · 


pediments aforeſaid, and is not to extend to loſſes occaſioned by ſuch 


inſolvency of the debtors, or other cauſes as would equally have 
operated to produce ſuch loſs, if the ſaid impediments had not ex- 
ited, nor to ſuch loſſes or damages as have been occaſioned by the 
manifeſt delay or negligence, or wilful omiſſion of the claimant. 
For the purpoſe of aſcertaining the amount of any ſuch loſſes and 
damages, five commiſſioners ſhall be appointed, and authoriſed to 
meet and act in manner following, viz. Io of them ſhall be appoint- 
ed by his Majeſty, two of them by the Preſident of the United States, 


by and with the advice and conſent of the Senate thereof, and the 


fifth by the unanimous voice of the other four; and if they ſhould

1 VIL Whereas complaints have been made by divers merchants 
and others, citizens of the United States, that during the courſe 
of the war in which his Majeſty is now engaged, they have ſuſ- 
tained conſiderable loſſes and damage by reaſon of irregular or il. 
legal captues or condemnations of their veſſels and other property, 
under colour of authority or commiſſions from his Majelty ; and that 
from various circumſtances belonging to the ſaid caſes, adequate 
compenſation for the loſſes and damages fo ſuſtained cannot now be 
actually obtained, had, and received, by the ordinary courſe of judi- 
cial proceedings; it is agreed, in all ſuch caſes where adequate com- 
penſation cannot, for whatever reaſon, be now actually obtained, had, 
and received, by the ſaid merchants or others in the ordinary courſe of 
juitice, full and complete compenſation for the ſame will be made by 
the Britiſh Government to the ſaid complainants. But it is diſtinRly 
underſtood that this provifion is not to extend to ſuch loſſes or da- 
mages as have been occaſioned by the manifeſt delay or negligence, 
or wilful omiſſion of the claimants, F 
That for the purpoſe of aſcertaining the amount of any ſuch 
loſſes or damages, five commiſſioners ſhall be appointed and author- 
iſed to act in London, exactly in the manner directed with reſpect

America, that there ſhall be a reciprocal and entirely perfect liberty

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XII. His Majeſty conſents, that it ſhall and may be lawful, 
during the time hereinafter limited, for the citizens of the United 
States to carry to any of his Majeſty's iſlands and ports in the Weſt 
Indies from the United States, in their own veſſels, not being above 
the burthen of 70 ton, any goods or merchandiſes, being of the 
growth, manufacture, or produce of the ſaid States, which it is or 
may be lawful to carry to the ſaid iſlands or ports from the ſaid States 
in Britiſh veſſels; and that the ſaid American veſſels ſhall be ſubject 
there to no other or higher tonnage, duties, or charges, than hall be 
payable by Britiſh veſſels in the ports of the United States; and that 
the cargoes of the ſaid American veſſels ſhall be ſubje& there to no 
other or higher duties or charges than ſhall be payable on the like 
articles, if imported there from the ſaid States in Britiſh veſſels. 

And his Majeſty alſo conſents, that it ſhall be lawful for the ſaid 
American citizens to purchaſe, load and carry away in their ſaid 
veſſels, to the United States, from the ſaid iſlands and ports, all 
ſuch articles, being of the growth, manufacture, or produce of the 
ſaid iſlands, as may now by law be carried from thence to the ſaid 
States in Britiſh veſſels, and ſubject only to the ſame duties and

Provided always that the ſaid American veſſels do carry and land 
their cargoes in the United States only, it being expreſsly agreed 
and declared, that during the continuance of this article, the United 
States will prohibit and reſtrain the carrying any molaſſes, ſugar, 
coffee, cocoa, or cotton, in American veſſels, either from his Ma- 
jeſty's iſlands, or from the United States, to any part of the world,

in one country on the importation of any articles the growth, pro-

or moſt convenient port; and if any property of an enemy ſhould

And whereas the difficulty of agreeing on the preciſe caſes in 
which alone proviſions and other articles not generally contraband 
may be regarded as ſuch, renders it expedient to provide againſt 
the inconveniencies and miſunderitandings which might thence ariſe : 
It is further agreed, that whenever any ſuch articles fo becoming 
contraband, according to the exiſting laws of nations, ſhall for that 
reaſon be ſeized, the ſame ſhall be confiſcated, but the owners 
thereof ſhall be ſpeedily and completely inderaniſied; and the cap- 
tors, or in their default the government under whoſe authority they 
act, ſhall pay to the maſters or owners of ſuch veſſels, the full 
value of all articles, with a reaſonable mercantile profit thereon, 
together with the freight, and alſo the demurrage incident to ſuch 
detention.

XIX. And that more abundant care be taken for the ſecurity 


of the reſpective ſubjects and citizens of the contracting parties, 


and to prevent their ſuffering injuries by the men of war or pri- 


vateers of either party, all commanders of ſhips of war and priva- 
teers, and all others the ſaid ſubjects and citizens ſhall forbear to 


do any damage to thoſe of the other party, or committing any 


outrage againſt them; and if they act to the contrary, they ſhall 
be puniſhed, and ſhall alſo be bound in their perſons and eſtates to 


make ſatisfaction and reparation for all damages, and the intereſt 


thereof, of whatever nature the ſaid damages may be. 

For this cauſe all commanders of privatecrs, before they receive 
their commiſſions, ſhall hereafter be obliged to give, before a com- 
petent judge, ſufficient ſecurity by at leaſt two reſponſible ſureties,

The French Republic, and his Catholic Majeſty the King of 
Spain, equally animated with the deſire of putting an end to the 
calamities of war, conſidering beſides that there exiſt between them 
real intereſts, which command them to enter into union and peace, 
have appointed for their reſpective miniſters to re-eſtabliſh peace 
the Citizen Francois Baithelemi, on the part of the French Re- 
public, and, on the part of his Catholic Majeſty, Don Domingo 
d'Iriartre, Miniſter Plenipotentiary to the King of Spain. The 
ſaid ambaſſadors, after having exchanged their powers, have agreed 
upon the following articles : | | 
' Arr. I. There ſhall be peace, amity, and good underſtanding, 
between the French Republic and the kingdom of Spain. 

II. In conſequence thereof, all hoſtilities ſhall ceaſe between the 
two powers, as ſoon as the preſent treaty is ratified. | 

III. Neither of the two powers ſhall furniſh: againſt the other 
any contingent in men, arms, horſes, money, or ſhips; nor ſhall 
the two powers grant a paſſage through their territories to any 
troops of a nation at war with. either of the contracting powers.

There ſhall immediately be appointed Commiſſioners on 
each ſide, to fix in an amicable manner the reſpective limits of 
the two empires; the commiſſioners ſhall take for the baſis of 
theſe limits the tops of mountains. 

VII. In exchange for the poſſeſſions yielded by the ith article, 
the King of Spain cedes to the French Republic the Spaniſh part 
of St. Domingo, with all the cannon and ammunition contained 
in it. 

VIII. Until a new treaty of commerce ſhall be concluded be- 
tween the two powers, all the communications ſhall remain as they 
were before the war. The merchants of the two nations ſhall 
travel through the territories of the two powers, provided they 
conform to the law, manners, and cuſtoms, of the country. 

IX. All the priſoners on either fide ſhall be liberated, without 
any diſtinction of rank or number.

XI. The French Republic accepts the mediation of the King 
of Spain in favour of the Kings of Portugal, of Naples, of Sar- 
dinia, and all the Princes of Italy, for the re-eſtabliſhment of 
Peace.

« Tt was on the evening of the 16th of January, that the Stadt- 


holder in the Aſſembly of the States General, and in the Aﬀembly | 


of the States of Holland, requeſted that his two fons might be 
permitted to reſign the ſituations which they held in the army of 
the Republic. The requeſt was inſtantly complied with. On the 
next day, he aſſiſted again at the deliberations of the two aſſemblies, 
and obtained the FOOL 9 lor 0 himſelf from 
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the United Provinces. The States General, however, appointed 
- previouſly, a committee to examine the documents and repreſentations 


laid before them by the Stadtholder. After the Committee had 


made their report, the States General came to the following re-

DECLARATION. 


The Prince of Orange has hitherto thought it unneceſſary to 
publiſh the motives which induced him to abſent himſelf for ſome 
time from his country, being convinced that no perſon could, with 
any ſhadow of juſtice, accuſe him of the ſmalleſt crime in having 

quitted the territories of the provinces of Holland, after the ſtates 
of that province had thought proper to ſend deputies to the com- 
manders of the enemy's forces to capitulate, or rather to ſubmit to 
them; but the reſolution taken by the pretended States General 
the 24th of February laſt, on the motion made in that Aſſembly 
the ziſt of January, by the deputies of the pretended Proviſional 
Repreſentatives of the People of Holland, having come to his 
| knowledge, in which they thought proper to aboliſh the office of 
Stadtholder, Captain General and Hereditary Admiral, with which 
this Prince was 1nveſted, alleging, as a motive for this reſolution, 
that he himſelf had abdicated them, he feels it incumbent on him- 
ſelf to be no longer filent, and to repel this calumny by a ſimple . 
and exact ſtatement of the facts, which preceded and rendered ne- 
ceſſary his departure from the territories of the United States. 
The inundations formed for the defence of the Republic, and in 
particular for that of the province of Holland, (as well as the rivers 
in that country) being frozen in December laſt, there no longer 
remained any means of defending the provinces of Utrecht and 
Holland, after the retreat of the army commanded by General 
Count Wallmoden from the borders of the Waal and the Rhine. 
The troops of the ſtate, which might have been employed in the 
defence of theſe two provinces, being reduced (as well by hard- 
ſhips which the army ſuſtained during the laſt campaign, as by 
ſickneſs) to too ſmall a number to garriſon ſufficiently thoſe poſts, 
which it was neceſſary ſhould be occupied in order to prevent the 
enemy from penetrating ;_ h | | 

It muſt here be obſerved, that a great part of the troops, which 
were in theſe two provinces, could not be employed againſt the 

enemy, in virtue of the capitulations which many places had made, 
and in which it was ſtipulated that their garriſons ſhould be ſent into 
the interior of the republic, after having ſworn nat to ſerve againſt 
the armies of France during the war until they were exchanged. 

The ftates of Utrecht, therefore, thought it right to capitulate 
on Friday the 16th of January, after having ſome days before in- 

formed the States General of their intention, and found themſelves 
obliged to ſubmit to thoſe conditions which the conqueror thought 

fit to grant: It will ſuffice to ſtate, that the ſtates of that province 
having requeſted that their conſtitution and form of age" 
mignt 
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might be preſerved, the victor. would only proviſionally agree to it,

The Prince of Orange being informed, that the ſtates of the 
provinces of Holland were about to adopt the ſame reſolution on 
the ſame day, found himſelf under the neceſſity of ſending away 
the Princeſſes, his wife, and daughter-in-law, with the Prince his 
grandſon, on board a fiſhing-boat on Sunday morning the 18th of 
January, and was himſelf obliged to follow them on the ſame day, 
(with the two Princes) his ſons, which however he did not do till 


he had acquainted the States General, as alſo the ſtates of the 


Seven Provinces, and of the country of Dronthe, with his intended 
_ Ceparture, writing to them,“ That he ealily foreſaw, from the 
prei-ut ſituation of the republic, what lot he muſt expect, if the 


enemy ſhould penetrate further into the country: and, not wiſhing 


to be any obſtacle to peace, he had reſolved to abſent himſelf 


and his family for a time from the territories of the States, and hoped 


that their High Mightineſſes would approve of this ſtep'“ 

It ſhould here be remarked, that the Prince did not depart till 
after his letter had been read, as well in the Aſſembly of the States 
General, as in that of the States of Holland ; that his departure 
from the Hague and his embarkation were fully known to both 
Aſſemblies, who did not take any ſtep to oppoſe the meaſure ; and 
that his departure did not take place till the States of Holland had 


reſolved to capitulate, and had required in their name, from tlie 


Prince of Orange, as Captain-General of that province, an officer 


and a trumpet to announce the commiſſion from the States of Hol- 


land, who were to repair to the General of the enemy to aſcertain 
what articles ſhould form a capitulation for that province. The 
Prince knew theſe deputies were commiſſioned not to make any 
difficulties, but to yield to every article. The ſame day, after the 
Prince had notified his intention of quitting the Dutch territories, 


four members of the College of Counſellors, deputed by Holland, 


demanded an audience of the Prince, and begged he would haſten 
his departure; that they could give no reply to any thing, and that 


even if it was inſiſted upon in the French Generals avſwer, that 


the Prince and his family ſhould not be permitted to quit the coun- 
try, they would be under the neceſſity of taking meaſures to pre- 
vent their departure, eſpecially in caſe the French General, or the 
Commiſſioners of the National Convention ſhould require that the 
College of the deputed Counſellors ſhould be made reſponſible if 
the Prince abſented himſelf before the arrival of the French troops, 
After ſuch a declaration, the Prince of Orange thought it no longer 


fafe to remain at the Hague, and embarked at Scheveling on board 
a fiſhing-boat. Having conſulted the marine officers and pilot who 


were on board the veſſel what courſe he ſhould ſteer, they were 


unanimouſly of opinion that the beſt plan would be to make for an 


Engliſh port. The Prince, before he quitted the road of Schevel- 
ing, wrote to M. Van Spiegel, Counſellor Penſionary of the Pro- 
vince of Holland, with the opinion of the marine officers and pilot 
of the above-mentioned veſſel, ſigned by them. The rag

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Penſionary having communicated the ſame to their High Mighti- 
neſſes, they, by their reſolution of the 19th of January, approved 
of the Prince of Orange's departure, as a meaſure of abſolute 
neceſſity ; declaring, moreover, that they were deſirous of hearing 
of that Prince's ſafe arrival in one of the ports of the kingdom of 
Great Britain on board a ſhip of war belonging to the States, and 
that he might ſhortly be able to return to the republic, in order to 
continue aſſiſting them with his council and preſence for the main- 
tenance of the independence and conſtitution of the republic. The 
Prince's intention, of which he had already informed M. Van de 
Spiegel, Penſionary Counſellor, in his letter, was to inform him- 
ſelf, during his ſtay in England, of the ſituation of affairs, as well 
in the province of Zealand as in the province of Frize and Gro- 
ningen, and to embark on board a ſhip of war of the States for 
either of thoſe provinces in which it ſhould appear his preſence 
might be moſt uſeful.

The French troops having arrived at the Hague, the States 
General were compelled to do every thing that was exacted from 


them. The deputies lawfully named by the provinces of Holland 


were obliged to quit that Aſſembly, and have been replaced by 
deputies named by thoſe who have taken upon themſelves the 
ſupreme power of that province, under the name of Proviſional Re- 
preſentatives of the People. Theſe latter being admitted into the 
Aſſembly of the States General, that Aſſembly ceaſes to be legal, 
and the reſolutions taken ſince that time cannot be conſidered as

The Prince of Orange's deſign was, as had already been obſerved, 
to go into Zealand as ſoon as he ſhould have received information 
relative to the ſituation of affairs in that province, hoping that his 
preſence there might be uſeful. But the States General having 
given orders ſoon after the Prince's departure, and nearly at the 
time of the arrival of the French troops at the Hague, to the 
commanding officers of Bergen-op-zoom, Breda, Wilhemſtadt and 

Steenbergen, fortreſſes which ſtill held out, to capitulate, likewiſe 
to the troops who were in thoſe provinces which had not yet ſub- 
mitted to the French, as alſo to the ſhips of the State, not NO 
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fend themſelves againſt the French, the States of Zealand were 
under the neceſſity of following the example of thoſe of Holland 
and Utrecht, in capitulating for their province, or rather in ſub-

The Prince of Orange being informed of this reſolution, and 


perceiving that his preſence could no longer be of any ſervice there, 
was obliged to give up his intention of going into Zealand, and the 
ice having for a long while prevented all communication between 


the provinces of Frieſland and Groningen with England, during 


that time the Prince could not receive any intelligence from thoſe 
rovinces, and the firſt he received was, that they had ſubmitted 
in the ſame manner as the others had done, which fruſtrated his 
plan of going into either of thoſe provinces. _ S 
The Prince of Orange waits with confidence, the judgment which 
every impartial perſon will paſs on his conduct, and cannot think it 
was expected he ſhould remain in a country which had ſubmitted to 
the French arms, whilſt the French National Convention had de- 
clared war againſt him perſonally, and deliver himſelf into the hands 
of his enemies, without being able thereby to render the leaſt ſer- 
vice to his country.

ling of the right knee, and another of the left wriſt. His appetits 
failed him, and he was at length attacked by a fever. The cele- 
brated Deſſault was appointed to viſit and attend him : His talents 
and his probity convinced us, that none of the attentions due to 
humanity would be ſpared. Deſſault died on the 16th of this 
month (June 4), and your Committee appointed, as his ſucceſſor, 
Citizen Pelletan, a very diſtinguiſhed Officer of Health: Citizen De- 
manger, Firſt Phyſician of the Hoſpital of Health, was added to 

the ; Alok Faithful to the principles of humanity, your Com- 
mittee negle&ed nothing to bring about the re-eſtabliſhment of the 
health of the ſick youth. The diſeaſe, however, manifeſted alarm- 
ing ſymptoms. At eleven yeſterday morning, the bulletin delivered 
to us announced great and immediate danger ; and this morning, 
at a quarter after two, we were appriſed of the news of young 
Capet's death.

% We, the underſigned, Jean-Baptiſte, Eugene Dumangin, Phy- 
ſician in Chief of the Hoſpital of Unity, and Philippe Jean Pelletan, 
Surgeon in Chief of the Great Hoſpital of Humanity, accompa- 
nied by the citizens, Nicholas Jeanroy, formerly Profeſſor in the 
Schools of Phyſic at Paris, and Pierre Laſſus, Profeſſor of Phyſic 
in the Schools of Health at Paris, declare, that we aſſembled in 
conſequence of an arret of the Committee of General Safety of

« The ſaid Commiſſaries declared to us that the child died on the 
preceding e at three o'clock, upon which we proceeded to 
verify the figns of death which we found characteriſed by an uni- 
verſal paleneſs, a coldneſs of the whole body, a ſtiffneſs of the 
members, a dullneſs of the eyes, violet coloured ſpots on the ſkin 
of the body, and particularly by a putrefaction which had begun at

a general leanneſs, which proceeds from a maraſmus ; the belly was

% On opening the body a pint of purulent ſerum flowed out, 


yellow, and extremely fetid ; the inteftines were pale, and adhered 


together, as well as to the partitions of that cavity ; they were 
ſprinkled with a great quantity of pimples of different ſizes, each 
of which contained the ſame matter that was found in the ſwellings 
of the knees and feet. The inteſtines which we opened were in- 
ternally very ſound, and contained a very ſmall quantity of bilious 
matter. The ſtomach was in the fame Fi 

ſurrounding parts, was pale on the outſide, and ſprinkled with 
lymphatic pimples, ſimilar to thoſe on the ſurface of the inteſtines.— 
The internal membrane was ſound, as well as the pylorous or lower 
orifice of the ſtomach, and the œſophagus or windpipe ; the liver 
adhered by its convexity to the diaphragma, and by its concavity 
the viſcera which it covered. Its ſubſtance was ſound ; its fize not 
larger than common. The gall bladder was moderately filled with 
| bile of a greeniſh colour. The ſpleen, the pancreas, the reins, and 
the bladder were found. The epiploon and the meſentery, not fat, 
were covered with lymphatic pimples, like thoſe of which we have 


already ſpoken. Similar tumours were diſperſed over the peritonenn 
and the interior of the diaphragma: This muſcle was ſound. The 


lungs adhered to the pleura, to the diaphragma, and to the peri- 
| pres Ge ſound in ſubſtance, and without any pimples ; there were 2 

few only near the trachean artery and the ce{ophagus ; the pericar- 
dium contained the uſual quantity of ſerum ; the heart was pale, 
but in its natural ſtate. The brain, and its dependant parts, were 
in a perfectly good condition. | Bea
